A  Shocking  Accident  Oc- 
curs at  Newark,  N.  J. 

Children  on  Way  to  School 
In  a  Jrollcy  Car. 

Struck  By  Train  Running 
at  a  High  Speed. 

Newark,  N.  J.,  Feb.  19. — A  tro!7ey  car  loaded  wfth  pupils  on  ihcir 
AvaV  to  high  school  was  run  into  today  at  the  Clifton  avenue  crossing  by  a 
Delaware,  Lackawanna  &  Western  railway  train.  Nine  of  the  pupils  were 
killed,  two  died  of  their  injuries,  the  niotorman  of  flie  car  was  fatally  hurt, 
and  thirty  or  more  occupants  of  the  car  were  injured.  Five  of  these  were 
believed  to  be  fatally  hurt. 

Twenty  of  the  injured  passengers  were  taken  to  a  hospital  and  the  others 
were  able  to  go  to  their  homes.  The  identilication  of  the  dead  and  injured 
was  a  difficult  task  and  was  accomplished  very  slowly.

The  railroad  train,  which  was  running  at  almost  its  full  spec*],  was  seen 
by  the  motorman,  who  put  on  the  brakes  and  did  all  he  could  to  stop  his 
car,  but  the  wheels  slipped  upon  the  rails,  which  were  covered  with  ice  and 
the  car  slid  forward  until  its  front  platform  projected  over  the  railroad  track. 
The  pilot  of  the  engine  struck  the  platform,  threw  the  car  around  and  then 
toppled  it  over.  The  train  went  on  and  was  not  stopped  until  it  had  gone 
several  blocks  from  the  crossing.  The  body  of  one  of  the  victims,  a  girl,  was 
found  on  the  pilot  of  the  locomotive  when  it  was  brought  to  a  standstill. 

Newark,  N.  J..  Feb.  IQ. — Running  at  almost  full  speed  a  train  on  the  Dc!  ■ 
aware,  Lackawanna  &  Western  railroad,  crashed  into  a  trolley  car  loaded 
with  pupils  on  their  way  to  the  high  school  this  morning.  Eight  or  nine 
children  were  killed.  At  least  fifteen  were  injured,  some  so  badly  that  it  is 
feared  they  will  die.  The  accident  occurred  at  the  Clifton  avenue  cro.■^sing, 
long  noted  as  a  dangerous  spot. 

The  trolley  car  was  one  of  the  special  vehicles  which  the  North  Jersey 
Starect  Railway  company  runs  between  8  and  9  o'clock  five  mornings  in  the 
week  for  the  special  accommodation  of  high  school  pupils.  It  was  crowded 
with  men  and  women  from  all  parts  of  the  city,  many  of  whom  had  trans- 
ferred from  other  lines. 

Immediately  the  accident  had  been  reported  all  the  police  reserves  of 
the  Second  precinct  were  sent  to  the  scene  to  keep  back  the  crowd  which 
gathered  almost   immediately. 

The  train  which  caused  the  accident  was  the  Delaware  &  Passaic  ex- 
press. There  is  some  question  as  to  whether  both  crossing  gates  were  down 
when  the  car  and  train  approached  the  crossing  at  the  same  time. 

The  motorman  saw  the  train  and  put  on  the  brakes  with  all  his  force. 
The  car,  however,  slid  upon  the  icy  rails  until  the  front  platform  jirrijected 
over  the  tracks.  A  moment  later  the  crash  came.  The  jiilot  of  the  engine 
struck  the  front  platform  and  turned  it  over.  The  pupils  by  the  force  of  the 
collision  were  precipitated  under  the  wheels  of  the  engine.  To  some,  death 
came  immediately,  others  lingered  a  moment  in  fearful  agnony  and  Oien  ex- 
pired. 

A  most  heartrending  scene  was  presented  to  the  sight  immediately  aL 
ler  the  train  crashed  into  the  car.  Dead  or  injured  children  lay  in  all  direc- 
tions. Word  of  the  calamity  soon  reached  the  authorities.  In  addition  to 
the  police  reserves,  every  ambulance  in  the  city  was  soon  on  the  scene.  The 
motorman's  skull  was  fractured  and  it  is  ♦bought  he  will  die. 

The  trolley  car  could  not  be  stopped  although  llie  motorman  appeared 
to  make  frantic  efforts  to  do  so. 

The  conductor  of  the  car,  George  Gould,  said:  'It  is  the  custom  for 
trolley  car  conductors  to  leave  their  cars  as  this  crossing  is  approached,  and 
as  the  car  stops  to  run  ahead  and  see  if  the  track  is  clear. 

"I  should  have  done  that  this  morning  had  I  not  seen  the  gates  were 
li>wered.  Naturally  I  concluded  thai  the  car  would  st<jp  and  the  first  thing  I 
knew  of  any  danger  was  when  we  went  crashing  through  the  gates." 

P«)liceman  Stuckey  who  was  a  witness  of  the  accident  said  the  trolley  car 
had  projected  about  four  feet  over  the  track  when  it  was  struck.  There  were 
about  twelve  children  on  the  front  platform,  grouped  around  the  motorman.

Wage  Settled  Upon  at  the 

Conference  at  West 

Superior. 


The  longshoremen  at  the  head  of  the 
lakes  and  at  other  Lake  Superior  lum- 
ber-loading ports  will  receive  55  cents 
per  hGur  during  the  shipping  season  oL' 
1903.  This  Is  Hn  increase  of  2^  cents 
per  hour  over  the  wage  scale  for  1902. 

Early  last  season  the  longshoremen 
went  on  a  strike  and  demanded  60 
cents  per  hour.  A  compromise  was 
made  with  the  lAmiber  Carriers*  as- 
sociatioti  at  52»/^  cents  per  hour,  which 
was  to  be  Increased  to  55  cents  if  the 
lumber  freight  rate  reached  $3  per  1000 
feet.  The  raise  in  freight  rates  did 
not  occur,  the  rate  remaining  all  the 
sea.soti  at  $i'.50. 

The  scale  of  55  cents  per  hour  was 
agreed  on  at  the  conference  which  nas 
been  under  way  for  the  past  two  days 
between  the  loading  committee  of  the 
Lumber  Carriers'  association  and  the 
delegates  of  the  Longshoremen's  as- 
sociation of  Tvtke  Superior,  at  the  West 
Superior  hotel.  The  conference  came  to 
an  end  l.i:it  evening. 

From  the  fact  that  the  sessions  occu- 
pied so  long  H  time  it  is  evident  that 
the  increased  scale  was  not  agreed  to 
without  cnn.siderable  opposition  by  the 
lumber  carriers,  and  the  Litter  claim 
that  in  agreoii-.g  to  the  .scale  they  hav>? 
also  l)een  granted  .some  concessions, 
enough  to  balance  the  account. 

The  longshoremen  held  out  for  the 
increase  in  wages  on  the  ground  that 
the  lost  of  lising  has  materially  in- 
creased, and  that  as  there  are  only  a 
few  months  when  the  longshoremen 
can  work,  they  Sbhould  he  remunerated 
in  accordance  with  these  conditions.

Three  very  light-hearted  sens  of 
Sweden  passed  through  Duluth  yester- 
day. They  arrived  during  the  early 
j.art  of  the  week  from  Seattle  and  the 
Klondike  gold  fields  and  left  for  the 
jEast  to  take  passage  for  the  land  of 
their  birth.  All  of  them  had  made 
their  pile  in  the  far  North  and  they 
are  now  on  their  way  home  to  settle 
dcwii  to  a  life  of  ease  and  comfort 
among  their  old  friends  and  relatives. 
One  of  the  rnen  claime<l  that  he  had 
mude  $25,(X'0  in  the  Klondike  gold 
lieids  and  the  others  also  told  of  the 
weighty  b;«gs  they  had  brought  from 
that  frozen  region.  The  names  of  the 
men  were  Gusiave  Nelson,  John  Ander- 


son arid   Peter  Anderson, 
tor  boing  brothers. 

Peter  Anderson  acted  as  spokesman 
for  the  party  when  asked  concerning 
their  life  in  the  Klondike  and  of  their 
plans  for  the  future. 

••\Vc  have  been  in  that  country  three 
yoarss."  he  said.  "We  went  there  in 
the  spring  of  19C0  from  Chicago.  For 
the  first  two  winters  A\e  had  a  hard 
time  of  it.  but  wc  stuck  together  and 
helped  each  other  out  and  early  la.^t 
pummer  we  made  our  strike  in  one  of 
the  smaller  streams  running  into  the 
Klondike.  It  did  not  pan  out  as  well 
ns  we  expoi.ted,  but  we  have  enough 
to  keep  us  for  the  rest  of  our  lives  in 
the  old  country. 

"We  are  all  going  back  as  quickly  as 
•we  can  get  there  and  at  present  we 
Intend  to  remain,  but  while  we  have 
been  in  the  gold  tields  my  mother  has 
died,  and  many  of  our  old  friends  have 
rioubtles.s  died  or  moved  away  and  wf 
may  decide  to  return  to  this  (^ountry.

Only  Franchise  Holders 

Accepting  Under  Present 

Charter  Amendable. 


Penalties  aggregating  $17.CKK)  are  said 
to  be  due  the  eity  from  corporations 
holding  local  franchises  and  failing  to 
report  details  of  their  business  in  ac- 
cordance with  section  463  of  the  city 
charter. 

These  penalties  are  increasing  at  the 
rale  of  $1,000  a  day  but  it  is  extremely 
doubttul  if  any  of  it  could  be  collected 
without  a  big  legal  fight. 

Seveial  of  the  corporations  have  had 
atloineys  looking  up  the  law  since  the 
passing  of  the  Krumsieg  resolution  by 
the  council,  and  it  is  reported  that  these 
attorneys  claim  section  463  is  simply 
an  iincumbrance  to  the  charter,  that  it 
i»  unconstitutional,  inquisitorial,  and 
impossible  to  enforce. 

They  say  that,  if  it  could  be  enforced, 
it  would  give  to  charter  commissions 
legislative  power  not  held  even  by  con- 
gress. It  can  only  apply,  according  to 
the  corpoiatlon  attorneys  interested,  to 
such  concerns  as  accepted  franchise 
with  an  annual  publicity  provision  in  it 
before  or  after  the  adoption  of  the 
charter. 

"Take  the  Duluth-Puperior  Traction 
compajiy  for  instance,"  says  one  of 
the  opposition  lawyers,  "that  corpora- 
tion was  doing  business  many  years  be- 
fore the  present  charter  was  dreamed 
of.  Now.  the  charter  comes  with  a 
section  that  says  that  the  company 
shall  annually  on  the  first  Monday  in 
February,  file  with  the  city  comp- 
troller, for  public  inspection  a  sub- 
Bcribed  and  sworn  statement  of  the 
actual  cost  of  its  plant  and  equipment, 
the  incumberances,  obligations,  amount 
cf  stock  issued,  names  and  addresses 
of  all  stockholders,  gross  earnings, 
expenses,  net  income  after  deducting  all 
proper  costs  and  expenses  and  in  fact 
every  little  detail  about  a  big  business. 

"If  a  test  of  this  section  is  made  it 
undoubtedly  will  be  held  unconstitu- 
tional, for  I  do  not  believe  that  a 
municipalliity  has  authority  to  comp^ 
even  public  service  corporations  to  dlt<- 
gorge  all  the  private  details  of  their 
business."

Assistant   Secretary    of 

War  Tells  What  He 

Thinks. 

Washington,  Feb.  19.— Three  years 
ago  William  Cary  Sanger,  then  In- 
spector general  of  the  New  York  Na- 
tional tiuard,  and  now  assistant  sec- 
retary of  war,  made  a  thorough  inspec- 
tion of  the  reserve  and  auxiliary  forces 
of  England  and  of  the  militia  of  Swit- 
zerland. The  work  was  voluntary,  for 
though  President  McKirdey  greatly  de- 
sired it,  there  was  no  appropriation 
available  and  Col.  Sanger  defrayed  his 
own  expenses.  The  result  of  this  in- 
vestigation is  embodied  in  a  report 
just  issued  from  the  government  print- 
ing office,  which  it  is  thought  will  be- 
come a  text  book  for  the  military  stu- 
dent. 

Says  the  author:  "The  story  of  the 
Spanish-American  w.^-  has  much  which 
Americans  n^ust  read  with  pain,"  and 
then  he  tells  how  seriously  the  govern- 
ment was  embarrassecl.  in  its  efforts  to 
make  use  of  its  cumbersome  and  re- 
fractory   state    milhia. 

"If  the  state  forces  are  maintained 
with  a  view  to  national  defense  in  time 
of  need,"  continues  Col.  Sanger,  "there 
can  be  no  excuse  for  not  devising  in 
time  of  peace  the  best  plan  for  utilizing 
their  services,  and  if  it  is  admitted,  as 
it  must  be.  that  the  army  and  state 
forces  combined  will  not  be  numeric- 
ally strong  enough  to  carry  on  any 
great  war,  it  is  our  plain  duty  to  de- 
cide in  advance  what  is  the  wish  and 
best  plan  for  expending  our  fighting 
force  when  such  action  is  necessary." 

Having  sounded  this  warning.  Col. 
Sanger  proceeds  to  state  in  detail  the 
result  of  his  investigations  in  Eng- 
land and  Switzerland,  the  former  coun- 
try being  chosen  for  inquiry  because 
it  resembeld  the  United  States  in  hav- 
ing no  system  of  military  service.

Mankato,  Minn.,  Feb.  K-.— There  may 
be  a  lively  contest  on  for  presddenl  of 
the  Retail  Grocers  and  General  Mer- 
chants' association,  now  hoLling  its 
seventh  annual  convention  here.  H.  J. 
Dahn,  president  of  the  Minneapolis  as- 
sociation, has  announced  himself  for 
president,  and  President  Hanson  will 
probably  desire  to  eucc'.-ed  himself.  A 
sentiment  Is  growing  in  favor  of  Simon 
Clark,    of   Duluth.    who   has   been   vice 

president  for  six  years.  While  Crook- 
ston  wants  the  next  convention,  there 
is  some  talk  of  St.  Paul  or  Minne- 
apolis as  being  more  centrally  locate<l. 
Fergus  Falls  has  also  been  understood 
to  desire   the   next   nwetlng. 

President  P.  G.  Hanson,  of  Minne- 
apolis, then  pre.sented  his  annual  re- 
port. He  spoke  of  the  fact  that  the 
state  board  of  control  is  buying  a  very 
large  percentage  of  grocery  supplies 
for  the  state  institutions  from  jobbers 
and  merchants  of  Minnesota,  although 
the  association  had  failed  to  get  its 
bill  to  this  effect  through  the  legisla- 
ture tv.  o  years  ago.  In  no  state  in  the 
Union  are  the  merchants  so  well  or- 
ganized as  in  this.  The  Retail  Mer- 
chants' Mutual  Fire  Insurance  com- 
pany, one  of  the  association's  projec^ts, 
has  been  a  great  success,  paying  20  per 
cent  to  its  members  the  past  tw<.' 
years,  and  will  do  the  same  this  year. 
The  Increase  of  in.surance  last  j-ear 
was  nearly  $1,000,000  over  the  previou.5 
year.  The  two  bills  on  garnishment  and 
one  on  gift  .schemes  and  trading  stamp? 
are  pretty  sure  to  be  passed  by  tlie 
legislature,  as  the  labor  unions  favor 
them.  Regarding  the  state  dairy  and 
food  department.  President  Hanson 
said  that  the  merchants  do  not  know 
or  appreciate  the  good  that  it  has 
been  to  the  state,  and  the  grocers  and 
the  country  merchants  do  not  realize 
what  it  has  been  to  have  box-car  mer- 
chants driven  from  the  state.  He  hoped 
that  resolutions  would  be  adopted 
along  the  lire  of  legislation,  trading 
stamps,  parcel  post  laws,  bankruptcy 
laws,  pure  food,  both  state  and  na- 
tional, and  many  other  laws  that  will 
be  both   practical  and   helpful. 

Secretary  Fred  Mason,  of  St.  Paul, 
gave  a  report  on  his  work  as  an  or- 
ganiser. He  spoke  of  the  friendly  re- 
lations between  the  wholesale  grocers 
of  Minnesota  and  the  a.ssoclatlon,  and 
urged  the  merchants  to  patronize  home 
jobbers  whenever  possible.  Treasurer 
Charles  F.  Rappe,  of  St.  Paul,  reported 
the  total  receipts  for  the  year  14707.05, 
expenditures  $4377.21.

MILLIONS  IN  Lmr<AR!ES. 

Up  to  date  Andrew  Carnegie  has  given  $50,6,^0,050 
for  the  erection  of  258  libraries  and  all  under  his  usuai 
condition.s — that  the  accepting  municipalities  provide  a 
site  and  undertake  to  spend  to  per  CL-nt  of  the  amount 
of  the  gift  annually  in  maintainitig  the  bbrary.  Mr.  Car- 
negie, however,  is  not  the  only  philanthropist  who  has 
donated  for  the  public  good.  The  records  show  that  33 
persons  in  the  United  .Slates  contributed  by  will  or  gift 
$57,396,000  to  educational,  religious  or  charitable  institu- 
tions. John  D.  Rockefeller  gave  $1,000,000  to  Harvard 
university,  the  same  amount  to  the  Southern  educational 
movement  and  $1,226,000  to  Chicago  university.  But  his 
gifts  are  not  remarkable.  John  M.  i'.urke,  of  New  York, 
gave  $4,ooo,ocx)  to  charity,  and  W.  S.  Stratton,  of  Colo- 
rado Springs  gave  $15,000,000  for  the  same  purpose.  An- 
drew Carnegie's  gifts  to  libraries  and  colleges  totaled 
$20,470,000.  The  gifts  of  other  persons  than  the  23 
amounted  to  over  $20,000,000,  so  that  the  total  for  the 
year  reached  over  $77,000,000,  which  does  not  include 
the  $20,000,000  Methodist  jubtlcc  fund. 

Wiiile  to  many  of  these  gifts  some  conditions  have 
been  attached,  there  are  none  equal  to  the  Carnegie 
proposition.  The  usual  amount  required  for  a  site  for  a 
$50,000  library  in  a  city  that  could  r.upport  one  of  that 
size  is  10  per  cent.  In  some  cities  the  cost  is  much 
greater,  but  adopting  10  per  cent  as  the  basis,  it  is  ob- 
vious that  Mr.  Carnegie  has  forced  the  paynient  of  $1,- 
CKX),ooo  for  sites,  probably  a  few  hundred  th.ousand  more, 
but  approximately  $2,000,000.  He  has  in.sisted  on  the 
annual  expenditure  of  nearly  $2,000,000  as  a  part  of  the 
contracts.  That  is  to  say,  in  the  short  space  of  one  de- 
cade the  people,  who  are  reputed  to  be  groaning  under 
the  burden  of  excessive  and  ingenious  ta.xation,  will 
have  paid  apprtiximalely  $22,000,000  for  site.i  and  for  the 
support  of  the  libraries  v/iiich  stand  as  a  monument  to 
the  generosity  of  Andrew  Carnegie. 

ASSET  CURRENCY. 

Republican  leaders  of  congress  have  about  made  up 
their  minds  that  they  are  not  in  fav(»r  of  any  currency 
legislation  at  this  sessioti.  While  it  is  pos.sdile,  even 
probable,  that  the  h'owler  bill  providing  for  a  more  elas- 
tic currency  may  be  called  up  in  the  house,  there  is  little 
likelihood  of  its  passing.  While  Mr.  l-'owler  .^lill  in.sists 
that  there  is  a  prospect  U^r  the  passage  of  the  bill  at  this 
session,  no  one  else  familiar  with  the  conditions  existing 
in  both  branches  of  congrcs-;  and  with  the  feeling  toward 
the  bill  among  the  members  of  the  hou>e.  has  any 
idea  that  the  bill  will  pass  lK>th  houses,  even  if  it  should 
be  fortunate  enough  to  get  through  the  house.  Some  of 
the  leatling  financiers  of  the  country,  who  are  urging  the 
passage  of  the  i'"(»\\/er  lull,  or  some  measure  similar  in 
its  purposes,  have  abandoned  the  hope  of  securing  tht 
passage  (»f  the  bill  at  this  session,  but  they  are  anxious 
to  have  it  debated  in  the  hou-^c  for  the  i>urpose  of  call- 
ing the  attention  ul  congress  and  of  the  country  to  the 
need  of  currency  reform. 

The  dispo-sition  among  the  Republican  members  who 
have  not  made  a  special  study  of  the  Fowler  plan  is  to 
po  sloiv  in  currency  legislation.  Leaders  like  Mr. 
Cannon  of  Illinois  are  not  satisfied  that  the  time  i.-.  ripe 
for  the  adoption  of  an  asi^et  currency  system,  and  will 
hesitate  to  supjiort  the  Fowler  bill  if  there  is  any  pros- 
pect of  it  being  adopted.  Some  of  the  minority  mem- 
bers have  taken  an  active  interest  in  the  bill.  They  pro- 
fess to  sec  the  po.ssibility.  in  its  adoption,  of  preventing 


would  come  into  play  at  once  when  it  was  known  that 
two  prominent  members  of  that  body  were  marked  for 
a  fresh  distinction  if  the  treaty  should  go  through. 

The  choice  of  Secretary  Root  was  based  on  the  dou- 
ble ground  that  he  is  a  careful  man  and  the  president's 
closest  personal  friend  and  adviser  in  the  cabinet,  and 
that  he  is  a  strong  partisan  on  the  Alaska  boundary 
question.  He  needed  furthermore,  as  something  in  the 
nature  of  a  rest,  at  least  a  change  of  occupation,  this 
readversion  of  his  current  of  thought.  The  sessions  of 
the  commission  will  undoubtedly  be  held  for  a  part  of 
the  time  in  any  event  in  England.  This  would  be  in  the 
nature  of  a  recreative  trip  for  the  secretary,  and  would 
give  him  a  chance  to  spend  a  good  deal  of  the  summer 
abroad  with  his  family. 

Although  thse  nominations  have  not  yet  been  sent  to 
the  senate  it  is  the  understanding  that  those  named  are 
to  be  appointed.  These  men  are  well  postd  on  the 
situation  and  with  them  to  settle  affairs  there  seems  no 
reason  why  the  United  States  should  not  obtain  what  is 
its  just  due. 


THE  SQUARJ:  RIGGED  SKIP. 

The  day  of  the  square-rigged  ship  seems  to  have 
passed.  Cut  few  are  being  built  and  those  now  afloat 
are  rapidly  being  transformed  into  barges  for  the  pur- 
pose of  towing  from  one  port  to  another.  According  to 
American  Syren  and  Shipping,  last  year  there  were  only 
360  "square-riggers"  flying  the  United  Sta*tes  flag.  This 
included  ships,  whaling  vessels  and  other  barks  and 
barkentines  and  brigantines.  A  number  of  these— the 
whalers— dated  back  into  the  '40s  and  '50s,  and  one  was 
put  on  the  stocks  in  1835.  Separated  into  their  different 
classes,  there  were  97  ships  with  a  gross  tonnage  of 
186,766;  151  barks  with  a  gross  tonnage  of  141,174;  85 
barkentines  with  a  gross  tonnage  of  57,110,  and  27  brig- 
antines with  a  gross  tonnage  of  10,724.  Of  the  328 
American  built  vessels,  245  were  more  than  twenty  years 
old.  Only  i5r  of  the  entire  number  hailed  from  Atlantic 
ports,  the  remainder  hailing  from  Pacific  ports.  On  the 
Atlantic  coast  were  37  ships,  67  barks,  31  barkentines 
and  16  brigantines.  In  1870  there  were  731  ships,  889 
barks  and  barkentines  and  675  brigantines,  making  a 
total  of  2295  vessels.  The  total  decrease  iti  square- 
rigged  vessels  within  the  last  thirty-three  years  then 
has  been  1935.  Another  evidence  of  the  passing  of  the 
"square-rigger"  is  to  be  found  in  the  decrease  in  the 
number  coming  to  New  York.  In  1900  there  slipped  in 
through  the  narrows  123  ships.  The  next  year  there 
were  106,  and  in  1902  only  75.  The  number  of  schooners 
which  came  into  the  harbor  last  year  was  5992.  Practi- 
cally all  the  sailing  tonnage  being  constructed  in  this 
country  is  in  the  shape  of  this  class  of  vessels. 

The  passing  of  the  "square  rigger"  is  to  be  regretted 
from  an  esthetic  standpoint,  for  there  is  nothing  more 
beautiful  on  the  water  than  the  majestic  sailing  of  the 
big  ship  with  its  massive  spread  of  canvas  pulling  it 
steadily  to  its  destination. 


The  budget  of  the  Transvaal  colony  recently  pub- 
lished at  Pretoria  for  the  financial  year  ending  June  30. 
1903,  estimates  the  revenue  at  $20,000,000,  the  expendi- 
ture at  $18,513,825.  The  principal  receipts  are  from  cus- 
toms, $7,500,000;  from  mining,  $3,250,000;  from  stamps 
and  transfer  dues,  $2,500,000;  from  railways,  $2,000,000 
The  chief  items  of  expenditure  are  interest  on  the  public 
debt,  $625,000,  and  the  armed  constabulary  who  police 
the  country,  $6,250,000.  Two-thirds  of  this  last  item  will 
be  recovered  from  the  imperial  and  Orange  River  colony 
governments.  Hitherto  the  fear  of  large  impending 
taxes  to  cover  the  cost  of  the  war  has  discouraged  new 
investments  in  mining  and  other  enterprises,  but  the 
announcement  that  $t50,otx).ooo  is  the  whole  sum  to  be 
exacted  and  that  this  will  be  provided  by  firms  interest- 
ed m  the  Transvaal  clears  the  atmosphere. 

If  a  fashionable  shoe  clerk  in  Philadelphia  is  to  be 
believed,  the  swellest  of  his  women  customers  are  now 
invariibly  asking  for  boys'  shoes.  The  masculine  styles 
of  women's  shoes  no  longer  satisfy  them.

THE   ALASKAN  COMMISSION. 

The  arbitration  of  the  Alaskan  boundary  treaty  is 
not  an  arbitration  in  the  ordiiiary  sense  of  the  word,  but 
merely  an  offer  to  get  Great  Britain  to  establish  her 
boundary  claims  as  the  result  of  demt>nstration  and  con- 
viction under  peaceful  auspices.  Of  the  United  States 
commission.

Synopsis  of 
weather  conditions  fur  the  twenty-four 
hours,  ending  at  7  a.  m.  (central  time), 
Feb.  li>,— The  cold  wave  has  moderated  in 
the  western  lake  region,  upper  Mi.ssi.ss- 
ippi  Va'ley  and  Northwest,  but  it  con- 
tinues very  cjld  north  of  tlie  L>akotas. 
It  is  somewhat  cidder  in  the  Ohio  and 
lower  Mis.si.ssippi  valleys,  and  w.armer 
in  eastern  gulf  and  soma  Atlantic  states. 
The  line  of  freezing  temperature  extends 
fis  fur  south  as  the  o-'nd  parallel.  Pres- 
sures are  high  over  Manitoba,  western  and 
eastern  states,  and  low  near  Edmonton. 
Light  falls  of  snow  occurred  in  the  Ohio 
Valley  and  eastern  lalie  region  and  rain 
near  Galveston.

Old  Gen.  Lawrence  wius  the  proudest 
man  in  all  the  commouwealth.  Coming 
from  a  long  line  of  disUugui-shed  ances- 
tors, every  generation  of  whom  had 
stamped  tlie  impress  of  their  personaiiiy 
upon  the  public  life  of  their  day,  with 
direct  progenitors  who  had  figured  as 
leaders  in  the  Indian  wars  ot  the  colo- 
nists, signers  of  the  articles  of  confed- 
eration, and  the  declaration  of  indepen- 
tletice,  soldiers  in  ttie  war  of  the  revolu- 
tion, 1812,  and  with  Mexico,  and  distin- 
guished statesmen  in  the  halls  of  hgLs- 
lation  and  the  counsels  of  the  nation; 
added  to  this  a  .splendid  record  as  an  of- 
lieer  in  the  great  war  of  the  rebellion- 
all  the.se  things  combined  to  give  the  old 
soldier  a  pride  of  family  and  self  and  a 
hearing  which,  while  it  may  have  been 
at  times  a  trifle  trying  to  the  more 
_  democratic  of  his  neighbors,  was  admit- 
32  ]  ted  by  all  to  be  to  a  great  degree  both 
natural    and    legitimate. 

Hardly  less  proud  and  exclusive  than 
the  old  gener.al  Wiis  his  aristocratic 
wife,  for  the  Ij^iwrences  had  ever  bin-n 
mindful  of  their  po.sition  in  crmtracUng 
matiimoniHl  alliances  and  the  bluest 
blood  in  the  state  had  been  pas.sed  to 
their  children.  The  position  of  the  l,.aw- 
rences  was  freel.v  aeknowledged  by  their 
neighbors  and  the  community  took  a  kind 
of  reflected  pride  in   them. 

Realizing  all  this  the  reader  will  im- 
agine the  shock  it  was  to  the  old  general 
and  his  good  wife  when  his  second  sou.

New  York.  Feb.  19.— "If  Hermis  trains 
as  well  tiiis  spring  as  he  has  wintered,  1 
have  not  the  slightest  doubt  that  he  will 
prove  that  he  is  a  groat  horse  in  the  big 
handicaps.  I  do  not  believe  at  the  pres- 
ent day  that  there  is  one  capable  of 
taking  his  measure.  His  most  dangerous 
rivals.  In  my  estimation,  are  Goldsmith 
and   Heno." 

Thus  spoke  James  McCormick,  part 
owner  and  trainer  of  the  mighty  Hermis, 
champion  o-year-old  of  last  season,  iop 
t»ei^ht  carrier  in  the  Brooklyn  and  Su- 
oui'oan  nanuicaps,  and  favorite  in  ine 
wjnier  bellmg  on  bom  of  ttiesu  classics. 

"Hermis  lias  wintered  excepuonaily 
well."  said  McCormick  to  a  reporter. 
"And  unless  all  signs  fail  he  will  be  a 
much  belter  horse  man  he  was  layt  sea- 
son. He  has  not  grown  upward,  but  he 
has  tiiied  out  and  let  down,  as  horsemen 
say,  considerably.  His  lack  of  height  i.i 
his  one  great  drawback,  if  one  can  call  is 
such.  He  is  a  big  little  hor.se,  great  i?j 
power,  substance,  speed  and  endurance, 
out  lacking  in  height.  He  is  a  shon 
coupled  horse,  with  ribs  well  braced  and 
tilling  well  into  .spinal  column.  He  gets 
ability  to  handle  weight  through  his  med- 
ium, clo.sely  braced  ribs." 

"Is  Hermis  a  horae  of  good  temper  on 
and  ott  the  track'.'"  Mr.  McCormick  was 
asked. 

"There  is  not  a  l>ctter  thoroughbred  In 
training.  In  or  out  of  the  stall  he  i.< 
the  same,  the  sweetest  hor.se  that  1  have 
ever  handled.  He  will  do  just  what  you 
ask  him  to  do.  In  his  stall  he  is  as 
playful  as  a  kitten  and  at  the  barrier  as 
(juick  on  his  feet  as  a  cat.  He  will  go 
up  to  the  webbing  and  stand  there  while 
other  horses  are  fretting  and  worrying. 
When  the  barrier  Hies  uprward,  presto, 
he  is  away,  wtiile  others  have  scarcclj 
moved." 

"How    will    you   train   Hermis?" 

"Well,  much  depends  upon  the  weather. 
If  we  have  an  open  spring,  I  will  not  hur- 
ry liim.  but  slnmld  the  weather  become 
bad.  of  course,  I  will  have  to  give  him  a 
little  drilling.  I  do  not  care  to  give  a 
horse  like  Hermis  a  hasty  preparatkr. 
but  much  prefer  to  go  slowly  with  him. 
Horses  like  Hermis,  wiio  feed  well,  ca.. 
eiisily  be  knocked  out,  especially  by  hur- 
ried training.  More  good  horses  are 
ruined  by  rush  orders  from  owners  than 
by  hard  campaign  after  they  are  in  per- 
fect   physical   condition." 

"Hermis  began  his  training  for  the  sea- 
son on  Jan.  3.  He  has  received  from  thrt^e 
to  live  miles  daily  under  the  shed  and  on 
the  track  and  roads.  Thl.s  will  continue 
for  five  wcnk.s.  If  the  track  permits,  he 
will  get  from  four  to  ten  miles  dally  at 
a  canter  for  six  weeks.  After  that  he 
will  receive  several  miles  daily  on  the 
track  at  a  2-minute  clip.  Next  he  will 
spe«d  along  several  miles  daily  with  a 
graduatiug  scale,  leading  up  to  the  rac- 
ing stage.  The  last  two  weeks  he  will 
receive,  every  other  day,  trials  at  nearly 
top  speed  fit  various  distances  from  a  mile 
and  a  quarter  to  a  mile  and  a  half.  When 
his  condition  warrants  it,  and  I  expect 
he  will  be  ready  for  mid-summer  racing, 
he  will  get  his  real  trial  for  one  of  the 
gn  at  cv<-nts  at  top  speed  for  the  mile 
and  a  quarter  route  Hy  this  time  he 
will  b<>  ill  prefect  physi<;al  condition  and 
during  the  last  three  days,  previous  to 
his  race  he  will  receive  a  brief  respite 
from  fast  work  in  order  thai  he  may 
freshen   up." 

"How  do  you  treat  your  horses  in  the 
matter  of  feeding,  watering  and  other 
stable    .nttentions? 

"The  treatment  accorded  them  is  muc 
the  same,   except   in   the  amount  of  food 
given    to   each.

He  eais  his  feed  win- 
ter and  summer  without  b.r.3r  coaxing  ai.d 
is  usually  waiting  for  the  next  course  to 
come  around.  In  the  winter  he  eats 
about  twelve  quarts  of  oats  a  day.  and 
in  the  summer  from  nine  to  ten.  Besides 
this  he  is  fed  hay.  bran,  straight  timothy, 
mixed  hay  and  California  oats  and  wheat 
hay.  But  of  course  he  does  not  eat  ail 
of  this  kind  of  feed  at  one  time  The 
California  hay  is  very  nutritious.  It  i>. 
what  bread  is  to  human  beings  and  is 
worth  $5  a  bale.  Hay.  for  that  matter. 
Ls  a  filler  to  hor.>»«is.  and  they  usually 
get  a   large  quantity  of  it." 

"How  do  you  prepare  Hermis  on  the 
morning  of  the  day  he  is  to  race?" 

"If  Hermis  is  to  rac«  in  the  afternoon, 
he  is  drawn  the  lught  before.  To  draw 
;  a  horse  means  that  you  take  awav  a  por- 
tion of  his  feed.  He  is  not  fed  so*  heavily 
I  the  night  before  and  he  is  allowed  about 
I  the  quantity  of  hay.  His  allowance  of 
water  is  al.so  limited.  In  the  morning 
!  he  is  given  a  few  quarts  of  naU?.  .i  hand- 
j  ful  or  two  of  hay  and  a  few  sw.allows 
of  water.  He  is  then  taken  out  on  the 
track  and  exercised  slowly  a  couple  o* 
times  around  the  track.  it  was  the 
custom  years  ago  to  allow  a  horse  that 
was  to  race  in  tiie  afternoon  a  fast  run 
through  the  stretch  to  sc^.  if  he  had  his 
speed,  but  It  is  rarely  done  now,  and 
the  speed  trials  are  a  thing  of  the  p.ist. 
"When  his  jogging  and  cantering  are  end- 
ed he  is  brought  back  to  the  stable,  rub- 
bed down  with  a  cloth  until  perfectly  dry 
and  walked  around  until  his  blood  has 
cooled,  allowed  to  roll  once  or  twicf 
in  the  sand,  and  then  put  into  the  stall 
with  a  muzzle  on  him.  Thts  last  is  done 
to  prevent  him  from  eating  his  bedding. 
About  11  o'clock  Hermis  receives  tw(» 
quart.s  of  oats  and  a  few  mouthfuls  o« 
water.  This  is  done  to  keep  up  hio 
strength.     He  is  then  ready  to  race" 

"Is  Hermis  trained  much  during  the 
hotter  .summer  mont^?" 

"Once  he  is  in  condition  It  does  not 
take  much  to  keep  him  on  edge.  If  there 
is  an  inter\'al  of  a  week  or  two  between 
his  engagements  he  is  jogged  along  sev- 
eral times  each  day  and  then  called  upon 
for  a  good  trial  the  day  before  his  race. 
Hermis  is  not  a  hard  hor.ne  to  tr.ain.  T^ast 
J  ear  he  thrived  on  it  and  was  best  at 
the  end  of  the  season." 

"How  did   you  happen   to  buy  him?" 

"I  saw  him  work  a  mile  and  a  furhmg 
at  Saratoga  in  1:51  1-0  with  his  heid 
swinging  inthe  air.  Mr.  Hell  was  anxious 
to  win  the  Travers  stake.s,  and  I  told  him 
about  Hermis.  1  found  out  that  U.  R. 
Wil.s^>n,  Jr..  had  an  option  on  the  hor.«e 
for  thrf^  day.s.  At  the  expiration  of  that 
time,  Tom  Healy.  Mr.  Wilson's  trainer 
came  to  me  and  said  they  had  decided 
not  to  take  Hermi.s.  ■  So  Mr.  Bell  pur- 
chased him  for  $15,000.  He  has  never 
lost  a  race  in  Mr.  Bell's  colors." 

"Which  hor.ses  do  you  con.«dder  the 
greatest  rivals  to  Hermis  in  the  Brook- 
lyn and  Suburban  harHJioapsT* 

"Goldsmith  and  Heno.  Both  are  In  at 
nice  weights,  llfi  and  US  pounds,  respect- 
ively. Goldsmith  did  not  show  his  true 
form  last  year;  neither  did  Heno.  B'lth 
were  ailing  the  greater  part  of  the  time." 

"You  saw  McChesney,  what  do  you 
think   of  him?" 

"He  is  a  good  hor.se.  a  fine  horse,  but  T 
don't  want  him.  He  would  be  u.seless  to 
me.  He  is  not  engaged  in  any  stakes 
here,  and  his  value  Is  lost.  Besides.  I 
have  four  good  4-year-olds.  I  do  not  be- 
lieve it  is  gootl  policy  to  keep  him  in 
training  continuously.  The  cxcu.se  offered 
Is  that  he  Is  a  grass  horse  and  hard  to 
get  in  jihyslciil  condition  for  a  race.  But 
I  wish  to  state  that  there  are  plenty 
of  grass  horses  aroui\d  here  and  none  of 
them  is  chasing  areuha  for  purchaser.-J  in 
the  winter.  The  whole  amount  of  it  is 
that  whenever  the  flour  gets  low  in  Dur- 
nell  and  Herz's  barrel,  "big  Mack"  \f. 
en  led    upon    to   replenish    it.' 

"Whenever  I  compare  my  lutrses  with 
the  otheis  owiieil  and  controlled  by  my 
stables  I  have  only  this  to  .say,  that  with 
a  proper  amount  of  racing  lurk  this 
year  I  will  hold  my  own  with  the  best."

Modified  Demands  of  the 

Miners  Will  Be 

Upheld. 


Philadelphia,  Feb.  19.— Now  that  the 
anthracite  strike  commission  has  be- 
fore it  all  of  the  facts  and  figures  bear- 
ing upon  the  great  strike,  It  is  possible 
for  one  who  has  followed  the  testimony 
closely  to  forecast  some  of  the  more 
Important  findings  of  this  most  demo- 
cratic tribunal. 

In  the  original  demand  submitted  to 
the  operators  by  the  United  Mine 
"Workeis,  tluee  propositions  were  ad- 
vanced, and  these  three  propositions 
cover  the  essential  features  of  the 
award  promised  by  the  commission  as 
It  is  believed  to  stand  today. 

The  miners  will  be  awarded  a  general 
Increase  of  wages  amounting  to  10  per 
cent  throughout  the  region.  Conce.ssions 
and  adjustments  to  be  made  at  each 
colliery  to  meet  the  stipulation. 

A  workday  of  nine  hours  will  be  made 
obligatory,  the  mine  workers  being  es- 
pecially directed  to  develop  sufficient 
intensity  of  labor  to  keep  the  output 
of  coal  up  to  the  present  standard. 

Coal  must  be  weighed  wherever  prac- 
ticable and  all  new  collieries  shall  be 
opened  with  the  imdorstandlng  that  th^d 
miners  shall  be  paid  by  weight. 

These  findings  and  awards  will  be  in- 
corporated Ml  the  first  of  the  two  re- 
ports to  be  submitted  to  the  president. 
There  will  be  s»>me  other  general  and 
Bome  local  conditions  imposed,  but 
none  of  those  will  materially  change  the 
present  general  situation. 

A  second  and  more  voluminous  report  | 
■will    give    a    complete    presentment    of  i 
the   whole  proposition       viewed       from 
every    po.-sible    standpoint    and    many  | 
reconmiendations,  not  necessarily  bind-  I 
Ing   upon    either    party    to   the    contro- 
versy, will  be  incorporat»d  therein.  The 
first  report  will  probably  be  filed  with- 
in a   n.onth. 

It  v.ill  be  observed  that  the  mine 
•workers  gain  about  all  they  asked  in 
their  modified  demand. 

There  will  be  some  difficulty  and  pos- 
8ibl>'  petty  strikes  when  it  goes  to  the 
adjustment  of  this  new  rate  of  pay, 
■which,  it  will  be  kept  in  mind,  dale; 
from  Nov.  1,  1902.  This  will  tax  the 
very  best  efforts  of  the  officers  of  tho 
mine  workers  to  preserve  discipline 
during  the  tran.sltlon  from  the  old  order 
of  things  to  the  new.  Discipline  Is  the 
very  essence  of  the  fight  made  by  the 
oper.itors.  In  substance,  they  have  in- 
,ed  throughout  the  years  following 
t      strike  of  1900:      "These  men  cannot 


!     "I  am  not  a   prophet.   I  do  not  know 
[What    the    business    conditions    of    the 
next  three  years  will  be.  I  am  not  will- 
ing to  pledge  myself  to  the  payment  of 
•wages  for  three  years  based  upon  the 
existing    condition    of    things.    I    want

There   are   sounds   from  afar   that   are 
I  quite  threatening.' 

The  commission  will  endeavor  to  pre- 
vent petty  strikes,  by  establishing  loc.V 
boards  of  arbitration. 

The  decision  of  two-thirds  of  such  a 
committee  to  be  final  and  binding  on 
both    parties. 

Such  a  suggestion  will  be  embodied 
In  the  report. 

Mr.  Baer  entered  no  protest  against 
such  an  arrangement.  He  did  object  to 
dealing  with  Mr.  Mitchell,  a  soft  coal 
man  from  the  AVest. 

The  report  of  the  commission  will 
pave  the  way  to  a  settlement  of  the 
whole  proposition. 

It  will  be  recommended  that  the  an- 
.thracite  mine  workers  perfect  an  or- 
fganization  apart  from  the  bituminous 
•mine  workers,  and  maintain  an  au- 
I  tonomy  entirely  independent  of  the  soft 
j  coal  men. 

This    suggests    two    presidents.        It 


I  goes    further.    It    suggests    Mr.    Lewis 
1  for    president    of    the   miners'    organr/.- 
'ation   in   the   soft  coal   fields,   and       D. 
j  Nichols    for    president    of    the    miners- 
union  in  the  anthracite  field,  with  John 
I  Mitchell  as  mentor  for  them  both. 
j     Incorporation  will  be  discussed  in  the 
'report  of  the  commission  as  a  general 
1  proposition,    but    it    will    not    be    made 
mandatory  upon   the  union.       No   man 
prominently      identified      with        labor 
I  unions,  a.s  now  conducted,  can  see  any 
'  good  in  the  proposition  to  incorporate. 
I  They  fear  the  resulting  responsibilities 
1  and  make  no  secret  of  It. 
1     In  the  same  way  the  commission  will 
discuss    the    proposal    to   have    a   joint 
convention  and  an    annual     agreement 
as   to   wages.       It   v.lll   not  be   recom- 
mended. , 

There  will  be  quite  a  vigorous  declar- 
i  ation  on  violence.  It  is  understood  that 
Gen.  Wilson  will  be  up  and  doing  when 
I  this  chapter  of  the  report  comes  to  be 
I  written.  He  has  some  other  drastic 
'  views  as  to  the  limit  to  which  violence 
i  can  be  tolerated,  and  the  limit  seems 
I  to  contract  every  time  he  thinks  about 
'  the  crimes  committed  in  the  anlhra- 
i  cite  region. 

i  The  exact  status  of  the  non-union 
imine  workers  will  be  defined  by  the 
I  commi.=sion.  His  rights  under  the  law 
I  will  be  explained  by  Judge  Gray,  and 
I  Commissioner  Wright  will  have  some- 
thing to  say  as  to  his  rights  as  a  man.

"The  dirtiest  fight  I  ever  had  was 
with  Corbett  at  Carson  City,"  chimed 
in  Fitzsimmons.  "He  tried  to  foul  me 
and  used  all  sorts  of  nasly  tactics  that 
stamp  a  fighter  as  a  cur." 

•I  do  not  think  I  shall  ever  meet 
him,"  lesumed  Jeffries,  "but  if  I  do  1 
shall  knock  his  block  off.  When  I  first 
came  to  New  York  he  spread  the  story 
that  he  used  to  knock  me  down  every 
morning  before  breakfast  at  Carson.

Jeffries  and  Fltzsimmons  are  angry 
at  stories  that  were  printed  in  St.  Louis 
and  other  places  that  they  were  carous- 
ing. Both  insist  that  they  were  not  dis-

Jeffries  thinks  California  is  the  homo 
of  future  fighters. 

•Good  fighters  spring  up  on  the  coast 
in  a  week."  he  s.aid.  "that  develop  in  a 
month  in  other  places.  Eddie  Hanlon. 
the  boy  whom  Young  corbett  is  sched- 
uled to  fight  the  latter  part  of  h-? 
month,  is  a  wonder.  He  has  all  of 
Terry  McGoverii'8  ways  and  a  cooler 
head.  Hanlon  Is  a  new  discovery  and 
a  good  one.  That  boy  is  not  more  than 
18  years  of  age.  yet  In  his  battles  he 
keeps  as  level  as  an  old-timer. 

"With  all  of  McGovern's  good  points 
on  top  cf  this,  there  should  be  nothing 
but  a  glorious  career  In  tlie  ring  in 
front  of  him.  He  can  do  122  pounds, 
and  if  he  were  to  meet  Corbett  at  124 
he  would  whip  him,  and  whip  him 
sure."

Mason  had  been 
playing  in  tlie  part  of  the  undertaker  with 
Rose  Melville  in  "Sis  iiopklns.'  in  this 
part  his  lines  mud.-  light  of  death.

Rose  Melville's  manager,  was  asked  for 
the  lines  that  they  inignt  be  reproduced, 
he  said  that  they  were  not  in  the  play 
as  originally  written;  that  they  con.slsted 
almosL  wholly  of  odd  epitaphs  from  tomb- 
stones.

Paris,   Feb.  19.-The  hearing  on  the  ap- 
peal of  W.   K.   Vandcrbllt.  who  wa.'i  sen- 
tenced in  default   last  year  to  two  days' 
imprisonment    on    the    charge    of    driving 
an   automobile   at  excessive   speed  in   the 
Champs   Elysee,   was  resumed   yesterday. 
A  chauffeur  named  Coubac  who  ran   the 
machine  at  the  time,  testified  that  Van- 
derbilt    was   not    in    the   automobile,    that 
its  only  occupant  wa.s  the  duke  of  Marl- 
borough and  himself.  An  affidavit  ff  t'lt 
duke  of  M-iriborouBh   to  the  same   effect, 
taken   before   the   French   consul   in   l^on- 
don   also   was  Introduced. 
An  amusing  scene  occurred   when   Cou- 
i  bac    finlsl^.ed    his    testimony.      The    justice 
said   that   in    view   of     the       evidence       it 
seemed  proper  that  the  chauffeur  should 
be    brought    before    the    court   as    the    ac- 
I  cused.

The  total  number  of  \ 
militiamen  in  the  National  Guard  jr-  j 
ganizatloiiB  of  all  the  states  is  118.259.  ' 
The  encouragement  to  young  men  to  j 
join  the  militia,  which  will  come  from  j 
federal  a.ssi8tance.  Is  expected  to  in-  i 
crease  the  strength  of  the  various  or-  j 
ganizations  immediately.  This  expec- 
tation is  based  upon  recent  reports  1 
from  adjutant  generals.  The  state  i 
militia  organizations  do  not  become  j 
part  of  the  national  military  establish-  ] 
ment  by  the  enactment  of  the  law.  but  1 
must  application  and  be  received.

service  for  instruction,  and  the  officers  { 
and  enlisted  men  of  such  militia  while 
so  en.gaged  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same 
pay.  subsistence  and  transportation  or 
travel  allowance  a^  officers  and  enlisted 
men  of  corresponding  grades  of  the 
regular  army  are  or  may  hereafter  be 
entitled  by  law.  and  the  officer  so 
designated  and  apiK>inted  shall  be  re- 
garded as  the  disbursing  officer  of  the 
United  States  and  shall  render  his  ac-  j 
counts  through  the  war  department  to  j 
the  lu'oper  accounting  officers  of  the 
treasury  for  settlement  and  he  shall  be 
recjuired  to  give  good  and  sufficient 
bonds  to  the  treasurer  of  the  I'nited 
States,  in  such  sums  as  the  secretary  of 
war  shall  direct,  faithfully  to  account 
for  the  .safe  keening  of  moneys  en- 
trusted to  him   for  disbur.Hement."

New  York,  Feb.  19.— Walter  W.  Ro^s, 
general  counsel  for  the  Delaware, 
Lackawanna  &  Western  company, 
made  a  statement  in  which  he  said  that 
it  had  been  learned  that,  five  of  the 
wounded  probably  would  die. 

"Where  the  crossing  Is,"  said  Mr 
Ross,  "there  is  a  steep  grade,  which 
we  have  been  informed  slopes  about 
eight  feet  in  seventy-five.  It  is  the 
rule  aiid  custom  for  trolley  cars  to  come 
to  a  full  stop  at  all  crossings.  At  that 
point  we  have  a  gate  and  watch- 
man. 

"He  received  a  signal  by  bell  from 
Roseville  about  a  minute  or  a  minute 
and  a  half  before  the  train  came,  and 
so  lowered  his  gate.  The  trolley  car 
came  down  the  steep  grade,  the 
TOOtorman  having  lost  control,  and 
smaehed  into  the  gate.  The  gate  is 
broken  clear  off,  showing  that  it  was 
done.  The  car  crashed  into  the  front 
and  side  of  the  engine  of  our  train, 
breaking  off  the  beam  and  part  01  the 
steam  apparatus  of  the  engine.  The 
side  of  the  cab  was  also  smashed,  in- 
juring the  engineer. 

"The  Lackawanna  has  been  making 
extensive  improvements  In  the  way  of 
track  elevation  near  this  point — unfor- 
tunately the  work  had  not  reached  this 
crossing  yet — and  on  account  of  this 
work  our  engines  are  subject  to  flag 
at  every  crossing.  None  of  our  trains 
run  fast  In  this  neighborhood.  This 
train  had  stopped  at  a  station  a  little 
way  off  and  this  was  an  additional 
reason  for  going  slow. 

"From  all  the  inforjTiation  we  get 
there  was  absolutely  no  blame  to  be 
attached  to  the  engineer  and  the  ac- 
cident was  the  result  of  no  fault  of 
the    Lackawanna. 

"As  far  as  we  can  learn,  the  accident 
was  the  direct  result  of  overcrowding 
of  that  trolley  car."  said  Mr.  Ross  "I 
am  told  that  there  were  at  least  120 
persons  upon  .it."

The  bill  is 
designed  to  strengthen  the  state's  facili- 
ties for  preventing  forest  fires. 

Senator  Peterson  introduced  a  bill 
amending  the  election  law  on  contests  so 
as  to  permit  a  contest  of  the  elecision  of 
a  canvassing  be)ard  that  two  persons  have 
received  the  same  number  of  votes  ic.r 
the  same  office.

On  Rebates  By  Railroads 

to  Extent  of  .$60,- 

000. 

St.  Paul.  Feb.  1ft.— The  state  trea- 
sury will  be  enriched  within  .a  few  days 
by  the  payment  of  $60,0€0  on  back  taxe3 
on  rebates  anel  comniissions  paid  by 
railroad  companies  during  the  last  six 
years  e»n  which  they  have  not  paid 
taxes. 

The  untaxed  reb.ite.s  extend  back 
further  into  history,  but  theie  stems 
no  way  to  collect  the  taxes  beyond  the 
six-year  limit,  under  the  statute  of 
limitations. 

The  fiuestion  of  taxes  on  rebates  has 
been  undecided  until  now.  The  rail- 
roads have  claimed  that  rebates  were 
not  earnings.  That  is,  if  a  reduced  rate 
was  made  to  a  shipper,  by  the  rebate 
system,  the  roael  never  earned  the 
money  which  the  shipper  paid  to  it  and 
which   it  subsetiuently    refunded. 

The  state,  through  the  railroad  and 
warehouse  commission,  has  held  that 
If  the  regular  rate  for  freight  or  pas.- 
.senger  transportation  between  two 
points  is  a  fixed  amount,  and  the  road 
pays  a  rebate  from  that  amount  to  se- 
cure the  business,  that  is  an  expen.se 
item,  and  the  state  is  entitled  to  the 
tax  on  the  full  charge  for  the  carriage 
of  the  freight. 

Public  Examiner  Johnson,  under  the 
law  passed  by  the  right  to  examine  the 
books  of  railroad  companies,  has 
searched  out  the  rebate:^  on  which 
taxes  have  not  been  paid,  and  ha>  di- 
rected State  Auditor  Iverson  to  draw- 
on  the  companies  for  the  several 
amounts  which  he  has  discovered, 
amounting   in    all   to   about   $60,000, 

The  railroad  companies  have  de- 
cided to  pay  the  taxes,  rather  than 
challenge  an  inquiry  at  this  time  into 
the  eiuestion  of  reb.ates,  either  by  the 
legislation  on  rebates  affecting  com- 
rierce  in  this  state,  or  by  the  inter- 
state commerce  commission,  where  the 
shipments   affect    interstate   shipments. 

Hereafter  the  railroads  will  not  make 
any  report  of  the  rebates  or  e-ommis- 
sions,  but  will  report  tiielr  gross  earn- 
ings In  a  lump,  sum.  and  leave  the 
Inquiry  into  the  rebate  eiuestion  to  be 
ferreted  out  by  the  interstate  commerce 
commission.

A  diainond  robbery  ocouired  yester- 
day afternoon,  completely  eclipsing  the 
mystery  surrounding  the  loss  of  the 
Merrill  Jewels. 

Several  hundred  dollars  worth  of 
Diamonds  and  $240  in  money  were  stolen 
from  the  .apartments  of  Mrs.  Delia  S. 
Kline  in  the  Brunswick  hotel. 

It  is  one  of  the  most  puzzling  jewel 
lobbertes  that  has  ever  occurred  in  Du- 
luth. The  person  that  did  the  stealing 
must  have  known  exactly  where  Mrs.

The  room  did  not  show  the  slightest 
figns  of  being  disturbed  by  a  hasty 
search  and  the  theory  is  that  the  thief 
simply  secured  information  as  to  where 
the  valuables  were  secreted  and  stole 
thorn  without  the  slightest  trouble  in 
finding.

Concord,  N.  H.,  Feb.  19.— Requisition 
papers  in  the  case  of  former  Mayor 
Ames  of  Minneapolis  were  honored  by 
Governor  Batchelder  after  a  hearing 
today,  it  is  considered  doubtful  if  th-? 
physical  condition  of  Dr.  Ames  will 
admit  of  an  attempt  to  take  him  to 
Mhineapoli.s.  He  is  at  the  home  of  his 
sister    at    Hancock. 

By  agreement  of  coimsel  in  the  case 
the  papers  will  not  be  serviceable  until 
March  .".  One  of  Mi-.  Ames'  lawyers 
stated  that  his  client  would  return  to 
Minneapolis  without  extradition  if  his 
health  would  permit. 

Mr.  Dreger,  the  Minnesota  .sheriff, 
said  that  he  was  satistted  that  Ames 
was  a  very  sick  man,  and  that  he  had 
determined  to  return  to  Minneapolis 
and  face  tlie  charges  against  him  as 
soon  as  his  health   would  permot. 

The  lioaring  was  held  beiiind  closed 
doors  and  only  the  members  of  the  gov- 
ei-nor's  counsel  and  those  connected  wlrti 
the  case  were  allowed  in  the  chamber. 
Those  present  were  Attorney  General 
Eastman,  of  Exetei-.  for  the  state;  Ignit- 
ed States  District  Attorney  Charles  J. 
Hamblett  and  Jolm  R.  Spring,  both  of 
Nashua,  rejjresentlng  ex-Mayor  Ames; 
Sheriff  Doiine  of  Hillsborough  county 
and  Sheriff  Dreger  of  Minne.'wta,  and 
Couiily  Solicitor  James  A.  Tuttle  of 
Manchester,  representing  the  sheriffs.  At 
a  conference  between  Attorney  General 
Eastman  a!id  counsel  for  the  defendant, 
proviuus  to  the  hearing,  the  agreement 
tiint  the  papers  should  not  be  served 
until  March  .5.  had  been  reached,  so  tflat 
only  a  few  minutes  were  consumed  in 
formalities. 

Mr.  Hamblett  stated  to  Governor  Bat- 
chelder that  ow^ing  to  the  physical  con- 
dition of  the  mayor  he  «nshed  to  take 
advantage  of  a  provision  of  the  statutes 
which  allowed  the  gcivernor  the  power 
to  grant  extradition  but  delay  service  of 
the  documents  to  an  appointed  time.

Julius  H.  Barnes,  of  the  Ames-Brooks 
company,  returned  today  from  a  visit 
of  six  weeks  or  more  in  California, 
and  he  returns  charmed  with  the 
Southern  Pacific  slope.

PRIMARY  ELECTION  BILLS 

ARE  GIVEN  CONSIDERATION 

Cain!  Committee  of  House  and  Senate  Has  Hard 
Task  Ahead  of  it— The  Amendments  That  Are 
Radical  Stand  But  Little  Show.

yt.  I'aul.  Feb.  -0.— (Special  lo  The, 
Herald.)- The  committees  on  election , 
from  both  houses  of  the  legislature  held 
a  joint  session  yesterday  afternoon  and 
took  up  the  subject  of  amendments  to 
the  primary  election  law.  It  found  that 
it  had  a  dittlcult  task  ahead  of  it  to 
digest  all  of  the  amendments  that  have 
been  offered  ajid  to  draft  a  bill  em- 
iBodying  such  of  them  as  seem  suit- 
able. 

The  chairman  of  the  two  committees, 
Senator  Dunn,  from  the  senate  and 
Mr.  t'ole  from  the  house,  brought  with 
them  the  bills  that  had  been  referred 
to  the  committees,  and  each  of  them 
had  a  formidable  bundle  of  measures 
along  the  line  of  whipping  the  primary 
election  law  into  better  shape. 

There  are  all  sorts  of  measures  but 
not  many  of  them  suggest  any  radical 
changes.  The  Wells  bill,  which  would 
place  the  state  officers  as  well  as  local 
olficers  imder  the  operation  of  the 
primary  election  law,  is  one  of  liie 
most  radical,  but  it  stands  very  little 
show.  The  bills  taking  the  congres- 
sional and  judiciary  nominations  out 
of  the  prinuiry  election  system  are  also 


rather  radical,  and  they  also  stand  but 
a  poor  show. 

Mr.  Wells  explained  his  bill  before 
ihe  joint  committee  yesterday  after- 
noon, saying  that  if  the  primary  elec- 
tion law  is  good  for  one  class  of  ofllcers 
it  is  good  for  all,  and  if  it  is  the  proper 
thing  to  use  in  selecting  candidates 
lor  local  officers  it  certainly  is  proper 
foi   state  officers. 

Senator  Reike  said  that  the  primary 
election  law  had  already  eaten  into 
party  organization  in  the  local  fights, 
and  it  was  hard  to  tell  what  it  might 
do  if  it  got  into  the  state  field. 

Senator  Peterson  explained  his  bill, 
which  puts  the  primary  election  nine- 
teen weeks  before  the  general  election. 
Instead  of  seven,  and  which  also  pre- 
vents those  who  vote  at  the  primaries 
from  signing  independent  petitions  aft- 
erward. He  showed  that  his  primary 
election  date,  which  Avould  be  about 
July  1,  would  suit  the  farmers  better, 
as  the  middle  of  September,  the  present 
date,  catches  them  in  the  midst  of 
harvesting,  when  they  cannot  conveni- 
ently get  away  to  vote. 

Mr.  Dowling,  of  Eveleth,  explained 
his  bills,  which  present  four  changes. 
One  puts  the  primary  election  on  the 
iast  Tuesday  of  June,  which  he  figures

^paar  napids.  Iowa.  Feb.  20.-  Ten 
U\co,  according  to  the  best  information 
obtainable  under  difficulties,  were  lost 
in  a  fire  which  this  morning  destroyed 
the  Clifton  hotel,  in  this  city.  The  fire 
started  at  2:30  o'clock  and  at  10  o'clock 
the  smouldering  debris  furnished  so 
fierce  a  heat  that  search  for  bodies  was 
impossible.  The  list  of  dead  may  prove 
larger  than  the  number  given,  but  it  is 
hoped  that  the  information,  "which  ac- 
counts for  all  but  this  number,  is  cor- 
rect. 

Two  persons  were  fatr.Uy  injured  and 
two  score  or  more  injured  more  or  less 
severely,  mostly  by  jumping  from  Avin- 
dows.  The  work  of  learning  the 
names  of  the  dead  is  rendered  difficult 
by  the  loss  of  the  hotel  register,  which 
was  burned. 

The  hotel,  a  three-story  brick  veneer 
strucl.uie.  is  said  to  have  been  a  veri- 
table fire  trap.  The  flames  started  in 
a  pile  of  rubbish  in  the  basement,  pre- 
sumably Ignited  by  defective  electric 
light  wires.  The  night  clerk  was  on  the 
third  floor  when  the  cry  of  fire,  raised 
by  a  bell  boy,  startled  him.  He  took 
up  the  cry,  and  in  an  instant  tlie  hall- 
ways were  choked  by  frightened  cries 
of  anguish  and  desperation,  for  the  lire, 
feeding  ravenously  on  the  limber-like 
material  of  the  lower  floor,  had  coia- 
pletoly  cut  off  escape.  There  followed  a 
stampede  for  the  windows,  the  only 
means  of  exit  left.  The  street  below 
was  now  filled  w  ifn  a  crowd  scai'cely 
loss  frantic  than  the  despairing  ones  in 
the  fast  burning  building. 

"It  was  like  a  Dore  picture  of  In- 
ferno sprung  to  life,"  said  one  spec- 
tator in  describing  the  scone.  'Th'^ 
flames,  looking  blood  red  from  rellec- 
tion  against  the  snow,  lit  up  the  pale.

The  victims  were  literally  driven  by 
the  Jlames  to  jump.  Neariy  every  one 
of  them  lingered  to  the  last  moment, 
urged  by  the  people  below  to  wait  as 
long  as  possible  in  the  hope  of  as- 
sistance. Then  a  cry  would  tell  them 
that  the  fire  had  reachec  them,  or  the 
smoke  had  made  it  .  irapoasible  .  to 
breathe,  and  one  after  Brother  jumped, 
some  to  the  street,  and  some,  more 
fortunate,  to  the  roofs  of  buildings  ad- 
joining. In  a  short  spa;e  of  time  the 
street  was  filled  with  mm  and  women 
bruised,  battered,  broken  limbed  and 
half  crazed.  All  were  ii  their  night 
garments.  In  an  hour  St.  Luke's  hos- 
pital contained  fifteen  iijured,  w-hlle 
many  more,  chlefiy  thos«  who  had  es- 
caped with  comparatively  slight  hurts, 
were  being  cared  f*r  In  puildings  near 
the  scene  of  the  trajr#Qv'.  Some  who 
jumped  owe  tlieir  lives  to  the  fact 
that  their  falls  were  bi)Ken  by  tele- 
graph wires  which  interjosed  in  their 
downwaid  flight. 

A  number  of  the  guests  who  were 
able  to  converse  calmly  fjllowing  their 
escape  declared  that  ticy  stumbled 
over  prostrate  bodies  at  they  rushed 
to  the  windows.  The  flanes  were  liter- 
ally chasing  them,  and  the  smoke  mude 
it  almost   impossiW*  'O  breathe. 

The  proprietor  of  th"*  hotel  placed 
Ms  estimate  of  t!ie  uturber  of  people  In 
the  building  at  between  seventy  and 
eighty.  Many  if  them  were  delegates 
to  the  state  convention  of  the  Young 
Men's  Christlnli  association,  which  be- 
gan  here  yesterday.

A  BAD  NEGRO 
SMOKED  OUT 

Held  Fifty  Policemen  at 
Bay  Several  Hours. 

Finally  Driven  Out  and 
Killed  By  Officers. 


Nerr  Orleans,  Feb.  20.— After  holding 
half  a  hundred  bluecoats  at  bay  for 
several  hours,  during  which  scores  of 
shots  were  exchanged,  Lafayette  Sims, 
a  desperate  negro,  was  killed  by  the 
police  early  this  morning  in  a  negro 
boarding  house  situated  on  South  Ram- 
part street.  The  room  in  which  he 
was  besieged  had  to  be  set  on  fire  and 
the  department  called  out  before  Sln:s 
could  be  driven  from  his  post.  As  he 
attempted  to  escape,  still  carrying  his 
gun,  he  was  shot  down.  The  body  was 
taken    to   the    morgue       without       any 

demonstration   from   a  mob  of  several 
thousand  negroes,  who  crow  ded  the  vi-  ! 
cinity   of   the   tragedy.    Intense   excite-  j 
ment   prevailed   while  the  siege  lasted. 

The  origin  of  the  trouble  was  trivial.  \ 
Sims  occupied  a  room  in  the  boarding  • 
house  in  which  there  were  seven  beds,  j 
On    retiring    last    night    he    locked    the  ■■. 
door  and  when  the  landlord  early      this  ' 
morning  asked  him  to  open  it  so  that 
another   lodger  might       be       admitted, 
Sims    refused.    Then    the   landlord    sent 
for  the  police.  Efforts  to  persuade  Sims 
to  open  the  door  failed  and  a  hole  was 
smashed  in.  Through  the  aperture  Sims 
shot  a   pistol   out   of  one  hand   and   a 
lantern  out  of  the  other  of  Officer  Wind-  i 
stein,   who  tried  to  enter.       Thereupon  ; 
additional  police  were  sent  for  and  the 
house  surrounded. 

After   the    additional    police    had    ar- 
rived the  negro  landlord  and  an  officer 


went  to  the  room  and  pleaded  witH 
Sims  to  come  out  and  surrender. 

"No,  I  won't,"  he  answered,  with  an 
oath.  '"I'll  shoot  if  you  don't  go  away. 
I  am  not  going  to  leave  here.  They  11 
bum  me  in  oil.     They'll  fry  me." 

Sims  had  piled  some  of  the  furniture 
In  be  lom  agai;ist  the  door  and  waa 
prepared  to  fight  for  his  life.  As  lh« 
landlord  and  the  officer  retreated  the 
desperado  fired  at  them  without  doing 
any  damage.  Superintendent  Journee 
decided  that  there  was  nothing  to  be 
done  but  to  smoke  the  negro  out.  An 
alarm  was  turned  in  and  a  portion  oC 
the  fire  departm.ent  brought  to  the 
scene.  A  quantity  of  cotton,  oil  and 
sulphur  were  sent  for,  a  match  ap- 
plied and  the  blazing  substance  hurled 
into  the  room,  every  avenue  of  es- 
cape being  guarded  by  policemen.  The 
furniture  in  the  room  caught  quickly, 
filling  the  place  with  smoke  and  flame?. 
Sims  hung  on  to  his  hiding  piece 
until  he  was  nearly  suffocated,  and 
then  made  a  break  to  escape.  As  he 
appeared  at  the  door  Patrolman  Fred 
Smith  fired  at  him.  The  negro  stag- 
gered, mortally  wounded.  Instantly 
other  policemen  fired  on  him.  He  had 
scarcely  fallen  to  the  floor  when  he 
was  dead. 

The  firemen  extinguished  the  flarriee 
and  the  body  was  dragged  out  and 
driven  thj'ou.gh  a  lane  of  excited 
negroes  lo  the  police  station. 

Examination  of  the  room  showed 
that  Sims  had  gotten  possession  of 
Officer  Windstein's  revolver  after 
shooting  it  from  his  hand.

"What  a  glorious 
morning  for  the  Jubilee  of  my  pontifi- 
cate," the  pope  added,  as  he  proceeded 
with  evident  pleasure  to  peruse  the  al- 
most innumerable  telegrams,  letters 
and  addresses  of  congratulations  which 
have  reached  the  Vatican  from  all  parts 
of  the  world. 

The  hall  of  beatification  alove  the 
portico  of  St.  Peters,  where  the  pontifl 
held  his  jubilee  reception,  presented  a 
brilliant  scene.  It  was  beautifjlly  hung 
with  antique  brocades  and  illuminated

by  thousands  of  electric  lights  and  wax 
ca.'idles.  The  boxes  lining  the  long  nar- 
ratv  hall  were  filled  to  their  capacity 
with  members  of  the  Roman  arisioc- 
ricy,  diplomats,  wtinen  with  black 
veils,  men  in  evening  dress  and  monks 
tnd  sisters  in  verying  garb.  Here  and 
!here  groups  of  papal  guards  in  bright 
uniforms  lent  color  to  the  whole.  No- 
table among  the  diplomats  was  Count 
Almodovar,  head  of  the  special  mission 
sent  to  represent  the  king  of  Spain  at 
the  jubilee. 

The  struggle  to  get  into  the  hall  was 
terrific.

THE  SUPREME  COURT  REVERSES 
ITSELF  ON  TAX  SALE  DECISION 

Full  Bench  of  Minnesota,  In  Opinion  Written  Bv 
Justice  Collins,  Affirms  St.  Louis  County  Courl 
In  Case  of  Midland  Company  vs.  Erby. 


St.  Paul.  Feb.  20.— ^Special  to  The  Her- 
ald.)—The  supreme  court  handed  down 
but  one  decision  today,  affirming  the 
St.  Louis  county  court  in  the  case  of  Mid- 
land compan.v,  appellant  vs.  William  Eby. 
The  opinion  is  written  by  Justice  Collins. 

In  this  opinion  the  court  overrules  a 
former  opinion  of  the  Minnesota  supreme 
court. 

The  history  of  the  case  as  given  In  the 
opinion  of  the  court,  is  as  follows:  This 
action  was  brought  to  determine  adverse 
claims   made   to  two  separate  parcels  of 

land,  town  lots.  The  plaintiff,  in  order  to 
recover,  was  obliged  to  rely  upon  the 
sufficiency  of  certain  notices  to  redeem  in 
tax  proceedings,  issued  under  tlie  pro- 
visions of  the  general  statutes  of  18,94, 
section  PS4,  in  which  it  Is  provided, 
among  other  things,  that  "the  amount  re- 
quired to  redeem,"  from  the  tax  sale  in 
question  must  be  specified,  and  which 
section  must  be  construed  In  connection 
with   section   1W1. 

One  of  the  parcels  was  bid  in  by  the 
state  at  the  tax  sale  and  the  state's  right 
afterward  assigned  to  the  plaintiff.  The 
other  lot  was  sold  to  a  purchaser  at  the 
sale  who  afterwards  assigned  his  certi- 
ficate of  purchase  to  the  plaintiff,  in 
whose  behalf  the  notice  was  given.  In 
the  notices,  unpaid  delinquent  taxes  were 
not  Included  In  the  amounts  expressly 
specified  as  the  amount  required  to  re- 
aeem    the    lands    from    swh    sale. 

The  main  question  is.  is  it  necessary 
when  unpaid  delinquient  taxes   have   ac- 


crued subsequent  to  an  asj^rgnment  by  ths 
state,  or  a  sale  direct  to  purcha.ser.  thaC 
the  amount  thus  accrued  should  be  in- 
cluded when  stating  the  amount  re<iulroa 
to  redeem,  or  will  the  general  statement 
as  to  delinquent  taxes  found  in  the  notice 
suffice? 

In  the  oa.se  of  Knight  vs.  Knoblauch  77 
Minnesota,  the  supreme  court  held.  "The 
amount  required  to  redeem  from  such  tax 
sale  isthe  amount  the  land  sold  for,  in- 
cluding interest,  plurality  and  costs  and 
Interest  on  whole  amount  up  to  the  ex- 
piration of  the  sixty  days  allowed  by  law 
for  redemption  after  .service  of  the  notice 
to   .so   redeem." 

The  court  says  this  rule  is  notably  er- 
roneous "because  the  amount  requircl  by 
the  statute  to  redeem  Is  the  u^iount  due 
on  the  day  redemption  is  made,  not  at  A 
later  day.  ' 

The  syllabus  by  Justice  Collins  Is  as 
follows: 

1.  When  specifying  the  amount  requir- 
ed to  redeem  in  the  notice  provided  for 
In  the  general  statutes  of  1894.  section 
]G.')4.  the  county  auditor  nrust  include  tho 
total  sum  due  on  account  of  the  delin- 
quent taxes.  Interest,  ptaialtles  and  cust» 
mentioned  In  the  second  and  third  sub 
divisions  of  section   l»j02. 

1'.  This  amount  should  be  the  sum  ac- 
tually due  on  day  the  notice  Is  dated- 
overruling  Knight  vs.  Knoblauch  T7,  Minn. 
2  on  this  iwint. 

3.  When  redemption  is  made  Interest 
should  be  added  by  the  auditor  up  to  that 
day,  and  al.so  the  amount  oi  ail  delinquent 
taxes,  interest  and  penalties.  If  there  bo 
any.  which  have  accrued  subsequent  to 
the  date  of  the  notice."

PRIMARY  ELECTION  BILLS 

ARE  GIVEN  CONSIDERATION 

Joint  Committee  of  House  and  Senate  Has  Hard 
Task  Ahead  of  It— The  Amendments  That  Are 
Radical  Stand  B'at  Little  Show.

^i.     I'aul,  Feb.     ;;0.--iSpecial     lo     The 
Herald.)- The    eoniniittces    on    election  j 
from  both  houses  of  the  legislature  held 
a  joint  seasion  yesterday  afternoon  and 
took  up  the  subject  of  ameiulments  to  | 
the  primary  election  law.    It  found  that 
It    had    a   ditilcult    task   ahead    of   it   to 
Uigest  all  of  the  amendments  that  have! 
been   offered   and   to   draft   a   bill    em- 1 
bodying    such    of    them    as    seem    suit-| 
able. 

The  chairman  of  the  two  committees, 
Senator  Dunn,  from  the  senate  and ; 
Mr.  Cole  from  the  house,  brought  withj 
them  the  bills  that  had  been  refeired 
to  the  committees,  and  each  of  them 
had  a  formidable  bundle  of  measurts 
filong  the  line  of  whipping  the  primary 
election  law  into  better  sliape. 

There  are  all   sorts  of  measures  but 
rot  many  of  them  suggest  any  radical 
changes.     The   Wells   bill,    which   would 
place  the  state  officers  as  well  as  local 
officers    under    the    operation      of      the 
primary   election     law,   is     one  of     the; 
most   radical,   but   it   stands   very   little 
fhow.      The    bills    taking    the    congres- i 
Bional    and    jmiiciary    nominations    outi 
of  the  prinitiry  election  system  are  also' 


rather  radical,  and  they  also  stand  but 
a  pool    show. 

:\lr.  Wells  explained  his  bill  before 
ihe  joint  committee  yesterday  after- 
noon, sayhig  that  if  the  primary  elec- 
tion law  is  good  for  one  class  of  offiiers 
it  iF  good  for  all,  and  if  it  is  the  proper 
thing  to  use  in  selecting  candidates 
for  local  officers  it  certainly  i.s  proper 
fut    stale  officers. 

.Senator  lleike  said   that  the  primary 
election  law  had      already  eaten       into 
party   organization   in   the   local   fights,, 
and  it   was  hard  to  tell   what  it  might  | 
do  if  it  got  into  the  state  field.  ; 

.Senator  Peterson  exiilained  his  bill, 
which  puts  the  primary  election  nine- 
teen weeks  before  the  general  election, 
instead  of  seven,  and  which  also  pre- 
vents those  who  vote  at  the  primaries 
from  signing  independent  petitions  aft- 
erward. He  showed  that  his  primary 
election  date,  which  would  be  about 
Juiy  1,  would  suit  the  farmers  better, 
as  the  middle  of  September,  the  present 
date,  catches  them  in  the  midst  of 
harvesting,  when  they  cannot  conveni- 
ently get  away  to  vote. 

Ml.  Dowling,  of  Eveleth,  explained 
his  bills,  which  present  four  changes. 
One  puts  the  primary  election  on  the 
iast  Tuesday  of  June,  which  he  figures

''eaar  r^apids,  Iowa.  Feb.  20.- Ten 
iixcv.,  according  to  the  best  information 
obtainable  under  difficulties,  were  lost 
iU  a  fire  which  this  morning  destroyed 
the  (."lifton  hotel,  in  this  city.  The  lire 
started  at  2:30  o'clock  and  at  10  o'clock 
the  smouldering  debris  furnished  so 
fierce  a  heat  that  search  for  bodies  was 
impossible.  The  list  of  dead  may  prove 
larger  than  the  number  given,  but  it  is 
hoped  that  the  information,  -which  ac- 
counts for  all  but  this  number,  is  cor- 
rect. 

Two  persons  were  fat.-.lb  injured  and 
two  score  or  more  injured  more  or  less 
severely,  mostly  by  jumping  from  win- 
dows. The  work  of  learning  the 
names  of  the  dead  is  rendered  difficult 
by  the  loss  of  the  hotel  register,  which 
was  burned. 

The  hotel,  a  three-story  brick  veneer 
structure.  Is  said  to  have  been  a  veri- 
table fire  trap.  The  flames  started  in 
a  pile  of  rubbish  in  the  basement.  j»re- 
suniabiy  ignited  by  defective  electric 
light  wires.  The  night  clerk  was  on  the 
third  lloor  when  the  cry  of  tire,  raised 
by  a  bell  boy,  startled  him.  He  took 
up  the  cry,  and  in  an  instant  tlie  hall- 
way.s  were  choked  by  frightened  cries 
of  angtiish  and  desperation,  for  the  tire, 
feeding  ravenously  on  the  limber-liKc 
material  of  the  lower  floor,  had  com- 
plet<ly  cut  off  escape.  There  followed  a 
stampede  for  the  windows,  the  only 
means  of  exit  left.  The  street  belo\." 
was  now  lilted  with  a  crowd  scarcely 
less  frantic  than  the  despairing  ones  in 
the  fast  burning  building.

Held  Fifty  Policemen  at 

Bay  Several  B 

Finally  Driven  Out  and 
Killed  By  Officers. 


Nerr  Orleans,  Feb.  20.— After  holding 
half  a  hundred  bluecoats  at  bay  for 
several  hours,  during  which  scores  of 
shots  were  exchanged,  Lafayette  Sims, 
a  desperate  negro,  was  killed  by  the 
police  early  this  morning  in  a  negro 
boarding  house  situated  on  South  Ram- 
part street.  The  room  in  which  he 
was  besieged  had  to  be  set  on  fire  and 
the  department  called  out  before  Sin^.s 
could  be  driven  from  his  post.  As  he 
attempted  to  escape,  still  carrying  his 
gun,  he  was  shot  down.  The  body  was 
taken    to   the   morgue       without       any 

demonstration  from  a  mob  of  several 
thousand  negroes,  who  crowded  the  vi- 
cinity of  the  tragedy.  Intense  excite- 
ment  prevailed    while  the  siege   lasted. 

The  origin  of  the  trouble  was  trivial. 
Sims  occupied  a  room  in  the  boarding 
house  in  which  there  were  seven  beds. 
On  retiring  last  night  he  locked  the 
door  and  when  the  landlord  early  thi.-? 
morning  asked  him  to  open  it  so  that 
another  lodger  might  be  admitted, 
Sims  refused.  Then  the  landlord  sent 
for  the  police.  El^'orts  to  persuade  Sim.^ 
to  open  the  door  failed  and  a  hole  was 
smashed  in.  Through  the  aperture  Sims 
shot  a  jnstol  out  of  one  hand  and  a 
lantern  out  of  the  other  of  Officer  Wind- 
stein,  who  tried  to  enter.  Thereupon 
additional  iiolicc  were  sent  for  and  the 
house  surrounded. 

After  the  additional  police  had  ar- 
rived the  negro  landlord  and  an  officer

went  to  the  room  and  pleaded  v.itU 
Sims  to  come  out  and  surrender. 

"No,  I  won't,"  he  answered,  wil'n  an 
oath,  "i'li  shoot  if  you  don't  go  away. 
I  am  not  going  to  leave  here.  They  11 
bum  me  in  oil.     They'll  fry  me." 

Sims  had  piled  some  of  the  furniture 
In  he  »o)in  agai^^st  the  door  and  waa 
prepared  lo  fight  for  his  life.  As  (he 
landlord  and  the  officer  retreated  the 
desperado  fireil  at  them  without  doing 
any  damage.  .Superintendent  Journee 
decided  that  there  was  nothing  lo  be 
done  but  to  smoke  the  negro  out.  An 
alarm  was  turned  in  and  a  j>ortion  of 
the  fire  department  brought  to  the 
scene.  A  (juantily  of  cotton,  oil  and 
sulphur  were  sent  for,  a  mat<'h  ap- 
plied and  the  blazing  substance  hurled 
into  the  room,  every  avenue  of  es- 
cape being  guarded  by  policemen.  The 
furniture  in  the  room  caught  ((uickly, 
filling  the  place  with  smoke  and  ilames. 
Sims  hung  on  lo  his  hiding  ple.ce 
until  he  was  nearly  suffocated,  and 
then  made  a  break  to  escape.  As  he 
appeared  at  the  door  Patrolman  Fred 
Smith  fired  at  him.  The  negio  stiig- 
gered.  niorlally  wounded.  Insiantly 
other  policemen  fired  on  him.  He  hud 
scarcely  fallen  to  the  floor  when  he 
was  dead. 

The  firemen  extinguished  the  flnmea 
and  the  body  was  dragged  out  and 
dri\en  thjough  a  lane  of  oxiited 
negroes  lo  the  police  station. 

Examination  of  ihe  room  showed 
that  Sims  had  gotten  possession  of 
Officer  Windslein's  revolver  after 
shooting  it  from  his  hatid.

The  stocks  of  meat  in  the  warehouses 
©r  the  various  wholesiile  me.it  dealers, 
this  week,  io  very  low,  some  of  the 
houses  being  almost  entirely  cleaned 
out.  The  dealers  say  that  the  long 
continued  cold  snap  is  the  cau.se  of  the 
shortage.  During  such  weather  farmers 
thiKUghout  the  country  dare  not  shit 
their  live  stock  to  market  for  fear  of 
death  from  exposure.  In  the  South  and 
Southwest,  warm  weather  followed  hy 
the  extreme  c-old  has  made  many  of  the 
roads  almost  impassable  to  the  farmers. 
The  railroads  of  the  country  were  al.so 
much  affected  by  the  cold  weather,  the 
freight  service  of  manj'  of  them  being 
badly  disorganized. 

Thus  the  shipments  of  meat  received 
In  the  city  during  the  past  week  have 
been  lew  and  small,  and  as  the  de- 
mand has  been  unchecked  the  re.sult 
has  been  a  great  inroad  on  the  surplus 
sto<;ks  and  a  conseciuent  sharp  rise  in 
^iees.   Hogs  have  risen  to  9  cents  and 


unchanged  from  la.«t  week. 

Another  reduction  in  the  jiric"  of 
butter  is  reported  this  week.  Fancy 
dairies  are  now  selling  at  18  cents  and 
packing  stock  at  14  cents.  Creamery 
prints  remain  stationary  at  27  cents. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  egg 
prices  from  last  week.  Fresh  eggs  are 
selling  for  20  cents  and  storage  for  17 
cen.ts. 

The  long  predicted  rise  in  the  price  of 
potatoes  took  place  last  week.  They 
are  now  selling  at  50  cents  i)er  bushel. 

Bananas  are  higher  at  from  $2  to  $2.50 
per  bunch  and  lemons  lower,  selling  at 
from  $3.50  to  $3.75  per  box.

The  Brunswick  diamond  robbery  con- 
tinues to  be  the  mystery  of  the  day. 

Detectives  working  overtime  are  un- 
able to  find  the  slightest  clue. 

Mrs.  Delia  S.  Kline,  who  lost  the  $700 
worth  of  geni^  and  $240  in  money,  can 
give  no  evlderfc6  that  would  lead  to  the 
identity  of  the  thief. 

It  is  now  believed  that  the  person  j 
committed  the  robbery  deliberately 
took  a  key  unlocking  Mrs.  Kline's 
apartments  from  a  keyboard  in  the 
hotel  otiice,  and  while  Mrs.  Kline  and  a 
sister  were  in  anotlier  \yati  of  the 
hotel  for  a  short  time,  went  to  the 
apartments  quickly,  got  the  $240  from 
ut^.der  the  mattress  ot  the  bed  and  tho 
jewels  from  a  little  silver  box  in  an- 
other part- of  the  room. 

To  do  this,  the  authorities  figure 
that  it  must  have  taken  a  person  with 
considerable  knowledge  ot  the  prem- 
ises, the  hiding  place  of  the  valuables 
and  some  nerve. 

No  per.son  in  the  Brunswick  hotel 
seems  able  to  connect  these  essential 
requirements  to  the  burglary  with  any 
person  about  the  premises,  and  the 
missing  jewels,  which  are  prized  imn* 
highly  for  private  reasons  than  their 
Intrinsic  worth,  have  not  turned  up  in 
auy  of  tlie  regular  channels  of  trade 
such  as  ordinary  criminals  resort  to 
when  stealing  for  revenue  only. 

The  case  is  one  that  completely 
baffles  those  endeavoring  to  investigate 
it.  When  the  Merrill  jewels  were  stolen

present  purpose  was  to  make  Dr.  Crum  a  recess  ap- 
pointee. He  was  not  hi  the  habit,  he  added,  of  making 
positive  and  irrevocable  forecast  of  his  conduct  tuider 
any  particular  conditions,  and  he  should  not  do  so  now; 
neither  was  the  recess  appointment  to  be  interpreted  as 
a  threat,  but  he  wished  the  senate  to  understand  fully 
what  he  expected  to  do,  so  that  in  whatever  course  it 
chose  to  take  it  could  not  attribute  any  mistake  it  might 
make  to  the  tack  of  entire  candor  on  his  part. 

It  would  seem  that  the  senate  would  now  have  to  do 
something.  To  accept  tlic  report  of  the  committee  and 
refuse  confirmation  of  the  president's  appointee  would 
be  to  antagonize  the  administration,  which  they  are 
loath  to  do.  They  do  ncjt  like  to  put  themselves  on 
record,  yet  if  they  take  no  action  the  president  will 
make  a  recess  appointment.  It  is  a  rather  interesting 
proposition.

PE.^RY  AND  THE  POLE. 

As  was  announced  in  the  telegraphic  news  columns 
of  The  Herald  a  few  days  ago,  Lieut.  Robert  K.  I*eary 
has  expressed  a  willin.uncss  to  make  another  Irij)  to  the 
Arctic  regions  in  search  of  the  North  I'ole,  provided 
that  $150,000  is  raised  for  expenses.  The  Teary  Arctic 
club  is  naturally  very  much  interested  in  the  explorer, 
who.-^e  name  it  bears,  and  it  is  already  working  to  se- 
cure the  required  amount.  Considerable  emouragement 
has  been  received  and  it  seem;,  quite  likely  that  the 
amount  may  be  forthcoming. 

It  is  less  than  a  year  ago  that  Lieut.  Peary  returned 
from  an  expedition  to  the  Arctic  regions.  He  was  ab- 
sent for  three  years,  and,  though  he  did  not  reach  the 
pole,  returned  with  much  valuable  information  regard- 
nig  hitherto  unmapped  northern  lands.  Mr.  Peary  had 
previously  made  extenrled  cxploration.s  in  Greenland, 
and  is  undoubtedly  the  best-informed  man  in  the  world 
in  rcfgard  to  tlial  region.  He  favors  what  is  known  ji^s 
the  American  route  to  the  pole.  Other  explorer.s  chng 
to  the  belief  that  the  more  accessible  route  i.s  by  way  of 
J'raiiz  Josef  Land.  If,  as  now  seems  possible,  the  Peary 
club  will  lie  able  to  raise  the  amount  necessary,  this 
spring  will  witness  the  departure  of  two  American  polar 
expeditions,  preparations  for  the  departure  of  the  sec- 
ond Zicgler  expedition,  this  time  under  the  direction  of 
Anthony  I'iala,  having  gone  on  without  interruption.  Ei- 
ala  is  putting  in  all  his  time  at  the  office  of  Mr.  Ziegler 
getting  ready  the  party  which  will  go  with  him.  Capt. 
Coffin,  of  Vineyard  Haven,  the  whaling  captain,  who 
will  go  as  sailing  master,  is  selecting  his  own  crew,  and 
is  having  no  difficulty  in  getting  the  men  he  wants. 

According  to  a  dispatch  from  Rome,  a  New  York 
traveler  named  Pirri  (Commander  Peary?)  has  request- 
ed the  Italian  government  to  purchase  for  him  from 
the  Duke  d'Abruzzi  the  latter's  Arctic  exploration  vessel, 
Stellar  Polare.  This  is  the  ship  which  Abruzzi  used  in 
the  expedition  that  approached  nearer  to  the  Pole  by 
several  miles  than  the  one  header!  by  Nansen.  ft  is  one 
of  the  few  suitable  vessels  immediately  avnilable  for  a 
new  expedition.  I  Vary  does  not  deny  that  he  has  been 
investigating  available  vesels  for  the  Arctic  trip,  but 
.says  he  has  done  it  for  his  personal  information.  The 
lieutenant  is  certainly  modest,  but  the  fact  remains  that 
today  he  is  probably  the  most  likely  man  in  the  world  to 
discover  the  North  Pole,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  he  may 
be  enabled  to  make  another  trip  and  that  victory  will 
crown  his  undertaking. 


WAGES  ON  LAKE  VESSELS. 

The  great  trouUle  in  adjusting  wages  between  own- 
ers of  vessels  plying  on  the  great  lakes  and  their  em- 
ployes seems  to  be  the  idea  of  the  men  that  all  firms 
should  pay  the  same  price.  As  the  American  Syren  and 
Shipping  says,  there  seems  to  be  an  immediate  need  for 
a  steadying  influence  of  authority  to  act  on  the  same 
lines  as  a  board  of  arbitration  between  the  vessel  owner 
and  the  several  grades  of  employe*  in  the  lake  service. 
Hitherto  the  Lake  Carriers'  association  made  or  named 
the  wages  to  be  paid  on  all  vessels  eiuollcd  m_  the  or- 
ganization. This  year,  as  well  as  last,  the  Eiittsburg 
Steamship  company,  owning  a  fleet  of  112  craft,  will  pay 
tlieir  own  scale,  without  any  regard  to  what  other  lines 
may  do.  This  is  a  clear  enough  proposition,  but  it  re- 
acts, in  causing  the  various  employes  to  hold  that  what 
one  firm  pays  the  others  can  afford  also. 

All  vessels  paid  like  wages  previously  under  the  as- 
sociation Tulings,  and  discriminatory  rates  will  not  be 
pleasantly  tolerated.  Such  seems  to  be  the  ideas  now 
held  by  ma.<?ters,  engineers,  pilots,  firemen  and  others, 
and,  as  the  Pittsburg  Steamship  company  has  about  filled 
its  principal  positions,  those  not  engaged  arc  looking  to 
obtain  similar  terms  from  the  other  vessel  owners,  both 
as  individuals  and  as  unionists,  and  it  is  difficult  for 
them  to  understand  that  the  same  class  of  labor  canntjt 
command  or  demand  what  their  follow-Iaborers  are  re- 
ceiving. H  no  arbitration  board  i>  given  authority  to 
grade  or  equalize  wages  from  the  foregoing  standpoint, 
labor  troubles  are  liable  to  ensue,  and  may  continue  un- 
tli  it  i>  learned  that  each  owner  tan  make  his  ov/n  terms, 
or  the  unions  assume  a  dictatorship  by  insisting  that  the 
highest  rates  paid  must  be  the  minimum  wage  scale  for 
the  season.

It  has  been  the 
custom  of  the  officials  in  some  of  the  towns  and  cities 
to  remove  their  .smoked  glasses  cuice  or  twice  a  year 
and  then  be  dreadfully  shocked  when  they  perceived  the 
manner  in  which  their  much-loved  law  was  being  ob- 
.served.  fifighteoii.sly  indignant,  they  straightway  round 
ed  up  a  small  cluster  of  liquor  dealer.s,  and  each  one 
gladly  paid  a  fine  of  $ioo  and  went  smiling  back  to  the 
bar  to  live  in  peace  once  nutre.  Recently  in  Hangor  the 
line  was  raised  to  $Poo.  and  this  has  caused  great  ex- 
citement in  Maine. 


A  Washington  inventor  of  repute  claims  to  have  per- 
fected a  device  by  v/hich  pure  water  can  be  burned  and 
made  to  yield  as  intense  heat  as  is  wanted  in  stoves  and 
furnaces.  I'ractical  application  of  the  same  principle  is 
apparently  found  in  tlie  burning  of  ashes  inixed  with 
water  which  has  been  resorted  to  by  householders  in 
some  parts  of  the  country  during  the  fuel  famine.  Such 
a  mixture,  pasted  over  a  strong  bed  of  live  coals,  has 
been  found  to  burn  a  long  time  and  give  out  great  heat. 
If  it  can  be  demonstrated  that  water  is  got>d  fuel,  Du- 
luth will  not  fear  a  coal  famine,  with  all  Lake  Superi(»r 
to  draw  ujxni. 


A  NATION  OF  SMOKERS. 

According  to  the  statistics  made  public  by  the  gov- 
ernment, the  American  people  are  prculigious  smokers. 
Last  year  their  cigar  bill  was  $^,46,000,000.  This  is  a 
treniemlons  anu>unt  of  money  to  be  smoked  iqi. 

For  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1902.  according  to 
the  report  recently  issued  by  the  commissioner  of  in- 
ternal revenue,  6.005. 74Q,9(>8  cigars  v/ere  consumed  in  the 
United  States.  Th.at  was  very  nearly  19.000,000  cigars 
for  every  day  of  the  365  in  the  year.  This  does  not  in- 
clude the  2,658,176,130  cigarettes  we  blow  in  nor  the  up- 
ward of  315.000,000  pounds  of  snuff  and  tobacco  we  con- 
sume. The  revenue  collected  on  all  thi.-^  by  the  govern- 
ment is  over  $70,000,000  and  is  on  the  increase.  In  fact 
the  income  increases  faster  than  population  itself,  which 
would  in<licate  that,  smoking  is  becoming  more  general. 

The  man  who  does  not  smoke  contributes  nothing  to 
the  annual  bill  of  $316,000,000  for  cigars,  but  he  loses  a 
world  of  comfort.

Washington  statisticians  call  attention  to  a 
calculation  which  places  the  internal  commerce  of  the 
country  at  $20,000,000,000  yearly— a  trade  equal  in  v(d 
uine  to  that  done  by  all  the  nations  of  the  world  be- 
tween themselves,  it  is  to  be  noted  that  entire  freedom 
of  trade  prevails  within  the  United  States,  and  that  the 
said  statisticians  look  upon  the  striking  consequences  a* 
mo.st  strongly  indicative  of  prosperity  and  general  wTl 
fare  Would  not  less  tariff  restrictions  also  increase  our 
foreign  trade? 


The  moving  sidewalk,  winch  was  first  tried  at  the 
Chicago  World's  fair,  and  which  was  shown  in  a  per- 
fected type  at  the  Uuffalo  exposition,  is  to  be  utilized  on 
a  large  scale  in  New  York.  The  sidewalks  will  be  in 
strips,  the  speed  of  which  increases  outward  from  2^1  to 
5.  to  7|.^  to  10  miles  an  hour.  No  dexterity  will  be  re- 
quired to  step  from  one  to  the  other,  and  when  the  pas- 
senger has  reached  the  swiftest  strip  he  may  .sit  down 
and  ride  at  the  10-inilc-an  hour  rate,  or  walk  in  the  same 
direction,  and  so  increase  his  speed,  if  he  is  in  a  hurry.

THE  CRUM  APPOINTMENT. 

The  determination,  even  stubbornness,  of  the  pres- 
ident to  do  what  he  believes  to  be  the  right  thing,  is 
plainly  evidenced  in  his  stand  taken  in  the  Crum  matter. 
In  spite  of  the  adverse  report  of  the  senate  committee 
on  nominations  he  refuses  to  withdraw  the  appointment. 
A  deputation  of  senators  advised  the  withdrawal  of  the 
nomination  on  the  ground  that  it  would  hurt  the  pres- 
tige of  the  administration  to  have  the  senate  formally 
vote  for  rejection.  The  president  responded  that  though 
he  appreciated  the  courtesy  of  the  advice,  no  friend  of 
his  need  feci  in  the  least  worried  about  his  share  111  the 
business.  He  had  made  the  nomination  because  he  be- 
lieved it  right,  and  as  no  c>ne  had  yet  shown  him  any 
reason  to  change  that  opinion,  he  should  stand  by  it. 

The  senators  w-arned  him  that  if  he  declined  to  with- 
draw the  nomination,  the  senate  might  refuse  to  vote  on 
it  and  leave  it  "hung  up"  at  the  close  of  the  session. 
The  president's  answer  was  that  he  had  a  right  to  ex- 
pect the  senate  to  vote  on  the  nomination — in  other 
words,  that  it  would  shoulder  its  share  of  responsibility,

It  is  not  envious  and 
jealous  of  the  supealoi  endovvments  and 
privileges  of  others  as  were  some  of  the 
Corinthians  over  the  rpatter  of  spiri- 
tual gifts,  but  rei^ices  to  r.ee  the 
spiritual  prosperity  of  every  person 
and  the  highest  ix>s.sible  efficiency  of 
the  entire  church  of  Christ.  Christian 
love  is  not  arrogant  and  braggart,  doe-; 
not  seek  to  show  x>ff  in  a  boastful 
manner.  It  is  not  unduly  puffed  u;» 
and  does  not  exhibit  the  bad  t.aste 
which  people  exhibit  whose  self-esteem 
gives  them  the  bearing  of  an  inilated 
frog.  Love  breeds  instinctive  polite- 
ness and  thereby  leads  lo  becoming 
conduct.  It  is  unfile  I  as  iin  ess,  and  si»c- 
rifices  its  own  comfort  to  seek  the  wel- 
fare of  others  (Kead  2,  Corinthians  11, 
for  itn  illustration  of  how  Paul's  life 
obeyed  this  law  ol  love).  Being  unsel- 
lish,  tJie  man  of  love  is  not  e.asily  pro- 
voked at  others,  because  he  is  not  ex- 
pectint^  them  to  minister  lo  him  or  to 
await  upon  liis  time;  he  readily  adapts 
hiniself  to  the  lives  .and  ciiaracter- 
istics  of  others  .ami  bears  with  their 
faults,  knowing  that  he  h.as  faults  of 
his  own  which  olher-s  have  to  bear  at 
tiieir  own  expense.  He  endures  with 
the  fortitude  of  a  soldier  the  inconveni- 
ences that  are  imposed  on  him  by  the 
errors    of    othei's. 

In  his  letter  to  the  Romans,  Paul 
speaks  in  very  concise  Iangua,:^;e 
against  those  who  rot  only  do  evil 
themselves,  but  also  take  pleasure  in 
others  who  do  evil.  Here  he  declares 
that  Christian  love  does  not  delight  in 
uprighteousneas,  but  does  rejoicc  in 
that  truth  that  leads  lo  Christian  no- 
bility of  life.      Palth  and  hope  are  es 


DIVERSITY  OP'  GIFTS. 
The  pathway  of  the  Corinthian 
church  vas  beset  with  many  periLs. 
After  Uie  discussion  over  the  use  of 
men  Is  sacrificed  to  idols,  Paul  found 
an  equally  iKTplexing  question  in  t!ic 
jealousies  that  had  arisen  over  tlie 
various  "gifts"  or  special  talents  with 
which  the  various  member.s  had  been 
spiritually  endowed.  The  church  had 
been  disgniced  by  the  selfish  struggle 
of  the  memlicrs  to  show  off  their 
various  gifts.  There  were  men  who 
could  prophesy,  speak  with  tongues, 
heal  the  sick,  teach,  work  miracles,  in- 
terpiet.  and  give  wise  counsel,  each 
woiking  by  the  power  of  the  spirit. 
Each  group  of  men  exalted  the  im- 
I>orlance  of  its  own  gift  to  the  dis- 
I)aragement  of  the  gifts  possessed  by 
others,  and  thus  sowed  the  fruitful 
seeds  of  discord.  The  trouble  was  that 
they  forgot  that  all  their  gifts  sj>rang 
from  a  common  blessing,  so  that  there 
w;is  a  democracy  in  their  diversity.  A 
variety  of  duties  had  to  be  performed 
in  the  church,  just  as  different  func- 
tions must  be  performed  in  the  body 
by  the  eye,  the  ear,  the  nose,  the 
tongue,  the  arms,  and  all  the  various 
other  organs.  The  Spint  gave  the 
necdc^d  ability  to  do  these  se'eral 
tiling.-^  and   lent  unity   to  the  value  of

crly  used,  all  were  important  tc»  the 
health  and  welfare  of  the  church. 
As  a  m.itter  of  fact,  some  of  the  grifts 
were  greatly  abused.  This  was  par- 
(iculnrly  true  of  the  gift  of  tongues. 
This  gift  wius  not  the  ability  to  sjieak 
unfamiliar  languajjes,  but  Wiis  an 
ecstatic  utterance  of  unintelligible 
sounds  suppoHt'd  at  that  time  to  be  the 
mark  of  direct  spiritual  inspiration. 
I'aul  reproved  those  who  induh'.ad  in 
such  utterances  indiscriminately,  be- 
cause others  c-ould  not  understand 
what  was  said  unless  it  was  interpret- 
ed, lie  jileaded  for  religious  exercises 
that  would  be  edifying  to  the  entire 
congregation,  bo  th.it  even  a  stranger 
visiting  the  service  might  always  hear 
something  of  spiritual  value.  The 
man  who  spoke  in  a  tongue  might  de- 
rive personal  profit  therefrom,  but 
wouhl  certainly  do  no  good  to  othej-s: 
his  gift  w;u!  son>cwhat»in  the  nature 
of  a  .seltish  exercise  which  the  great 
law  of  Christian  love  forbade  except 
under  proper  conditions. 

Paul  exalted  the  gift  of  prophecy 
above  all  other  gifts  because  it  was 
clearly  b<»rn  of  divine  inspiration  and: 
was  in.^tnictive  and  edifying  to  all  who 
heard  its  utterances.  Nowadays  we 
sometimes  bear  preaching  that  is  re-; 
n.arkable  for  spiritual  i»ovver,  and  we 
say  that  the  Holy  Spirit  is  resting  upon 
the  preacher.  Such  power  is  often  the 
object  of  prayer.  It  is  very  closely 
akm  to  the  gift  of  prophei-y  in  liie 
apostolic  church.  By  exalting  this  gift 
I'aul  exalted  the  mifsion  of  the 
preacher  and  empbasized  the  iinpoit- 
an<e  uf  his  work.  The  edilication  of 
the  church  and  the  conversion  of  the 
unbeliever  are  effected  through  the 
spirits  blessing  upon  the  preaching  of 
the  gospel.  Hence  Christian  love  has 
free  play  in  the  exercise  of  the  gift  o£ 
prophecv.  But  even  the  one  who  pos- 
sesses this  great  gift  should  not  boast 
of  its  importiince.  but  should  use  it  in 
an  humble  spirit.  Spiritual  gifts  are 
never  to  be  despised;  each  person 
s,bou1d  desire  earnestly  the  greater 
gifts,  and  yet.  said  Paul,  "a  super-ex- 
cellent way  show  I  unto  you." 

THK  SUPKrt-EXt^El^LIONT  WAY. 

Ix)ve  is  absolutely  es-sential  to  the 
proper  performance  of  Christian  duty. 
Without  it  no  Christian  work  can  be 
performed  in  the  right  spirit.  The  jrift 
of  tongues  degenerates  into  mere  sense- 
less noise  unless  Christian  love  controls 
Its  exercise.  Prophecy  or  preaching  do 
not  rise  above  the  artifice  of  the 
rhetorician  unless  Imbued  with  the 
spirit  of  love.  A  C^hristian  woman  once 
S.I.W.  as  in  a  dream,  herself  being  drawn 
heavenward,  while  all  about  her  were 
men  and  women  crying  out  of  their  sins 
for  the  mercy  of  llod.  Her  past  efforts 
for  them  had  been  in  vain.  But  after 
this  vision  she  gave  herself  in  the  fer- 
vor of  Christian  love  to  win  them  to 
Christ;  then,  as  she  felt  herself  drawn 
heaven w.trd  once  more,  she  saw  a  mul- 
titude of  those  who  had  Iwfore 
screamed  in  their  misery  drawn  toward 
the  home  of  the  soul  by  her  own  heart- 
strings. They  were  bound  by  the 
•chords  of  love."  A  prophet  of  the 
(lid  Testament  has  expressed  the  gr.xc^e 
cf  God  forcibly  in  the  words;  "Thou 
hast  loved  my  soul  out  of  the  pit." 
This  divine  love  must  have  its  counter- 
part in  the  heart  and  ministry  of  every 
one  who  tries  to  set  forth  effectively  by 
word  of  mouth  the  truth  of  salvation 
through  the  gospel. 

Knowledge  of  religious  truth  and  of 
moral  principles  will  avail  nothing, 
either  for  the  man's  own  spiritual  life, 
or  :ii5  a  bene  lit  to  others,  unless  it  be.ars 
the  savor  of  the  love  which  the  be- 
liever ought  to  learn  from  Christ. 
Knowledge  fills  a  man  with  pride,  and 
Is  inclined  to  vaunt  itself,  but  love  har- 
nesses it  to  a  useful  tixsk  so  that  it  will 
be  a  bleriring.  Even  faith  without  love 
is  declared-  to  amount  to  nothing  as  a 


Love  as  a  Christian  grace  outwears 
all  the  others.  It  never  goes  out  of 
existence.  Other  gifts  are  u.seful  for 
the  time,  but  this  one  never  loses  its 
value  and  abides  its  usefulne.-^s.  Pro- 
phecie»  will  be  superseded  by  the  per- 
fect and  intuitive  under  islanding  of 
truth  and  grace  referred  to  in  veise 
12  o^  the  lesson.  The  gift  of  tongues 
shall  ceai^e.  having  become  a  needless 
gift  for  a  believing  age  (14:22),  and  tho 
sort  of  knowledge  we  possess  shall  be 
done  away  because  It  will  be  accounted 
the  product  of  a  childish  age  .after  men 
have  corne  into  the  full  stature  of 
Chrlat-llke  character.  God  now  knows 
us  perfer:tly;  then  we  Phall  know  him 
even  "as  we  are  known."  How  we 
stumble  In  our  striving  to  get  a 
knowledge  of  God!  What  bliss  it  will 
be  to  know  him  um  cJearly  as  he  knows 
us! 

There  arc  throe  of  the  ('hri.stian 
grac^^  which  are  not  only  greater  tlian 
the  others,  but  will  also  last  longer 
than  they.  God's  kingdom  may  have 
countless  reaches  for  faiith's  efforts 
and  for  hope's  anlicipation.s,  but  over- 
reacing  them  Is  love,  born  of  the  very 
character  of  God.  John  wrote;  "We 
know  and  have  believed  the  love  which 
God  hath  In  UR.  <<od  is  love;  and  he 
that  iibideth  in  God,  «nd  Gou  abicieth 
in  him."  The  man  who  holds  this 
mystic  relationship  with  God  must 
h.ave    God's    gift    of    eternal    life    which

Washington,  Feb.  20.— The  capital 
has  not  figured  out  yet  just  what  Sec- 
retary Shaw  meant  when  he  said  in 
bis  speech  in  New  York  last  week  that 
President  Roosevelt,  "with  unselfi.sh 
devotion  is  giving  eighteen  hours  a  d.ay 
as  the  chief  servant  of  80,000,000  of 
people." 

If  the  secretary  me.ans  the  president 
is  giving  eighteen  hours  of  devotion, 
the  statement  is  assumed  to  be  correct, 
for  nobody  will  say  the  president  is  not 
devoted  to  his  work. 

If  he  means  the  president  is  working 


accepted  here  with  a  grain  of  salt,  .nJ 
though  it   is  recognized  as  the  natur;il 
outcome  of  the  exuberance  of  eulogy. 

Ar  a  matter  of  fact,  the  president 
does  not  work  eighteen  hours  a  day  or 
anythiiig  like  that  lime.  Neither  is  it 
necessary  lor  biin  to  work  so  long. 

He  gets  to  his  office  in  the  executive 
building  alx)Ul  half  after  9  o'clock  in 
the  morning,  takes  an  hour  for  lun- 
cheon, quits  about  4,  unless  there  is 
something  very  important  in  band. 

He  works  with  grc^at  energy  during 
this  lime  and  clears  up  his  desk  every 
day. 

He  is  a  firm  believer  in  play,  as  he  i.s 
in  work,  .'vnd  goes  riding  or  takes  some 
form  or  txerc.ise  every  afternoon,  gen- 
erally  beginning   at    4    o'clock. 

Ho  dines  at  7,  usually  v.'ilb  company. 
It  is  seldom  he  does  not  have  a  friend 
or  two  at  luncheon.  Many  times  he 
has  had  guests  at  breakfast.  There 
have  been  few  nights  .since  he  went  to 
the  rec-.onstrucled  White  House  when 
there  were  not  guest.",  in  tlie  house. 

The    nights    when    the    president    has 
not    been  at  dinner  somewhere  or  giv-'' Ihe    ring 
ing   a    dinner.    recAcption.    musicale       or 
some  other  entertainment   have       been 
few. 

On  .Sunday  the  president  does  not 
work,  but  spends  the  day  with  his 
family.  He  goes  to  church  in  the  morn- 
ing and  goes  riding  with  Mr.s.  Roose- 
velt and  the  children  in  the  after- 
noon. 

Secretary  Cortelyou.  who  used  to 
come  to  the  White  House  every  night 
when  President  McKinley  was  alive, 
now  goes  home  for  the  day  at  G  o'clock. 

No  president  In  recent  years  has  done 
so  much  entertaining  as  Mr.  Roose- 
velt. 

No  president  has  given  so  much  time 
lo  the  manifold  scK'ial  duties  of  the 
head  of  the  nation.  He  does  not  work 
eighteen  hours  a  day.  bec^iufie  he  does 
not  have  to.  He  does  his  work  in  eight 
hours  or  less,  and  does  it  thoroughly. 

M.any  times  he  has  i:K»lltical  confer- 
ences at  the  White  House  in  the  even- 
ing, but  on  an  average  his  working 
hours  are  much  ie.s3  than  eighteen  and 
everybody  is  glad  he  c;tn  get  so  much 
time  for  recreation  and  for  society.

1  sup- 
pos.^  I  would  have  gone  on  for  an  in- 
definite period  protesting  innocence 
were  I  not  caught. 

I  had  almost  told  you  on  Thursday, 
but  did  not  like  to  spoil  your  day.  I 
have  carried  around  a  letter  for  weeks 
intending  to  give  it  to  you  admittins:: 
everything,  but  after  Thursday,  when 
you  were  planning:  for  a  home  that 
covild  never  bring  happiness,  I  felt  1 
must  tell  you.     I  am  guilty. 

Get  your  divorce  and  freedom  you 
were  always  entitled  to. 

Better  that  you  know  this  now  while 
you  are  young  and  have  your  mother.

Ihe  members  of  the  national  board 
of  the  National  association  complcte/1 
their  two-days'  .session  last  night. 
Ihere  were  present  at  thti  meeting 
President  P.  T.  Powers;  M.lL  Sexton, 
president  of  the  Western  league;  T.  H. 
Murnane,  president  of  the  New  Eng- 
land league;  J.  H.  O'Rourke,  president 
of  the  Connecticut  lengue;  J.  H.  Farrell, 
president  of  the  >New  York  State 
league,  and  T.  J,  Hlckey,  president  of 
the  American  ai^s.xiation. 

The  board  first  t<Jok  up  the  Califor- 
nia trouble.  liepli^s  were  received 
from  all  the  membfrs  of  the  Western 
league  consenting  |o  a  postponement 
of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  organiza- 
tion scheduled  for  ^March  2,  and  the 
members  of  the  \merlcan  association 
gave  consent  to  President  Hlckey  to 
go  to  California  uitti  M.  H.  Sexton,  of 
the  Western  league^  the  two  to  act  as 
a  committee  repr'^s^nting  the  National 
association,  and  endeavor  to  establish 
peace.  President  Hkkey  left  last  night 
on  his  way  to  Los  Angele.s.  Mr.  Sexton 
will  leave  within  a  day  or  two.  On  his 
way  West  President  Hlckey  will  stop 
at  Chicago  and  have  a  conference  with 
Mr.  Lennon,  of  St.  Paul,  regarding  the 
proposed  new  American  a.ssociation 
team  in  Chicago. 

Ill  discussing  the  now  Chicago  team 
after  the  meeting',  Mr.  Hickey  said: 
"I  am  unable  to  siy  what  will  be  done. 
There  was  to  have  been  a  conference  in 
Chicago  on  the  day  I  left  for  this 
meeting.  The  whole  matter  is  prac- 
tically up  to  Mr.  Lennon,  of  St.  Paul, 
whose  club  it  is  proposed  to  move  to 
Chicago." 

A  draft  of  the  proposed  new  national 
agreement  was  <  arefully  gone  over  by 
the  board.  It  w;:s  finally  decided  that 
the  National  ass  >ciation  would  stand 
close  to  a  resolution  adopted  at  the 
last  annual  meeting  of  the  association 
Oct.   24.   as  follo\\s: 

"Resolved,  that  In  the  event  of  a 
joint  invitation  being  extended  the  Na- 
tional association  ;it  any  future  time  to 
confer  with  the  board  of  directors  of 
the  American  league  and  th?  National 
league  In  the  interest  of  a  tripartite 
agieement,  the  national  boaid  of  the 
iNational  Association  of  Professional 
Baseball  leagues  shall  preserve  to  the 
as.sociation  its  present  form  of  gov- 
ernment and  its  individual  organization 
supreme  and  intact. 

"Resolved,  that  these  instructions  are 
hereby  declared  to  be  mandatory  and 
compulsory." 

The  National  association  will  de- 
mand that  the  tripartite  board  have 
jurisdiction  only  over  matters  invo'.v- 
ing  disputes  between  the  National  as- 
sociation and  the  two  major  leagues, 
and  will  seek  greater  representation  in 
the  new  board. 

The  invitation  sent  out  by  James  H. 
Hart,  of  Chicago,  asking  that  a  meet- 
ing of  the  joint  rules  committee  be  held 
in  t'hlcago  on  Monday,  has  stirred  up 
a  storm  in  the  baseball  circles.  Presi- 
dent Powers  will  nnt  go  to  Chicago  in 
response  to  the  call. 

Regarding  tVie  matter.  President 
Powers  said  last  night:  "I  have  sent 
a  reply  to  Mr.  Htirt  stating  that  it  will 
be  impossible  for  n.e  to  attend  the 
l)roposed  Chicago  meeting  on  Monday. 
There  is  some  funny  business  going 
on  somewhere,  and  I  am  getting  tired 
of  this  thing.  Wh'-n  Pre.^klfnt  John- 
son was  here  recently.  President  Pull- 
lam  of  the  National  league  and  myself 
had  a  conference  with  him  and  we 
agreed  that  the  meeting  for  an  infor- 
mal talk  over  the  rules  and  a  new  na- 
tional agreement  should  be  held  in 
this  city  on  Friday.  Feb.  20.  I  am  tired 
of  running  offer  Mr.  Johnson,  and  I 
don't  propose  to  do  so  any  more.  I 
expect  to  meet  him  here  Friday  and 
BO  does  Mr.  PuUiain.  I  am  ready  to 
meet  Mr.  Johnson  as  per  our  agree- 
ment, but  I  certainly  shall  not  run 
after  him." 

It  was  said  that  Mr.  Johnson  is  in 
Chicago  and  could  not  be  here  for  the 
conference  agreed  upon  for  today. 

The  board  adjourned  not  to  meet 
again  until  after  the  new  National 
agreement  and  rules  committee  have 
met.

Washington.  Feb.  21.— In  the  presence 
of  an  assemblage  of  distinguished  peo- 
ple, including  the  president  of  the 
L^nited  States,  members  of  the  cabinet 
and  of  congress,  justices  of  the  su- 
preme court,  representatives  of  foreign 
powers  and  others  eminent  in  the  life 
of  the  nation,  the  cornerstone  of  the 
army  war  college  was  laid  here  today 
with  impressive  military  and  Masonic 
ceremonies. 

The  occasion  was  rendered  especially 
notable  and  interesting  by  addresses 
delivered  by  President  Roosevelt,  Sec- 
retary of  War  Root  and  Maj.  Gen.  S. 
M.  B.  Young,  president  of  the  war 
college.  The  site  selected  for  the  new 
building  is  on  the  reservation  of  the 
Washington  barracks  at  the  foot  of 
Four  and  a  Half  street.  Today's 
ceremonies  marked  the  beginning  of  a 
project  which  has  been  fostered  by  the 
president.  Secretary  Root  and  others 
interested  in  the  advancement  and 
thorough  training  of  the  United  State.^ 
army.  While  the  foundation  of  the 
new  structure,  which  is  to  be  prac- 
tically unique,  has  been  only  ju.^t 
begun,  the  plans  contemplated  by  the 
war  department  and  by  congress  in- 
clude the  construction  of  an  entirely 
new  set  of  buildings  on  the  arsenal 
grounds.  Among  other  structures 
there  will  be  a  hospital,  barracks,  offi- 
cers' quarters  and  administration 
building,  all  to  be  handsome  and  of  the 
most  approved  architectural  design. 
The  army  war  college  grounds  have 
been  selected  as  the  site  of  the  statue 
of  Frederick  the  Great,  which  Em- 
peror William  has  proposed  to  pre- 
sent to  the  people  of  the  United  Statea. 
A  picturesque  feature  of  the  ceremonies 
today  was  the  participation  of  the 
military.  About  1000  troops  represent- 
ing the  various  branches  of  the  war 
Rervice  took  part  in  the  exerci.ses. 
They  were  drawn  from  the  several 
army  posts  in  Washington  and  vicin- 
ity and  were  in  command  of  Maj.  Will- 
iam Black  of  the  corps  of  engineers. 

President  Roo.sevelt,  accompanied  bj 
his  military  aide.  Col.  Theodore  A. 
Bingham,  left  the  White  House  in  a 
carriage  at  11  o'clock.  He  was  escorted 
to  the  war  college  grounds  by  Troop  E 
of  the  Third  cavalry.  In  other  car- 
riages members  of  the  cabinet  accom- 
panied the  president.  Two  non-com- 
missioned officers,  both  skilled  horse- 
men, rode  on  each  side  of  the  presi- 
dent's cairiage  to  control  the  horses  in 
case  they  were  frightened  by  the  firing 
of  salutes  or  otherwise,  and  two  pri- 
vates were  detailed  to  each  of  the  other 
carriages  as  a  precaution.  .\s  the  presi- 
dent and  party  entered  the  grounds  (he 
president's  flag  was  run  to  the  top  of 
the  Hag  staff  and  a  section  of  the  bat- 
tery light  artillery  fired  the  president's 
salute.  The  asseinbled  troops  paid  the 
president  the  honors  prescribed  by  the 
regulations. 

Grand   Master  George   H.   Walker   of

The 
invocation  was  pronounced  by  the  let- 
Rev.  Henry  Y.  Satterlee,  bishop  of 
Washington,  the  assemblage  standing 
uncovered  during  the  prayer.  After 
music  by  the  band.  President  Roose- 
velt was  introduced  by  Gen.  CJ.  L.  Gil- 
lespie, chief  of  engineers,  United  States 
army.  The  president  was  given  a  tor- 
dial  ovation.     His  address  follows: 

(Sentlenien  and  Ladies:  It  should  l>e  a 
matter  of  pride  and  congratulation  of 
every  American  citizen  iiit«'rested  In  the 
welfare  of  his  country  that  today  we  lay 
the  foundation  stone  of  a  building,  th^ 
erection  of  which  signalizes  a  long  stride 
forward  in  securing  the  efficiency  ot 
the  United  States  army,  a  step  less  Im- 
portjint  than  that  marked  by  the  enact- 
ment of  the  law  to  create  a  gen<>ral  staff, 
but  a  staff  supplementing  the  passage  of 
the  act,  rounding  it  out  and  rendering  it 
of  a  far  wider  and  far  deeper  useful- 
ness. 

One  word  first  to  the  nation  and  then 
another  word  to  the  army.  To  tlic  nation 
first:  It  has  well  been  said  that  the 
surest  way  to  invite  national  di.saster  is 
for  a  nation  to  l>e  opulent,  .iggressive  and 
unai*med.  (Applau.«e>.  The  nation  that 
Is  rich,  that  is  so  hlgh-r-pirlted  as  to  bo 
somewhat  careless  of  giving  offense  and 
that  yet  refrains  from  that  prep:* redness 
whlcli  is  absolutely  nece.'<.s;i ry  if  oJficicncy 
during  the  war  is  ever  to  be  sliowa— sncli  a 
nation  is  laving  il-cj)  the  foundation  for 
humiliation  and  disa.ster.  As  a  people, 
whether  we  will  or  not,  we  nave  reached 
the  stage  when  we  must  play  a  great 
part  In  the  world.  It  is  not  open  to  u?? 
to  decide  whether  or  not  we  shall  play  it. 
All  We  have  to  decide  Is  whether  we  shall 
play  It  well  or  ill.  The  part  Is  l>efore  u«. 
We  ha^e  to  play  it.  All  that  it  rests  to 
do  Is  to  sav  that  wc  will  play  it  well. 
(Applau.-ic).  This  nation  has  by  the  mero 
trend  of  events  Ihhmi  forced  Into  a  position 
of  world  power  during  the  pust  few 
jears.  It  has  responsibilities  resting" 
upKii.  It  here  in  the  oc<i<lent  and  in  tlie 
,  Orient  a.s  well.  It  cannot  bear  those  re- 
j  sponslbilities  ai-iglit  unless  its  voice  is 
I  potent  for  peace  and  justice,  and  Its 
voice  can  be  potent  foi  peace  and  justice 
only  on  condition  of  its  being  thoroughly 
understood  that  we  ask  peaci-,  not  In  the 
.spirit  of  the  weakling  and  tlie  craven, 
but  witli  the  a.ssured  .«cir-confiil»-iH  e  of 
the  Just  armed   man.     (T/Ovnl  applause). 

So  much  for  the  lessons  to  be  learned 
by  our  people  from  the  movement  In 
which  the  erection  of  this  buihling  Is  a 
part.

Rather  important  inside  testimony  re- 
garding the  secrets  of  the  local  retail 
butchers'  trust  came  out  In  a  garnishee 
disclosure  In  the  municipal  court  yester- 
day. 

The  "trust"  was  garnlsheed  for  a 
judgrment  of  $26  held  by  the  Cudahy 
Packing  company  against  EU  Willis,  a 
former    member. 

Treasurer  Milner  of  the  "trust"  was 
summoned  before  the  court  to  make  a 
disclosure  and  admitted  having  $14  of 
the  $50  that  likd  been  paid  by  Mr.  WiUis 
when  he  was  admitted  to  membership. 

In  ordering  judgement  against  the 
"trust,"  Judge  \Vindom  held  that  the 
Retail  Butchers'  association  of  Duluth 
was  not  a  legal  entity— that  it  was  not  a 
legsil  corporation— in  fact  it  is  "nothing, 
doing  business  as  something  for  everv- 
thlng." 

The  disclosure  of  the  treasurer  was  to 
the  effect  that  the  trust  was  organized 
for  the  purpose  of  having  each  member 
make  25  per  cent  on  meat— at  least  not 
less  than  25  per  cent— and  also  to  estab- 
lish a  boycott  on  persons  that  did  not 
pay    meat   bills. 

He  .said  that  when  a  customer  did  not 
pay  a  bill  in  one  shop  he  was  blackUsttd 
in  all  other  shops  of  the  association,  and 
compelled  to  pay  cash  for  meat  or  go 
with*»ut. 

The  disclosure  did  not  make  a  very 
favorable  impre.sslon  on  those  that  heard 
it,  and  the  judgment  which  was  ordered 
against  the  'trust."  while  not  endanger- 
ing its  future,  may  be  an  indirect  means 
of  compelling  it  to  legally  organize,  and 
then  be  subject  to  anti-trust  laws,  the 
same    as   other    organizations. 

Attorneys  even  express  the  opinion  that 
Mr.  Willis,  who  Is  now  not  a  member  of 
the  trust,  can  bring  legal  action  against 
the  non-legal  entity  and  recover  the  $50 
which  he  paid  to  gain  the  privileges  of  its 
maintenance  of  rates,  prices  and  credits. 
It  also  means  that  memTers  of  the  as- 
sociation of  nothing  will  have  to  pay 
their  bills  or  they  can  be  collected  from 
the  treasurer  of  the  trust  through  gar- 
nishee prticeedlngs.  if  ihey  have  paid  any 
money   into   the   association.

Kelly  made 
his  entry  in  May,  1901,  and  after  the 
expiration  of  the  usual  fourteen  months 
applied  for  commutation.  According  to 
the  commutation  law  as  interpreted 
by  the  secretary  of  the  Interior,  set-  I 
tiers  have  .always  been  allov.ed  six 
months  constructive  residence.  They 
are  not  compelled  to  take  up  their  resi- 
dence on  the  land  until  the  expiration 
of  the  six  months'  constructive  .-c-si-  ' 
dence  period.  F.lght  months'  actual  : 
residence  on  the  land  is  then  required 
before   they  can   commute. 

By  the  letter  from  the  commissioner. 
Kelly  was  refused  permission  to  ( om- 
mute,  on  the  ground  that  he  had  not 
lived  fourteen  months  on  his  land,  tak- 
ing as  was  the  custom  the  privilege  of 
the  six  months'  <onstructive  residence. 
If  this  decision  holds  it  will  be  neces- 
sary for  all  settlei-s  wishing  to  com- 
mute to  live  on  their  land  for  fourteen 

•months  instead  of  eight.  | 

The  letter  was  a  surpiise  to  the  local 
officials,  as  in  this  and  other  offices  the 
coiiptructive  residence  privilege  has  al- 
ways been  recognized. 

"The  decision  may  affect  tho.sc  set- 
tlers who  have  not  yet  secured  their 
patents."  said  Register  Culkin,  "but  it 
cannot  affect  those  who  have  jilready 
communted  their  holdings  and  have  se- 
cured their  patents.  These  patents 
cannot  be  attacked  except  through  the 
law  courts.  If  the  decision  of  the  com- 
missioner holds  good  it  will  make  a  big 
difference  in  otir  manner  of  doing  busi- 
ness. The  privilege  which  is  withheld 
by  the  decision  contained  in  this  letter 
has  always  been  recognized  in  our  office 
and  I  think  in  other  offices  throughout 
the  country."

Needed  Legislative 

Business. 


Proposes  to  Admit  Two 

States,  Oklahoma  and 

Montezuma. 

Washington,  Feb.  21.— The  statehood 
compromise,  v.hich  is  expected  to  un- 
lock the  present  tangle  in  the  senate 
and  remove   the   blockade,   proposes   to 

admit  two  states,  one  to  be  Oklahoma, 
according  to  its  present  boundaries, 
y.ith  a  proviso  that  Indian  territory 
shall  be  added  to  Oklahoma  in  1906, 
when  the  treaty  obligations  with  the 
Indians  will  not  be  in  the  way.  The 
other  state  is  to  be  <omposed  of  New 
Mexico  and  Arizona  under  the  name  of 
Montezuma,  with  a  proviso  that  when 
the  present  territoiT  of  Arizona  has  a 
population  of  300,000  people,  it  shall  be- 
come a  separate  state,  providing  that 
the  people  of  the  territory  affected  vote 
In  favor  of  being  divided  from  Monte- 
zuma or  New  Mexico. 


Washington,  Feb.  21.-  The  senate  re- 
sumea  its  sittings  again  at  11  o'clock 
today,  with  the  doors  closed  and  with 
Thursday's  session  still  progressing. 
The  presiding  officer  had  scarcely  taken 
his  .seat  when  the  the  point  "of  no 
quorum  was  made.  A  sufficient  number 
of  senators  soon  responded  and  Mr 
Morgan  was  about  to  proceed  with  his 
canal  speech  when  there  was  a  general 
request  on  the  part  of  the  senators  to 
be  allowed  to  transact  some  morning 
business.  Senator  Cullom  yielded  to 
this  demand  and  it  soon  became  appar- 
ent that  a  very  large  volume  of  this 
business  had  accumulated.  Mr  Cul- 
lom then  moved  an  open  session  of  an 
hour  for  the  transaction  of  legislative 
business.  There  was  no  objection  and 
accordingly  twenty  minutes  after  the 
beginning  of  the  se.ssion,  the  doors 
were  opened.  The  hour  was  given  up 
largely  to  the  introduction  of  bills  and 
the  making  of  committee  reports. 

The  business  had  not  proceeded  far 
when  Mr.  Quay  rose  and  said:  "1 
merely  rise  to  make  my  usual  request 
with,  I  presume,  the  usual  result,  that 
on  Thursday,  Feb.  26,  a  vote  be  taken 
upon  the  omnibus  statehood  bill  and 
all  amendments  without  further  de- 
bate." 

Messr.*'.  Depew  and  Nelson  objected 
simultaneously  and  Mr.  Quay  took  his 
seat  with  a  wave  of  his  hand  to  Mr 
Alger,  who  had  yielded  the  lloor  to 
him. 

Among  the  bills  passed  were  the  fol- 
lowing: 

Providing  for  the  payment  of  $.',00v> 
to  the  executors  of  James  P.  Willeit 
late  postm.ister  at  Washington,  D.  C.', 
as  damages  on  account  of  his  death! 
which  was  caused  by  falling  down  ari 
elevator  shaft  in  the  postoflfice  building: 
amending  the  law  concerning  the  hold- 
ing of  real  estate  by  aliens  in  the  ter- 
ritories; authorizing  the  .secretary  of 
the  interior  to  restore  to  entry  public 
lands  segregated  for  reservoirs. 

IN  THE  HOUSE. 

Washington,  Feb.  21.— At  the  opening 
of  the  session  of  the  house  today  Mr. 
Hemenway  (Ind.)  asked  unanimous 
consent  for  the  consideration  of  a  bill 
to  exempt  from  ta.\ation  the  property 
o£  the  Daughters  of  the  Revolution  ir 
the  District  of  Columbia.  Mr.  Moon 
(Tcnn.)  objected,  saying  he  would  con- 
tinue to  object  to  the  consideration  of 
any   bill   by  unanimous  consent. 

Mr.  Fowler  (N.  J.)  then  m(»ved  that 
the  house  go  into  committee  of  the 
whole  to  consider  the  currency  bill, 
and  pending  that  motion  he  asked  that 
he  control  the  time  for  the  bill  and 
Mr.  Thayer  (Mass.)  against  it.  To 
this  Mr.  Bartlett  (G.i.)  objected,  say- 
ing that  there  was  a  difference  of  opin- 
ion on  the  Democratic  side  concerning 
this  (juestion.  When  the  motion  was 
put  Mr.  Bartlett  made  the  point  of  no 
quorum,  and  the  speaker  having 
counted  the  house  and  finding  only  160 
members  present,  directed  a  call. 

The  motion  was  carried,  1.37  to  'J'. 
Accordingly  the  house  went  into  com- 
mittee, and  Mr.  Fowler,  chairman  of 
the  committee  on  banking  and  cur- 
rencv.  took  the  floor  in  support  of  his 
bill. 


By  Delay  In  Returning 
War  Vessels  to  Pres- 
ident Castro. 

Washington,  Feb.  21.— It  is  a  matter 
of  comment  in  official  circles  here  that, 
perhaps,  without  intending  it,  Germans 
j  are   aiding   the   Venezuelan   revolution- 
i  ists    in    refusing    to    return    at        once 
I  President  Castro's  ships.  Word  has  been 
\  received    here    that    the    German    com- 
;  mander   has    informed    the    Venezuelan 
government    that    the   ships     will       be 
.  turned  over  to  them  at  Port  of  Spain, 
Trinidad,    on    Monday    afternoon. 
I      In  the  protocols  it  was  provided  that 
I  all   ships   should   'oe   "returned."   and   It 
I  was   the  intention   of   the  allies'   repre- 
I  senta lives    here    that    the    transfer    of 
the    vessels  should  occur  in  Venezuelan 
I  waters,  where  they  were  captured.  The 
I  interpretation  which  the  Germans  have 
'  put   upon  this  article  is  regarded  htre 
as  somewhat   petty,  but  it   will  not   be 
I  noticed    officially.       Instead,    the    state 
department   will   place   the   Marietta   at 
I  the    disposal    of    President    Castro    ta 
I  carry  officers  and  men  to  Trinidad  with 
which  to  man  his  vessels. 
'     Meantime   the  revoltKionists  are   im- 
;  porting    large    supplies    of    arms    and 
j  ammunition    into    Coro    and    other   un- 
guarded ports.  President  Castro  has  no

jdent  Castro  again   declares  a   blockade 
of  the  Orinoco   wiH  recognize  It  as  ef- 
fective.

.  Russell,    the   United    .States   charge     at 
Caracas,    and    officials    here,    but       the 
I  matter    probably    will    not    be    decided 
;  until    Minister    Bowen        returns        to 
Venezuela.       The    latters    handling    of

satisfactory    to    the    Washington    gov- 
ernment.

PROTEST  BY 
VENEZUELANS 

Complain  Because  Ships 

Are  Not  Returned 

By  Allies. 

Caracas,  Venz.,  Feb.  21.— The  morn- 
ing papers  here  publish  A  protest  dl* 
rected  to  Venezuela,  the  I'nited  States 
and  the  European  nations,  as  fol- 
lows : 

"In  order  that  the  public  may  know 
how  Germany,  Great  Britain  and  Italy 
execute  their  agreements  we  call  at- 
tention to  the  grave  fact  that  up  to 
today,  Feb.  20,  the  ships  taken  by  the 
three  powers  have  not  been  delivered 
to  the  government  of  Venezuela,  as 
stipulated   in  the  protocols."" 

The  German  commodo^e  has  notified 
the  authorities  at  Puerto  Cabello  that 
the  Venezuelan  gunboat  Restaurador, 
which  was  capttired  Ify  ^he  Germans, 
will  be  returned  to  Ven^zTiela  on  Mon- 
day, Feb.  23,  at  3  o'clock  In  the  after- 
noon,  "and   not  before." 

A  revolutionary  army,  estimated  at 
2800  men.  has  reached  a  point  about 
twenty  miles  south  of  Caracas.  The 
revolutionists  and  the  government 
troops  both  occupy  strong  positions. 

The  revolution  organized  by  Gen, 
Matos  during  the  course  of  the  block- 
ade of  the  Venezuelan  coast  by  the 
allied  warships  was  reorg-anlzed  and 
three  armies  formed.  One.  under  the 
command  of  Antonio  Fernandez,  num- 
bering 1800  men,  was  routed  near  Cal- 
abozo,  in  the  province  of  Mlrando,  and 
Its  chief  is  now  fleeing  in  the  direc- 
tion of  the  river  Apure.  The  second 
army,  led  by  Gens.  Mantilla  and  Sol- 
agnie,  1200  strong,  was  defeated  last 
Wednesday  near  I'^rachiche.  The  third 
army,  commanded  by  Gens.  Rolando 
Penaloza  and  Vldal,  which  was  ex- 
pecting to  meet  the  first  two  armies, 
arrived  Thursday  by  way  of  Santa 
Lucia  and  Guarenas,  at  a  point  about 
ten  miles  from  Petare,  which  Is  situ- 
ated ten  miles  southeast  of  Caracas, 
after  having  lost  800  men  from  deser- 
tion en  route.  The  strength  of  this 
third  army  Is  estimated  at  2800  men. 
It  has  taken  up  a  strong  position  and 
the  troops  sent  against  it  by  the  gov- 
ernment are  al,«!o  strongly  placed.    , 

The  revolutionary  army  is  not  be- 
lieved to  be  strong  enough  to  attack, 
and  ii  a  few  days  are  allowed  to  elapse 
without  the  rebels  taking  the  offensive 
against  President  Castro,  who  since 
the  conclusion  of  the  blockade  has 
been  receiving  reinforcements.  It  is  re- 
garded as  certaifi  that  they  will  be  de- 
feated.

STONE  FOUND  GUILTY. 

Murderer   Given  Thirty-Five 
Years  In  Prison. 

Chicago,  Feb.  21.— George  Stone,  who, 
after  ten  years'  escape,  was  recently 
brought  back  from  England  to  Chlcjtgo 
to  answer  a  charge  of  murder.  wa« 
found  guilty  by  a  juiy  last  night  and 
senteiued  to  thirty-five  years  In  the 
pen. 

Stone  and  Robert  Nelson,  colored, 
were  employed  as  cooks  in  the  same 
hotel  in  1S93  and  quarreled  over  per- 
quisites. Stone  told  the  Jury  that  the 
killing  was  in  self-defense,  he  having 
been  attacked  by  Nelson,  knife  in  hand. 
Intense  religious  fervor  has  dominate«3 
Stone  since  his  capture  In  London  after 
the  decades  pursuit.  Thursday,  while 
listening  to  witnesses  who  were  swear- 
ing th,at  the  killing  of  Nelson  was  un- 
provoked.

The  greitest  celebrations  in  the  history  of  the 
Catholic  chorch  began  m  Rome  yesterday,  with  all 
the  solemnity  and  splendor  of  which  the  church  is 
capable.  It'  is  the  observance  of  a  triple  jubilee, 
marking  the' git?at  events  in  the  Ufe  of  Pope  Leo 
XIII — the  .silver,  jubilee  of  his  pontificate,  he  hav- 
ing been  elected  pope  Feb.  20,  1878;  his  golden  ju- 
bilee as  cardinal,  he  having  been  proclaimed  by 
'Pius  IX  in  tfae  e^ah.'^tstdcy  of  Dec.  19,  1853,  jand  his 
diamond  jubilee  of  episcopacy,  ns  he  was .  pro- 
claimed archbishop  ot'Damietta  by  Gregory  XVI 
Jan.  27.  1 843, -and  consecrated  Feb.  19  of  the  same 
year.  Born  Mapch  2,  i8io.  Pope  Leo  will  be  93 
years  of  age  within  a  few  days,  but  he  is  in  good 
iiealth  and  has  not  been  better  for  the  past  len 
years,  his  physician  says.  Reference  is  frequently 
made  in  the  cable  dispatches  to  his  pallor,  but  it  is 
said  that  this  bat  natural,  he  having  always  been 
pale  and  of  a  frail  appearance.  But  he  comes  of 
a  long-lived  family,  the  Peccis  having  always  been 
constitutionally  strong,  and  he  will  probably  live 
many  years  more  to  perform  the  important  and 
arduous  duties  that  attach  to  the  papacy. 

"It  seems  impossible  that  it  is  twenty-five 
years  since  I  haTe  been  there,"  Pope  Leo  is  re- 
ported to  have  exclaimed  yesterday  as  he  looked 
out  upon  the  sun-lit  piazza  of  St.  Peter's.  Yet 
it  is  true  that  during  a  quarter  of  a  century  he  has 
endured  a  self-imposed  imprisonment  and  has  not 
gone  outside  the  waifs  of  the  Vatican  and  St.  Pe- 
ter's, which,  is  ffegarded  as  part  of  the  Vatican. 
iThis  action  has  been  a  protest  against  the  depriv- 
ation of  the  pope  oi;  the  temporal  power  which  he 
formerly  possessed  as  the  ruler  of  Rome,  and 
while  thus  rematiimg  in  the  Vatican  has  constant- 
ly worked  -ior  the  restoration  of  power,  contend- 
ing that  It  was  necessary  for  the  head  of  the 
church  to  have  st>me  place  in  which  he  was  abso- 
lute master  and  would  not  be  under  the  domina- 
tion of  any  kind  or  principality  But  all  his  ef- 
forts in  that  direction  have  been  without  effect. 

Pope  Leo  \vi-  67  years  old  when  l-.e  look  up 
the  high  post  to  whioh  he  was  elected  by  the  col- 
lege of  cardinals,  and  how  ably  and  with  what 
wisdom  lie  ha.s  fi^r-  over  twenty-five  years  per- 
formed the  important  and  onerous  duties  of  the 
office  the  whole  worW  knows.  He  ha.>  ranked 
with  the  few  great  men  like  Gladstone  and  Bis- 
marck, wl;o  dominated  the  affairs  of  l!ie  v/orid 
during  the  closing  years  of  the  last  century,  and 
he  alone  survives  to  receive  the  respect  of  all  na- 
tions and  all  creeds  by  his  wisdom  and  diplomacy 
and  brotherly  love.  Durnig  his  long  pontificate. 
Pope  Leo  ha.s  done  much  to  build  4ip  the  church 
of  Rome,  and  the.grcat  prosperity  which  it  has  eiT- 
joyed  is  dite  in  ^great  measure  to  the.  sound  wis- 
dom and  able  direction  of  this  grand  old  man. 
Tlie  whole  world.  Irrespective  of  creed,  will  trust 
that  he  may"h>na:  be  spared  to  guide  the  policy  of 
the  church  of  which  he  is  the  illustrious  head. 


THE   POSTAL  SERVICE. 

The  postoffice  department  of  the  United  States 
asks  congress  for  an  appropriation  for  the  fi.scal 
ycir  beginning  July  i,  of  $153,000,000.  Even  this 
enormous  sum'  has  cau-ed  no  particular  comment 
for  the  reason  that  the  postal  appropriation  bill 
seems  to  he  an  ordmary  routine  affair  and  a  ne- 
cessity. The  sum  »sked  for  amounts  to  nearly 
half  a  million  diMlars  a  day  for  keeping  the  postal 
department  tuoving,  and  it  is  a  goodly  sum.  Of 
course,  most,  of  this  money  comes  back  in  postal 
revenues,  so  th<»t  it  is  not  strictly  an  expenditure 
like  most  oi  the  other  government  appropriations. 
The  department's  e.<timate  of  the  deficit  on  postal 
business  for.  the  year  will  be  only  $10,000,000,  hut 
this,  of  course,  ■dt>es  not  intlude  anything  for  the 
use  of  the  p.ostoffice  buildings  which  are  so  gener- 
ously scattered  in  all  parts  of  the  country,  or  for  a 
number  of  other' items  of  magnitude  which  any 
private  busiiiess  concern  would  have  to  consider. 
But  the  c<>tintry  i>  finding  no  fault  in  this  score 
and  as  a  rule  looks  with  entire  approval  upon  the 
marvelous  extension  of  its  postal  service.  Social- 
ists certainly  have'  nothing  to  complain  of  in  the 
rapidit^y  with  which  the  functions  of  our  govern- 
ment are  on  every  hand  spreading  out  A  con.sid- 
erable  proportion  of  the  voters  of  the  United 
States  are  today  working  for  the  government, 
municipal,  state' or  national,  "and  the  increase  id 
maiiy-f>)ld  faster  than  that  of  population 

For  the  first  time  the  postal  appropriation  bill 
is  this  year  the  largest  of  all.  passing  that  of  pen- 
sions by  a  good  lead.  This  postal  budget  is  more 
than  double  what  it  was  in  1891,  and  almost  dtni- 
blc  what  it  was  in  1805.  For  that  year  the  expenses 
of  the  service --were  $00,000,000.  For  the  fiscal 
year  begiiminef  July  i  an  appropriation  of  $153,- 
000,000  is  now  to  be  made.  At  that  rate  of  increase 
it  is  not  easy  to  ace. the  extent  to  which  the  postal 
business  is  going.  All  the  expenses  of  govern- 
ment are,  to  be  sure,  mounting  up  rapidly  in  this 
era  of  expansion  and  prosperity,  but  no  other  im- 
portant braifch  is  making  such  tremendous  le.vp.s 
as  this.  The  iner^Jase  in  the  present  bill  over  that 
of  a  year  a^ -is  $15,000,000  and  $30,000,000  over 
that  oi  twb'yeaYs  a^O.  It  is  interesting  to  com- 
pare variotjs  item's  of  tire  p05t.il  service- today  with 
the  total  cost  of  the  estabUshment  only  a  few 
years  ago.     For  example,  the  sum  to  be  paid  next 


-year  for  trans})orttng  tlve  mails  on  the  railroads 
is  greater  than  the  entire  cost  of  the  postal  service 
during  the  first  year  of  the  ■Garfield-'Arthur  adnrin- 
istration.  The  free  delivery  service* in  cities  costs 
more  than  the  whole  department  did  in  1867. 
Rural  free  delivery  alont  costs  more  than  the 
whole  service  in  1864.  Transportation  of  foreign 
mails  costs  more  than  th<?  whole  service  in  An- 
drew Jackson's  time. 

This  wonderful  increase  in  business  natnral!y 
creates  a  feehng  of  pride  in  every  patriotic  citizen' 
of  the  United  States.  There  is  no  other  country 
in  the  iworldl  tteat  iraakes  ^such  a  showing. 

MANUFACTURERS*  BUILDING. 

The  manufacturers  of  Minnesota  desire  bettor 
accommodations  at  the  state  fair,  and  have  asked 
the  legislature  to  appropriate  $50,000  for  tJic  erec- 
tion of  a  suitable  building  at  the  fair  grounds.  The 
request  deserves  favorable  consideration.  Last 
September  the  small  manufacturing  display  build- 
ing was  so  crowded  that  many  Minnesota  exhibits 
were  housed  in  tents  and  temporary  v/ooden 
sheds^  while  some  were  abandoned  altogether  for 
lack  of  suitable  quarters.  This  state  of  things 
should  not  be  permitted  to  happen  again,  and  a 
building  of  suitable  size  should  be  erected.  The 
manufacturers  present  the  following  excellent  rea* 
sons  why  they  deserve  the  building: 

First,  manufacture  and  agriculture  build  the 
state. 

Second,' the  manufacturers  have  never  asked  for 
an  appropriation  by  the  stat^. 

Third,  the  manufacturers  of  Minnesota  rank 
eleventh  in  the  list  of  all  the  states. 

Fourth,  the  capital  employed  in  igoo  was  $165,- 
83:1,246,  distributed  between  13,000  plants  large 
and  small. 

Fifth,  the  manufacturers  employ  77,234  wage 
earners,  to^v/hom  they  pay  yearly  the  sum  of  $35,- 
484,825  in  wages. 

Sixth,  the  manufacturfcr?  pay  over  ro  per  cent 
of  the  whole  assessed  valuation  of  the  state. 

Sevcntli,  the  manufactured  products  at  the  last 
census   amounted  to  $262,655,881. 

Eighth,  through  the  want  of  a  manufacturers' 
building  and  the  lack  of  information  concerning 
the  factories  of  this  state;,  many  thousands  of  dol- 
lars in  order.s  arc  sent  East  every  year  for  goods 
that  should  be  purchased  at  home,' and  would  be 
if  the  facts  were  known.  • 

Ninth,  if  the  manufactures  are  stimulated  the 
factories  will  be  enlarged  and  employ  more  wage 
earners  and  increase  the  sale  of  the -products  of 
the  farm, 


TO  SHOW   OUR  NAVY. 

L^ncle  Sam  propose?  to  show  the  European 
nations  a  thing  or  two  concerning  the  modern 
navy  of  the  United  States,  and  will  send  over  the 
North  Atlantic  squadron  the  coviifng  summer  to 
do  so.  The  entire  strength  of  the  squadron  wtll 
be  assembled  under  Rear  Admiral  Barker,  the 
present  commander  of  the  Brooklyn  navy  yard, 
and  will  sail  across  the  big  pond  accompanied  by 
several  other  ships,  includhig  the  Brooklyn,  not 
now  attached.  The  North  Atlantic  squadron  is 
now  in  the  gulf  of  Mexico  and  will  remain  there  a 
few  days  and  then  the  vessels  will  turn  for  the 
Atlantic  and  gradually  work  up  to  the  Chesapeake 
bay.  They  will  stop  at  Pensacola  and  at  other 
naval  stations  en  route,  arriving  at  Hampton 
Roads  early  in  May.  There  Rear  Admiral  Hig- 
ginsnn,  the  present  commander  of  the  fleet,  will 
he  relieved,  and  Admirel  Barker  will  run  up  his 
fiag.  Some  little  tinie  will- be  spent  overhauling 
the  ships  aad  getting  them  in  shape  for  their  long 
cruise  acro.ss  the  Atlantic.  The  department  has 
two  objects*in  sending  the  fleet  to  Europe.  One 
is  to  show  the  people  on  the  other  side  something 
of  our  navy,  and  the  other  is  to  keep  the  squadron 
intact  for  further  drill. 

Not  since  the  Spanish  war  has  the  navy  been 
properly  represented  on  the  European  station. 
When  the  ships. were  called  home  at  the  outbreak 
of  the  war  with  Spain  the  European  station  was 
neglected  up  to  last  summer.  Then  Admiral 
Crowninshield  was  given  three  or  four  ships  and 
.sent  to  re-e.stablish  the  European  station.  Bnt  he 
returned  to  these  waters  Jate  last  fall  to  take  part 
in  the  operations  of  the  combined  squadrons  in 
the  West  Indies.  The  extension  of  the  cruise  to 
the  coast  of  Portugal  will  serve  to  keep  the  fleet 
together,  so  that  the  good  work  of  the  past  win- 
ter may  be  continued.  Secretary  Moody  thought 
that  if  the  fleet  were  kept  at  home  it  would  be 
bioken  up  on  one  excuse  or  another,  with  one-half 
of  the  vessels  at  the  navy  yards  undergoing- re- 
pairs. He  does  not  propose  to  permit  this,  but  in- 
tends that  the  policy  of  activity  shall  be  main- 
tained. Some  complaints  have  come  up  from  the 
Southern  seas  that  the  men  and  officei|i  of  the 
Meet  are  being  overworked.  Certainly  they  have 
been  kept  on  the  jump  for  the  past  six  months  or 
more.  But  the  atithorities  believe  that  the  con- 
tinued drills  and  practice  cruises  are  beneficial  and 
that  they  can  do  no  harm,  so  they  will -be  k^pt  up 
for  some  time  to  come. 

The  idea  of  sending  the  ships  to  Europe  is  a 
good  6ne.  It  will  have  an  excellent  moral  effect 
on  the  foreign  nations  arid  at  the  same  time  will 
prove-"beneficiai  to  the  men. 

.Arguing  that  schools  and  churches  should  not

A'ale,  Will- 
iams, Amherst,  Bowdoin,  Dartmouth,  Brown — he 
sees  that  every  stone  was  laid  in  prayer,  that  every 
year  was  a  record  of  consecration."  Has  Mr. 
Mead  forgotten  how  Harvard  raised  money  for 
new  buildings  by  conducting  lotteries? 

A  St.  Paul  i>aper  yesterday  published  1  Tefigltiy 
story  about  atlew  railway  to  be  built  from  Duluth, 
through  the  Twin  Cities  and  Iowa  by  way  of  Des 
Moines  and  on  to  the  gulf  of  Mexico,  to  cost  $70,"- 
000,000,  and  to  be  operated  by  electricity.  Inves- 
tigation shows  that  there  is  very  little  foundation 
for  the  report  Such  a  scheme  has  been, projected, 
but  it  has  not  advanced  far.  That  the  road  may  be 
eventually  built  is  not   improbable.   .

Mr.  Camp  was  born  in  New  Haven 
in  ISW;  he  graduated  from  Yale  in  1880, 
and,  w  ith  the  exception  of  a  few  years 
In  New  York,  he  has  lived  in  New 
Haven  all  his  life.  He  has  therefore 
been  in  close  personal  touch  with  the 
old  college  and  its  students  for  nearly 

thirty  years  and  knows,  more  or  leas 
intimately,  hundreds  of  her  grraduates. 
That  in  itself  is  enough,  perhaps,  to 
account  for  a  large  measure  of  hia 
pormlarity

IGntering  college  in  1876,  Mr.  Camp 
became  a  member  of  the  'varsity  foot- 
ball team  in  his  fre.shman  ye.ar.  He 
played  with  the  eleven  for  the  four 
years  of  the  undergraduate  course. 
Then  he  entered  the  medicwil  school  and 
still  remained  a  member  of  the  team. 
That  was  before  the  adoption  of  the 
rule  which  forbids  any  player  to  re- 
main on  a  team  for  more  than  four 
years,  and  Camp,  with  six  years'  ac- 
tive playing  to  his  credit,  has  hai 
more  experience  th.an  it  is  now  possible 
for  a  man  to  get. 

For  four  years  of  the  six  he  was  also 
a  member  of  the  'varsity  ball  nine, 
pl.iying  left  field,  shortstop  and  also 
pitchfr  on  occasions.  At  different 
times  he  was  captain  of  both  the  foot- 
ball eleven  and  the  baseball  nine,  and 
he  also  took  a  prominent  part  in  track 
HiKi  field  sports,  being  especially  prom- 
inent in  the  hurdle  races,  so  that,  in 
iTinny  directions  his  exi>erience  as  a 
college  athlete  was  wide  and  varied.

ThiH  is  a«!  it  *?houl<]  be.  For  the  pres- 
*?nt  K^neiatlon  of  English  women, 
thos-*-  that  are  seen  in  the  drawing  room 
and  ill  the  tea  jiarlors,  are  slender  and 
ieo«i-like.  and,  if  not  divinely  fair,  ■  er- 
lalnly  they  are  divinely  tall. 

The  empHe  sash  was  firf:t  Jiiudf  to 
v/rai  with  the  tinpiie  jfown,  but  it  lias 
iiDW  hfeii  diverleti  iruni  its  tiuo  .sphere 
and  made  to  adorn  the  short-waisted 
gown  of  any  des«ription,  be  it  a  Dolly 
Vardon  or  a  baby  waist,  a  Josephine 
1)1    a   plain   New  i^ngland   round   waist. 

With  any  waist  of  this  description 
the. empire  sash  is  liiouirht  around  the 
waist  in  a  loose  fold  and  tied  in  a  full 
knof  s(.  that  its  emls  fall  very  sUaigh* 
light  down  lo  the  Moor.  The  proper 
ptisition  as  worn  by  Josephine,  is  at  the 
loft  side 

Any  one  can  tie  an  empire  snsh.  but 
the  ono  who  does  so  must  hrst  take  a 
les.son  or  two.  There  is  all  the  Uiffei- 
cnre  in  the  world  between  tying  it 
light  and  tying'  it  wrong,  and  the 
«:hance3  are  that  the  beginner  will  make 
A  sUpshod  job  of  it,  a  loose,  uncertain 
knot  that  it  \%ill  never  look  pretty  with 
any  yowti,  be  it  plain  or  figured  or  up- 
to-date. 

Since  the  sash  is  to  be  so  much  worn 
tti»;  t oining  suminei.  it  does  a  woman 
no  \r.mn  to  take  .1  les9<»Ti  In  the  tying 
thru  of,  for  tlicrc  v. ill  come  a  day  when 
she  will  want  to  know  how  it  is  done. 
Then  it  may  be  too  late  to  learn,  for 
the 'snith  business  is  one  that  must  be 
taken  up  early  in  the  season  and  fol- 
lowed <  iosely  thiough  all  its  develop- 
ments. 

For  the  empire  take  a  strip  of  ribbon 
rif;ht  nil  hfs  wide.  Let  it  be  four  to 
six  yaids  long.  Josephine  wore  one 
>vhifh  fell  foity-four  inches  from  the 
belt  to  the  llooi.  And  Mme.  Heiamier 
woio  an  emplio  'ash  so  long  that  she 
t%rts.  «ompell»^d  to  lift  It  up  as  she 
walketl. 

The  «ouit  women  of  the  empire  days 
4*iul  the  women  ot  the  Martha  Wash- 
ington peiii^d  Wi  re  fond  of  the  empire 
wish  with  short  ends:  and,  as  they 
pinned  it  upon  tlie  bust.  It  lnoked  more 
like  a  double  ihou  of  to<lay  than  a  sash. 
Ho  it  will  be  seen  that  you  can  take 
Youi  •  hoiee  of  long  ends  or  short  enda, 
tor  both  were  worn  in  the  emyiiie  days. 

To  tie  the  empire,  take  hold  of  the 
*"nils  ot  the  sash  and  i)u!l  them  thnnigh 
In  a  sniKl'"*  tviiof.  Then  coniplete  the 
Knot  by  making  a  bow  with  two  short 
«n«ls,  two  stiff  loops  and  a  tight,  hard 
iiiiddio 

Pull  out  the  loops  until  Ihey  have  a 
Dt'tWy  look.      And  then,  taking  two  long 


pins,  fasten  the  knot  to  the  gown.  In 
this  way  you  keep  it  from  slipping 
around  the  waist.  The  securing  of  the 
empire  sash  In  just  the  right  place  up- 
on the  bust  was  considered  in  Joseph- 
ines  day  a  very  important  thing  for  the 
sash  was  used,  not  only  as  an  orna- 
ment, but  as  a  pocket.  The  little  lace 
handkerchief  was  slipped  In  under  it, 
and  the  tiny  fan  Tvas  tucked  in  behind 
it,  and  so  also  was  the  little  satin  bag 
which  was  sometimes  carried  without 
its  ribbon  string. 

The  Josephine  sash  was  used  al.so  for 
other  purposes.  It  had  a  decorative 
po.ssibility  which  was  not  lost  upon  the 
fair  women  of  other  days.  Jf  you  will 
notice  the  old  pictuies  you  will  see 
that,  in  moments  ot  emotion,  the  hand 
grasped  the  empire  knot  and  my  lady's 
breast  heaved  convulsively  while  her 
fair  hand  touched  the  silken  bow  upon 
her  bosom. 

Mrs.  Stuyvesant  Fish  wears  the 
Josephine  sash  today  very  much  as  it 
was  worn  by  the  empress.  Jt  is  a 
sj^ish  lied  in  a  high  knot  on  the  left  side, 
and  from  the  knot  there  hangs  two 
streamers,  not  very  long,  but  making 
up  in  width  what  they  lack  In  length. 

But  the  Josephine  sash  must  have  its 
finishing  touch.  After  the  bow  knot  1» 
tied  there  is  pinned  into  the  middle  of 
it  a  chou  of  ribbon,  one  of  the  round, 
fat  choux  which  every  woman  has 
learned  how  to  tie.  The  sash  is  now 
complete  and  can  be  worn  with  any 
gown. 

It  is  possible  to  tie  one  of  these  em- 
pires before  it  Is  put  on,  and  m  case 
that  plan  be  carried  out  the  sash  can 
be  hooked  around  the  waist,  under  the 
big  knot,  so  that  the  fastening  will  be 
iTivisible. 

There  is  another  way  of  wearing  the 
empire  than  on  the  side,  and  that  Is 
right  in  the  middle  of  the  back.  Placed 
here  it  has  a  babyish  look  which  is  be- 
coming to  any  figure,  old  or  young.  It 
gives  a  wide  look  across  the  front  and 
the  short  look  in  the  back.  And  the 
sash,  if  placed  here,  is  really  a  great 
success. 

There  are  a  great  many  ways  of  tying 
the  summer  sash,  not  all  necessarily  of 
the  empire  mode,  for  there  la  the  four- 
in-hand  knot,  which  is  growing  in  ap- 
preciation and  which  may  yet  come  as 
the  fashionable  knot  of  the  Rummer. 

For  the  four-in-hand  let  the  ribbon, 
which  is  rather  wlde^  be  tied  right  in 
the  middle  of  the  back  of  the  belt  In 
such  a  way  that  the  ends  hang  down 
very  long.  The  wearer  can  tie  it  in  the 
front  and  slip  it  around  lo  the  back,  If 
she  so  desires,  and  if  it  Is  easier  for  her 
to  do  so. 

The  Alexandrine  sassh  Is  one  that  will 
be  worn  al  summer.  It  is  likely  that 
its  vogue  will  be  even  greater  than  It

was  last  summer.  This  sash  has  two 
stiff  loops,  neither  of  them  over  three 
inches  long.  They  are  pulled  out  so 
stiffly  as  to  look  stuffed,  and  the  ends 
hang  down  in  the  same  rigid  manner. 

The  best  sash  material,  the  modislea 
say,  la  liberty  silk  or  satin,  because  It 
hangs  In  such  a  soft  way  and  does  not 
show  the  creases.  It  can  be  tied  many 
times  and  It  has  the  faculty  of  always 
looking  dressy. 

But  the  Roman  effects  are  smartei 
and  the  Hom.'in  sash  of  summer,  all 
gros-graln  and  pliable  will  be  among 
the  novelties  seen  at  Newport  and  al 
Bar    Harbor. 

In  tying  such  a  sa.sh  as  the  empire 
every  effort  should  be  made  to  keep 
the  belt  part  of  the  sash  wide.  The 
wider  the  band  which  goes  around  the 
waist  the  better.  And,  for  the  purposes 
of  the  empire  .sash,  tulle  can  be  use^l, 
chiffon,  velvet  ribbon  and  the  heavy 
silk  or  satin. 

But  for  the  regulation  summer  sash, 
with  the  knot  at  the  back  of  the  belt,  be 
It  a  bow  knot  or  a  four-in-hand,  the 
novelty  ribbon  can  be  used.  The  silk 
ribbons  with  an  open  stripe  running 
through  them  are  good,  and  so  are  the 
ribbons  that  have  large  plaids  of  lace 
set  in.

Traffic   Situation   Badly 

Complicated  By  Heavy 

Snow  Storms. 


New  York,  Feb.  21..— R.  G.  Dun  & 
Co.'s  weekly  review  of  trade  says:- 
Just  as  the  railway  congestion  beg.iri 
to  give  way  before  the  vigorous  efforts 
of  traffic  managers,  the  situation  be- 
came further  complicated  by  the  worst 
snow  storm  of  the  sea-son^  and  the 
movement  of  merchandise  was  .'igain 
Interrupted.  Latest  tlgures  of  gross 
e.irnings  show  the  usual  gains.  Feb- 
ruary thus  far  surpas.sing  by  17.6  i»er 
cent  last  year,  when  unusual  del.iy  was 
caused  by  severe  storms,  and  1901  by 
17.6  per  cent.  Increased  cost  of  oper- 
ation, however,  necessitated  further 
advances  in  rates.  Trade  was  inter- 
rupted to  a  considerable  extent  by  the 
inclement  weather  except  in  certain 
seasonable  lines,  notably  heavy  wear- 
ing apparel.  Wholesale  houses  dealing 
In  staples  have  received  liberal  orders 
and  much  forward  business  has  been 
placed.  Jobbers  urge  quicker  shipments 
on  old  orders,  while  travelers  send  in 
many  new  contracts.  Manufacturer.^ 
of  paper,  straw  goods  and  clothing  re- 
port conditions  fully  as  satisfactory 
We  mingle  j  as  a  year  ago.  aside  from  some  inter- 
grandmothers  j  ruption  by  labor  controversies.  Con- 
ditions in  the  silk  industry  are  shown 
by  enormous  imports  of  raw  material, 
and  one  large  throwster  has  recently 
rejected  orders  sufficient  to  occupy  his 
plant  for  two  years.  Bids  are  invited 
for  extensive  building  operation^ 
giving  strength  and  activity  to  ma- 
terials and  supplies. 

Although  many  new  blast  furnaces 
are  nearing  completion,  and  others  will 
be  finished  within  six  months,  the  ac- 
tual output  of  pig  iron  decreases  be-^ 


cause  fuel  cannot  b^  secured.  Last 
ut.HK  s  nioiltralc  improvement  in  the 
situation  has  be'Mi  su<  ceeded  by  a  de- 
ciile<l  setbaf  k,  many  more  furnaces  be- 
inK  compened  to  bank  <iu.'tntiti»^s  of 
coke  to  favoied  plants  .arc  denied. 

There  is  little  disposition  to  antii  i- 
pato  pig  iron  requirements  far  mto  ihp 
future,  however,  as  there  is  always  the 
hopt  of  a  restoration  of  .ipproximat^^ly 
normal  conditions.  Steel  billets  are  ar- 
riving from  .ibroad  and  (iml  a  n^arket 
at  interior  mills,  but  on  domestic  busi- 
ness lor  future  delivery  there  is  some 
discrepancy  between  bi<l  and  asking 
prices.  As  the  season  advances  there 
arf.  more  contracts  available  for  the 
erection  of  building.'^,  bridges  and  r.ail- 
way  extension,  strengthening  the  mar- 
ket for  structur.il  material,  whiih  is 
one  of  the  firmest  features.  A  heavy 
tonnage  of  plates,  sheet  and  pipe,  has 
been  sold  at  full  figures,  while  more 
•  'anadi.in  rail  contra.jts  have  gone  to 
Euii)pean  mills. 

Quieter  conditions  prevail  in  the 
markets  for  dry  goods,  .nlthouyh  mills 
are  busy  and  prices  well  maintained. 
Numerous  lines  of  cottons  have  ayain 
adv.ancf'd  in  response  to  the  upward 
tendency  of  the  r.aw  m.aterial,  and  the 
first  result  has  been  a  disposition  to  de- 
lay purcha.ses  by  leading  buyers.  West- 
ern jobbers  are  placing  liberal  case  or- 
ders for  fall  styles  with  New  England 
producers  of  lioots  and  shoes,  but 
wholesale  trade  at  the  East  is  between 
seasons,  .  ' 

Failures  this  week  numbered  247  in 
the  United  States  against  ^0  a  year 
ago,  and  2ij  in  I'anadn,  as  compared 
with  31  last  year.

The 
Northwestern  markets  were  relatively 
slow  although  sales  of  200.000  bushels  cash 
were  reported  made  to  millers  at  one  cent 
over  the  May  for  1  northern.  Broomhall 
reported  that  navigation  on  the  Danube 
had  re-opened  and  that  the  world's  ship- 
ments for  the  week  would  reach  8,000,000 
bushels.  This  would  indicate  large  ship- 
ments from  Russia.  Northwestern  car 
lot  receipts  for  the  week  1778,  as  compared 
with  2559  last  week,  and  1970  for  the  cor- 
responding week  last  year.  The  severe 
weather  was  counted  responsible  for  much 
of  the  falling  off  this  week. 

There  was  a  good  trade  in  corn  and 
prices  were  sharply  lilgher.

"During  the  session  of  congress  that 
Is  now  closing  we  have  seen  the  first 
stride  taken  in  putting  the  National 
Guard,  the  militia  of  tne  country,  on  a 
footing  of  eflflclency.  the  first  long  stride 
taken  on  the  lines  marked  out  bv  Wash- 
ington himself;  the  first  successful  effort 
made  to  put  into  effect  Washington's 
plea  which  for  110  years  was  disregarded 
by  our  people.  Ond  again,  the  first  long 
stride  has  been  taken  toward  the  mod- 
ernlxatlon,  towards  increasing  the  ef- 
ficiency of  the  army  in  accordance  with 
modern  methods  as  devised  by  Gen. 
Sherman  over  a  quarter  of  a"  century 
ago.  It  takes  time  and  thought  and  care  j  itarv 
to  work  out  necessary  reforms.  '  - 

"They  don't  come  in  a  jump.    All  kinds 
of  obstructions  of  deliberate  purpose,  ob- 
structions of  mere  inertia,  obstructions  of 
carelessness     have    to   be   met    with     an(\ 
overcome,  but  at  last  they  are  overcome 
If  only   a  sufficient   Intensity   of   purpose 
lies  behind  those  backing  the  reform.  And 
now   these   great   steps   have   been    taken. 
Methods  liave  been  provided  for  securing 
the  increa.sed  efficlencv  of  the  army   and 
It  rests  with   the  army  It-self  to  profit  by 
what  has  been  done.     More   and   more  it 
has   become   evident   in   modern   war   that 
the  efficiency  of  the  unit,  of  the  Individ- 
ual   officer    and    the    individual    enlisted 
man   is   going   to  be    the   prime   factor   In 
I  deciding   the   fate   of    fought    fields.      The 
exercises  of  the  barracks  and  the  p.arade 
i  ground  do  not  make  five  per  cent  of  the 
soWrier's  real   work  and  do  not  count   for 
I  five  per  cent  in  his  real  efficiency.  They 
I  are   very   spectacular,    serve   a  good    pur- 
j  puse    and    must    be    well    done,    but    they 
count    for    hut    the    smallest    part    In    the 
I  qualities,    the    sum    of    which    make    the 
army   effective   or   Ineffective     in     actual 
j  service.     Officers  and  man  alike  must  be 
I  trained  to  the  highest  point  in  the  theory 
'  and  in  the  practice  of  the  profession.  The 
I  forces  of  mere  truism  say  that  if  they  are 
trained  in  the  theory  without  the  crown- 
I  ing  of  practice,  they  will  amount  to  noth- 
I  Ing  but  they  must  have  the  training  and 
'  the    theory,    too.     They    must    have    that 
training    or    they    never    can    reach     the 
highest    standard    of    perfection    in    their 
1  art.     The   army   of   the   United   States   Is. 
and  it  Is  not  desirable  that  it  should  be 
;  other    than    a    small    army    relatively    to 
'  the    population    of    the    country,    but    we 
have   a    right   to    expect    that    that   small 
army  shall  represent  for  its  size  the  very 
:  highest   point   of  efficiency   of  any   army 
in    the    civilized    world,    (applause)    and    I 
have  the  most  absolute  faith  that  to  that 
i  dev^ree    of    efficiency    it    will    attain,    and 
I  that   it    will   attain   In   ro   small   part  be- 
cause of  the  wise  and  zealous  use  it  will 
:  make  of  the  opportunities  afforded  bv  the 
I  erection    of    this    very    building.       (Loud 
I  applause). 

1      SECRETARY    ROOT'.S    ADDRESS. 
I      Secretary  Root  followed  the  president 
after    another    selection    by    the    band. 
:  He  spoke  as  follows: 

]      Not    to    promote    war.    but    to    preserve 
peace  by  Intelligent  and  adequate  prepar- 
ation to  repel  aggression,   this  institution 
!  is    founded.      It    Is    a   growth    and    not    a 
j  new  departure.     It  is  a  natural  and  ncc- 
e.ssary    development    of    the    views    with 
I  which    Gen.    Grant    established    the    artil- 
j  lery    school    at     Fortress     Monroe,     Gen. 
I  Sherman     establlslied     the    infantry     and 
j  cavalry  school  at   Fort   Leavenworth  and 
Gen.    Sheridan    established    the    school    of 
application  for  cavalry  and  light  artillery 
at  Fort  Riley.     Following  the  same  policy 
I  an    engineer's    school    of    application,     a 
i  school  of  submarine  defence,  and  an  army 
I  medical     school,     were    afterward    estab- 
I  llshed.      All    of    these    Institutions    were 

g radically  suspended  during  the  war  with 
pain  and  in  the  Philippines.  When  the 
I  time  came  for  their  re-establlshment.  it 
I  had  become  evident  that  not  merely  res- 
toration, but  an  advance  and  enlargement 
of  military  education  were  demanded  by 
I  the  enlargement  of  our  army,  the  advance 
I  and  greater  complexity  of  military 
i  science,  the  Increased  proportion  of  offi- 
cers who  had  not  the  benefit  of  a  West 
Point  education,  and  the  wider  range  of 
military  problems  which  the  possibilities 
of  our  national  growth  force  upon  our 
attention.  The  growth  of  separate  Insti- 
tutions had  reached  a  point  where  their 
efficiency  could  be  Increased  and  the 
results  of  their  work  could  be  utilized 
best  by  bringing  them  into  relation  as 
parts  of  a  general  system  of  military  ed- 
ucatlor  under  the  inspection  and  supervi- 
sion of  a  single  co-ordinating  and  con- 
trolling body,  and  by  supplementing  their 
work  with  a  post  graduate  course  which 
should  carry  their  best  men  onward  along 
the  lines  of  research  and  of  thought  by 
which  experience  and  theory  combine  to 
the  making  of  skilful  commanders  of 
armies. 

Such  a  system  the  army  Is  now  putting 
In  force  as  rapidly  as  possible.  The  con- 
trolling and  directing  body  is  the  war 
college  board,  consisting  of  five  officers 
of  rank  specially  detailed,  and  the  chief 
of  engineers,  the  chief  of  artillery,  the 
superintendent  of  the  West  Point  acad- 
emy and  the  commandant  of  the  I.,eav- 
enworth  school,  all  under  the  presidency 
of  that  gallant,  experienced  and  able  sol-  1 
dier.  Major  General  Samuel  M.  B.  ] 
Young.  I'nder  their  direction  the  school 
at  Fort  Leavenworth  has  been  re-estab- 
lished and  re-organized  as  a  general  ser- 
vice and  staff  college,  with  the  school 
at  Fort  Riley  as  .an  accessory  school  of 
application.  The  special  service  school.* 
have  been  re-established.  .\  system  of 
schools  has  been  established  at  the  prin- 
cipal posts  and  is  being  extended  to  all 
the  considerable  ijosts  of  the  country, 
under  which  a  compulsory  course,  fol- 
lowing a  prescribed  curriculum.  Is  re- 
(juired  from  all  junior  officers.  It  Is  the 
design  of  the  board,  already  provided  by 
general    orders,    that    the   best    men    from 

■  the  post  schools  shall  be  graded  up  to 
:  the  Leavenworth  college  and  the  special 
i  service  schools  .shall  be  graded  up  to  the 

■  post  graduate  course  of  the  war  college. 
I  there  to  study  and  confer  upon  the  great 
!  problems  of  national  defence,  of  military 
'•  science  and  of  responsible  command.  The 
'  courses  of  instructions  in  all  the  schools 
'  in  all  the  stages  are  in  the  highest  degree 

practical  as  well  as  theoretical,  and  mil- 
Itarv  aptitude  tested  by  the  exerci.«e  of 
actual  command,  will  hold  a  leading  place 
In   the  determination  of  merit. 

To    the  men    thus    sifted    out    from    th  ? 
great  mass  of  officers  by  the  d' m  instra- 
tlon  of  superior  intelligearo  and  devotion 
to  the  profession,  the  commander-in-chief 
will  naturally  turn  for  details   lo  import- 
ant service  and  promotion  to  higher  rank. 
Membership  in  the  war  college  will  mean 
honor  and  opportunity.    In  its  confidential 
archives   will   be   garnered   the   results   of 
the    best    thought    of    the    rrmy,    and    In 
the    continuous   existence    of    the    institu- 
tion,   alwavs   changing   in    Itselements    as 
men    come'  and    go,    but    remaining    itself 
unchanged,    will    be    found    continuity    of 
knowledge    .of    thought    and    of    military 
pollcv  always  available   for   prnclical   use* 
under  the  supervision  of  the  general  staff, 
of  which  the  war  college  board  will  form 
a  part.     It  is  a  common  observation,   anl 
i  a   true   one    that    practk-«i?    qualities    In    a 
soldier  are  more  Important  than  a  knowl- 
edge of  theory   but   this   truth    has  otten 
been   made    the   excuse   of   Indolence   and 
Indifference,    which,    except    In    rare    an  1 
gifted   Individuals,   destroy   practical    ef  l- 
ciency.     It  is  also  true  that,  other  things 
being    equal,    the    officer    who    keeps    his 
I  mind    alert    bv    intellectual    exercise,    and 
who    svstematically    studies    the    reasons 
of   action,    and    the    materials   and    condi- 
1  tlons  and  difficulties   with   which   he  may 
'  have    to   deal    will   be    the   stronger    prac- 
I  tical    man    and    the    better    soldier.      I'he 
i  same    considerations    which    have    led    in- 
dividual enterprise  to  build  up  the  great 
universities     and    technical     schools,      to 
which   the   graduates   of  our  .'jchools   anl 
colleges    re.sort    to    perfect    themselves    In 
'  everv   profession   and   In   every   branch   of 
'  applied    .science,    apply    with    equal    force 
'  to  education  In  the  science  of  war.     It  i- 
fitting  that  our  government  shou'.d  pro' It 
'  by  the   lesson  which   all   its   citizen^   have 
learned,  that  for  success  in  any   husln  s- 
the  evolution  from  the  simple  to  the  com- 
plex   must    be    accompanied    by    a     more 
I>erfect    system,   a   more   careful    select'on 
of  agents",   and  a  broader  tratning  of  th»

No  l>etter  illustration  of  the  nece-sity 
of  such  an  Institution  as  tliis.  and  of  a 
general  staff  to  make  Its  work  effective 
can  be  found  than  In  the  fate  which  be- 
fell the  work  of  a  soldier  to  whose  mem- 
ory I  wish  to  pav  honor  today— Brevet 
Major  General  Emory  T'nton.  colonel  if 
the  Fourth  artillery.  Graduated  fr.tu 
West  Point  in  the  year  1860  he  became, 
while  almost  a  bov,  one  of  t!ie  most  dis- 
tinguished officers  of  the  Civil  war.  He 
commanded  succe.sslvely  a  battery  of  ar- 
tillerv.  a  regiment  of  Infanir-*-.  a  brigad':» 
of  in'fantrv.  a  brigade  of  artillery  and  a 
division  of  cavalry.  Constantly  In  the 
field,  he  exhibited  in  <'ani-i  and  march 
and  in  scores  of  battles  dauntless  and 
brilliant  cournge.  strict  pnd  successful 
di«cinlin«.  :nd  tl""  hichest  ounlit'e-  of 
commp"'!.  Prrf.  Sllchie.  revered  author- 
Itv.  said  of  him: 
"No  cnc  can  read  the  story  of  ids  bril- 


liant   career   without   concluding   that    he 
'  had  a  real  genius  for  war,  together  with  ' 
i  all    the    theoretical    and    practical    know-  \ 
•  ledge  which  anyone  could  acquire  in  re-  < 

gard   to  it.     He  was  the  equal  If  not  the 
;  superior   of   Hoche,    Desalx   or    Skobeleff.  i 
I  in  all   the   military   accomplishments   and 
virtues,  and  up  to  the  time  when  he  was 
disabled  by  the  disease  which  caused  his  I 
death,   he  was,   all  things  considered,   the 
most  accomplished  soldier  in  our  service. 
His  life  was  pure  and  upright,  his  bear- 
ing  chivalric    and    commanding,    his   con- 
duct   modest    and    unassuming,    and    his 
character     absolutely      without      blemish.  \ 
History  cannot  furnish  a  brighter  exam- 
ple of  unselfish  patrioli.sm,  or  of  ambition 
unsullied    by    an    ignoble    thought    or    an 
unworthy    deed." 

After  the  close  of  the  civil  war  he  ad- 
dresj^d  himself  to  the  task  of  interpret- 
ing the  lesions  of  that  war  to   his  coun- 
trymen for   the  Improvement  of  our  mil- 
system.     Of  his  own  motion  he  de-  \ 
i  vised    a    new    system    of    tactics,    which, 
being    capable    of    adoption    by    a    simple  \ 
military   order,   was   adopted   and   revolu- 
tionized   the    tactics    of    the    army.      On 
the  recommendation  of  General  Sherman 
he   was  sent  around   the  world   with   two  | 
associate  officers  to  study  the  armies  of  | 
Europe    and    Asia,    and    upon    his    return  j 
he  made  a  report  which  gave  the  results 
of    all    his    accumulated    experience    and 
ob.servatlon.     He   recomirtended   the   three 
battalion  formation  in  cavalry  and  infan-  ; 
try    regiments.      He    recommended    Inter-  | 
changeable   service   in   staff  and    line,    as  I 
against  the  permanent  staff  department,  j 
He  recommended  examination   as   a   con-  1 
dltlon    to    promotion.      He    recommended  j 
the  establishment  of  a  general  staff  and  | 
he  recommended  the  general  and  system-  1 
atlc  extension  of  military  education.     Hi.<  1 
recommendations     had    behind    them    all 
the  prestige  of  his  brilliant  military  car- 
eer.    They  had  the  advocacy  and  support 
of  the  great  soldier  wlio  then  commanded 
the    American    armies— General    Sherman. 
They    embodied    the    practical    lessons    of 
the  civil  war,  and  the  results  of  military 
science    throughout    the    world.      Yet    his 
was    as    tlie    voice    of    one    crying   in    the 
wilderness.    The  government  did  not  even 
print    his    report,    but    with    those    of    his 
associates  it  was  filed  in  manuscript  and 
forgotten    among    the    millions    of    docu- 
ments In  the  archives  of  the  war  depart- 
ment.   General  Upton  sub.^equently  print- 
ed  the   report   himself   for   the   benefit  of 
the    public    through    a    private    puV>lislier. 
A   copy   may  now   and   then   be   found   at 
a  second-hand  book   store.     More  than   a 
quarter  of  a  century  later  and  long  after 
death   had   ended   the   restless   striving  of 
that    far-seeing    intelligence,     other    men 
working    out     the    same     problems     with 
which    he    dealt,     found    the    Siinlty    and 
wisdom  of  his  conclusions  and  gave  them 
effect.      Were    l^pton    living    today,    still 
upon  the  active  list  of  the  army,  he  would 
see  all  of  the  great  reforms  for  which  he 
contended     substantially     secured.       The

and  has  passed  away,  and  he  and  his 
work  have  been  forgotten.  The  helpless- 
ness of  the  single  individual  who  seeks  to 
improve  a  system  has  settled  Into  hope- 
lessness. The  wisdom  ac<iuired  in  each 
officer's  experience  has  been  burled  with 
him.  Only  an  ln.stitution  perpetual,  but 
always  changing  in  its  individual  ele- 
ments, in  which  by  confeience  and  dis- 
cussion a  concensus  of  matured  opinion 
can  be  reached,  can  perpetuate  the  re- 
sults of  Individual  effort,  secure  contin- 
uity of  military  policy  and  command  for 
its  authorized,  conclusive  expressions  of 
military  judgment  upon  military  ques- 
tions, the  respect  and  effectiveness  to 
which  that  judgment  Is  entitled.  I  am 
sure  that  I  speak  truly  when  1  say  the 
presidents  and  congresses,  and  secre- 
taries of  war  invariably  desire  such  aid 
in  the  performance  of  their  duties ;  and 
tor  this  I  look  with  hope  and  confidence 
to  the  general  staff  of  the  army  and   its

body  of  someone  else  had  been  sub- 
stituted. Foster  said  he  received  sums' 
rangin.q:  from  $100  to  $600  from  Trepani.

SPEECH    BY    GEN.    YOUNG 
Maj.  Gen.  S.   M.   B.   Young,   president  I 
of  the  war  college,   then  delivered   the: 
following  address: 

It  is  said  by  one  of  the  most  careful 
writers  and  military  students  of  our 
Mother  Country  that  the  main  qualitie.ii 
which  characterize  the  American  soldier  | 
from  the  European  soldier  .ire  shrewd-  ! 
ness,  strength,  valor  and  personal  intel-  \ 
llgence.  The  natural  InitlatiAe  of  the ; 
American  and  the  general  fearlessness  I 
of  responsibility  are  as  conspicuous  j 
among  the  soldiers  as  In  the  nation  at  \ 
large.  I 

"When      we      contempulate  the  colossal  ' 
sacritic  of  human   life  in  the  Federal   and  | 
Confederate  armies  during  the  civil  war.  | 
on    the    altar    of   patriotism    and    love    of  | 
country,     for    principles    which,    although 
diametrically   oiiposed,   were   e(iu;illy  dear 
to    their    hearts,     we    are    profundly    im- 
pressed    with    the    inheritance    of    prand 
qualities    in     our     people     which        enable 
them    to    give    their    lives    a    willing    sac- 
rifice   for    their    country.      This    unselfish 
patriotism    displayed    by    the    soldiers    of 
the  world.    Neither  Northerner  nor  South- 
erner   considered    his    life    the    most    pre- 
cious of  earthly   possessions. 

"The    children    of    these    men    are       as 
much    as    may    be   to    become    the    beneli- 
ciarles    of    this    war    college    directly,    in- 
directly, or  remotely.     We  owe  it  to  them 
j  that  they  shall  have   fair  opportunity  for 
discipline  of  the  mind;  for  improving  and 
fostering    those    inherent    qualities    whicii 
I  gave  birth   to  our  nation;  which  giiardeti 
'  us  in  our  Infancy;   which  sustained   us  In 
j  childhood,  and  which  carried  us  to  where 
I  we  stand  toda.v,   the  leading  nation  of  th.> 
world.      We    owe    It    to    the    memory    01 
those  brave  puatriots  who  sacrific^ed  their 
!  lives  on  the  field  of  glory  that  we  might 
live    and    enjoy    the    governni'Mit     of    the 
most  beneficient  of  nations.     Rather  than 
.  a.'-sume  that  soldiers  are  consumed  by  an 
,  inordinate    and    bloodthirsty    ambition.    It 
is   better  to  believe   that  a  man   who   ha..; 
I  been   brought   up   from   his   youth    to   ren- 
der  loya]   obedience    is    less    likely    to   run 
'  counter     to     constituted     authority     tliHi. 
j  one   who   has   not.     Our   armie.s   In    Cu^a. 
in     Porto    Rico    and     in     the     Philippines 
turned   over   their  conquests   to   civil   offi- 
c-ers  as  soon   as  war   had  ceased. 

"The  solid  foundation  of  the  unselfish 
patriotism  of  the  American  soldier  Is 
his  great  pride  in  the  manhood  of  his 
race. 
"Having  gained  this  prominence  among 
:  nations,  we  must  be  diligent  and  vigi- 
lant to  maintain  this  supremacy  by  a 
studious,  righteous  and  ju^t  system  of 
rational  administration  and  International 
rel.'itions. 

"In  all  nations  war  Is  tlie  instrument 
of  diplomacy;  in  our  country  the  soldier 
is  the  servant  of  the  state.  There  Is. 
then,  a  logical  reason  for  this  institution 
f<ir  tlie  laying  of  wliose  corner  stone  we 
are  n-^.  mbled  here  today  under  the  sha- 
d')W    of    the    cauitol    of   our    country. 

"The  art  of  war  is  difficult.  To  apply 
strategic  principles  correctly  the  com- 
■  mander  must  be  able  to  accommodate 
strategy  to  political  exigencies.  He  must 
have  a  clear  knowledge  of  men  as  well 
as  of  questions  of  supplies  and  transpor- 
•  tation  in  all  their  numeroU'<  branches; 
;  of  sanitation,  and  of  every  detail  con- 
cerning the  moral  and  physical  well-be- 
ing of  his  troops.  But  as  it  is  impossible 
for  a  commander  to  personally  superin- 
tend all  the  details  necessary  to  the 
thorough  preparation  of  an  army  for  ef- 
ficient field  operations,  he  must  be  sur- 
rounded bv  an  efficient  .staff— a  body  of 
trained  officers,  who  have  studied  and 
I  worked  out  to  a  successful  solution  all 
problems  in  these  questions,  and  who 
;  realizes  the  enormous  respon.sibilities  that 
rest  on  the  commander  who  has  in  his 
keening  not  only  the  lives  of  the  patriotic 
soldiers,  but  the  honor  and  life  of  his 
government.  The  fate  of  a  battle  mav 
sometimes  depend  on  a  matter  that  would 
appear  of  small  Importance  to  the  unedu- 
cated soldier.  Knowledge  gained  by 
stiid.v.  or  born  of  experience,  or  that 
which  is  better— study  and  experience- 
is  essential  In  preparation  for  war.  The 
best  means  to  avert  war  is  to  be  fully 
prepared  for  it.  When  war  is  inevitable  the 
i  it  should  be  made  quick,  and  the  conte.st  the 
should  be  made  as  short,  sharp  and  de- 
cisive as  the  full  power  of  our  govern- 
ment and  the  best  ability  of  our  coun- 
try could  make  it.  It  is  the  duty  of  the 
war  college  board  to  carry  out  the  in- 
tentions and  purposes  of  our  honored 
commander  in  chief  and  his  most  worthv 
secretary  of  war.  lo  .see  to  it  that  the

Washington,  Feb.  23.— (Special  to 
Tae  Herald.)— During  the  last  autumn 
and  winter  the  Bisbee  copper  district  in 
Arizona,  has  been  scientifically  studied 
hy  the  United  States  geological  sur- 
vey. The  district  was  geologically 
mapped  and  a  detailed  study  made  of 
the  occurrence  of  the  copper  ores,  with 
I  particular  reference  to  their  geologic 
relations  and  origin.

G.  E.  Pickard.  of  Two  Iluibors, 
formerly  of  Duluth,  has  recently  writ- 
ten for  publication  in  one  of  the  re- 
ligious papers  an  appeal  for  the  better- 
ment i>r  the  moral  conditions  surround- 
ing the 

Minnesota  pine  woods.  His  article  is, 
being  reproduced  in  some  of  the  leading: 
Ivniber  journals.    He  says  in  part: 

'"Within  tWi'nty  miles  north  and  west 
o>3t  Two  Harbors  there  are  not  less  than 
6000  lumbermen  living  in  camps  in  our 
pihe  forests.  There  are  many  well  or- 
gtktii^cd  plans  to  get  from  these  men 
thei!  hard  earned  money  and,  in  getting 
It,  to  degrade  them,  but  almost  nothing 
1^  aiit'nipted  to  elevate  or  to  protect 
t^em  from  tlie  enemies  of  society  who 
live  by  lleei  ing  the  lumber  jack. 

'  'The  lives  of  these  men  are  the  most 
monotonous.  During  the  hours  that 
they  are  at  work,  from  100  to  200  of 
them  live  togpthi-r  in  a  sleeping  shanty. 
If  our  farmers  should  keep  tfo  much 
iivostock  together  in  such  a  place  the 
Humane  society  would  proseiaite  them 
for  cruelty  to  animals,  but  because 
these  men  are  only  lumber  jacks,  nc 
one  seems  to  attempt  anything  to  bet-j 
ter  their  condition.  The  shanty  is  a ! 
low  building,  with  long  rows  of  bunKs  , 
or  stalls  on  each  side,  one  above  the, 
other.  These  are  very  narrow,  w  ith  j 
only  a  few  feet  between  the  upper  and  I 
the  lower  bunk,  and  the  upper  bunk  | 
and  the  roof.  Two  men  .sleep  m  eac'n. ' 
There  is  a  long  aisle  in  the  center  run-j 
nbig  the  whole  length  of  the  shanty.! 
In  this  there  is  a  stove  around  w  hich ! 
several  hundred  pair  of  socks  hang.  All  \ 
the  men  smoke.  I  have  been  trying  for; 
months  to  get  a  picture  of  the  men  in ! 


I  1  (Jo  not  wonder  that  the  men  go  to 
I  town  for  a  change.  But  where  can 
I  thty  go  in  town?  The  towns  to  which 
I  liiey  go  from  this  part  of  the  country 
I  are  Two  Harbors  and  Duluth.  In  these 
i  two  towns,  the  only  places  in  which 
they  arc  made  welcome  are  the  saloons 
and  the  dives. 

"It  is  true  that  there  is  the  Young 
Men's  Christian  association  in  both 
towns,  but  these  men  are  not  Chris- 
tians, and  they  do  not  lind  a  place  that 
thpv  can  be  at  ease.  In  Duluth  there 
is  the  Ht»thel,  whirh  tries  to  reaih  the 
lumberman,  but  it  does  not  meet  his 
dc;nands  nmch  better  than  the  V.  AI.  C. 
A.,  whi<h  is  largely  a  club  of  Christian 
young  men,  and  that  is,  no  doubt,  as  | 
it  should  be. 

"The  saIoon.'5  depend  on  the  lumber-  ' 
man  for  their  harvest.    They  watch  for ! 
him    and    give    him    a    free    drink    and 
lunch  "after  his  long  walk."     If  the  re-  ! 
ports    of    the    lumbermen    are    correct,  i 
Ihey   are   often    drugged,    so   that     one; 
drink   'paralyzes'   them.     Sometimes  he' 
is  put  to  bed  drunk,  and  several  empty ! 
champagne  bottles  are  placed     on     the! 
table  of  his  room.    In  the  morning  he  Isj 
told  that  he  ordered  them  and  'treated 
all  hands.'     He  is  compelled  to  pay  for] 
them,  and  sometimes  is  made  lo  believe;

The  United  States  geological  survey 
has  recently  issued  a  special  topo- 
graphic map  of  the  Bisbee  copper-min- 
ing district,  Arizona,  from  surveys 
which  were  completed  in  ly02.  The  map 
Is  drawn  on  a  scale  of  1  to  12.0t)0.  or 
about  5>^  inches  to  the  mile.  The  re- 
gions south  and  southfaat  of  the  min- 
ing town  are  repreesnted,  together  with 
the  locMtons  of  nil  tin-  lea<iing  mines 
and  wen  the  small  "pt'<)spect«. 

The  topography  is  indicated  with 
great  clearness  and  detail  by  contour 
lines  drawn  at  intervals  of  twenty  feet, 
which  .show  not  only  the  heights  of  all 
parts  of  the  region,  but  also  the  steei>- 
ius§  of  slopes  and  the  .shapes  of  hais 
and  valleys.  The  map  should  be  of  ton- 
siderable  value  to  those  interested  in 
the  development  of  the  region.

The  linited  States  geological  survey 
has  recently  mapped  the  topographic 
and  other  features  of  the  noted  lumber 
region  in  the  vicinity  of  Wausau,  Wis. 
The  map  is  composed  of  two  sheets, 
known  a.s  the  VVausfiu  and  the  Mara- 
thon special  maps.  On  the  former  ap-| 
pears  a  portion  of  the  Wisconsin  Kiver 
valley,  and  al-so  the  towns  of  Merrill, 
Wausati.  and  Moslnee.  where  are  locat- 
ed large  lumber-milling  Interests;  and 
on  the  latter  sheet  the  country  for  ten 
or  twelve  miles  stirrounding  Marathon 
is  represented. 

The  maps  are  of  unusual  accuracy, 
giving  not  only  the  usual  details  of 
boundaries,  draiBia^e.  railroads,  etc., 
but  also  the  highwavs  and  even  the 
locations  of  dwellihgj  in  the  country 
districts.

Race  With  Feather- 
less  Breeds. 

Chicago.  Feb.  23.— While  the  department 
of  agiiculture  in  Washington  Is  trying  to 
develop  a  breed  of  featherle.s.s  chickens, 
Chicagf^  poultry  raisers  are  striving  to 
produce  chickens  with  hair  instead  of 
feathers,  and  to  improve  on  tho.se  devel- 
oped by  Dr.  William  R.  Black,  of  Bolivar, 
O. 

Miller  Purvis,  an  authority  on  henology, 
whose  challenge  to  Australia  led  to  the 
shipping  of  American  chickens  to  that 
Island  to  engage  in  an  egg-laying  contest. 
Is  experimenting  in  warmly  clad  chickens 
and  believes  the  breed  will  become  one  of 
the  greatest   egg  producers   known. 

The  fowls  produced  by  Dr.  Black  are 
called  Klondike  chickens,  and  the  doctor 
says  they  are  warmly  enough  thatched  to 
stand  anj'  amount  of  cold  and  go  right  on 
laying  eggs.  He  believes  that  an  Eirctic 
explorer,  supplied  with  ,a  dozen  of  his 
hens,  can  travel  all  over  the  frigid  regions 
and  have  fresh  laid  eggs  and  broilei"s 
through   all   the   journey. 

The  doctors  chickens  cannot  fly.  Their 
feathers  are  soft  and  downy,  like  hair. 
It  is  claimed  for  them  that  they  have 
most  of  the  good  points  of  the  common 
variety  of  chickens  and  none  of  their 
faults.  The  down  is  said  to  be  s<jfter  and 
whiter  than  eiderdown,  and  will  be  ex- 
tremely valuable  In  the  commercial  world. 

In  the  meantime  Secretary  Wilson  is 
trying  to  produce  a  featherless  race  of 
chickens  for  the  warmer  parts  of  the 
I'nited  States.  It  haj?  been  discovered 
that  the  tiae  of  molting  can  be  reduced 
from  100  days  to  less  than  one  month,  and, 
in  time,  done  away  with  entirely,  because 
hens   will    have    no    feathers    to   molt.

The   proposed  bill   in   the   Minnesota 
state    legislature,    which    has    for    its 
object    the    prevention    of    forest    fires, 
has    aroused    a    storm     of     discussion 
among    the    lumbermen    and    their    in- 
terests all  over  the  state.

They  say 
that  the  smaller  contractors  would  be- 
driven   out   of   the   business   if  such   a 
law  were  enforced. 
There  is  to  be  agitated  in  the  state 
another    proposition    which    has    the 
some    end    in    view,    and    which,    it    13 
cl?imed,  would  work  belter  and  at  fai 
ie?s  expense  than  clearing  up  by  the 
lumbermen.    The  idea  is  to  induce  the 
raising  of  Angora  goats  in  the  distrlcta 
which  are  being  cleared  up.    The  idea 
of  raising  goats  to  clear  new  land  is 
not   a    new    one    in    this   part    of    the 
country;    in    fact,    the    project    is    now 
being    successfully    tried    in    part?    of 
the    northern     portion    of     Minnesota. 
The  idea  of  having  the  goats  to- clear 
up  refuse  which  offers  danger  to  forest 
fires  is  said  to  have  been  suggested  by 
a  lumberman  in  'Washington,  who  says 
that  he  has  observed  that  in  the  timber 
lands  of  Oregon,  wherever  the  Angora 
goats  have  been  allowed   to  graze  on

THE  STRIKE  COMMISSION. 

There  is  naturally  a  great  deal  of  interest  manifested 
by  all  in  the  coming  report  of  the  coal  strike  commis- 
sion, which  heard  the  extended  testij^iony  of  strikers 
and  operators  concerning  the  recent  strike  of  the  an- 
thracite miners.  The  members  of  the  commission  hold 
out  but  little  encouragement  for  an  early  report  as  they 
realize  that  they  have  a  vast  undertaking  before  them. 
A  tremendous  mass  of  testimony  was  taken,  covering 
over  10,000  pages  of  typewritten  niatter,  and  to  go 
through  it,  is  no  small  task.  The  commission  will  do 
two  things.  It  will  fix  the  scale  of  wages  to  prevail  on 
and  after  Nov.  I  last,  when  the  men  returned  to  the 
mines  after  their  long  strike.  The  commission  will  also 
determine  the  number  of  hours  the  miners  shall  work 
each  day.  Both  sides  have  pledged  themselves  to  abide 
by  the  decision  on  these  two  points,  which  were  the 
main  causes  for  the  strike.  Several  millions  of  dollars 
hinge  on  the  award  in  the  first  case.  It  seems  to  be  the 
opinion  that  the  commission  will  decide-  that  the  men 
are  entitled  to  some  advance  in  pay.  The  sum  total  will 
make  a  pretty  penny,  that  the  operators  will  have  to 
pay. 

The  commision  will  also  make  some  important  rec- 
ommendations to  the  president  which  will  probably  be 
the  basis  for  legislation  on  the  subject.  The  whole  gen- 
eral history  of  the  diiTerences  between  the  miners  and 
the  operators,  together  with  the  methods  of  business  of 
both  sides,  will  be  gone  thoroughly  into.     The  commis-

THE  FEDERAL  PENAL  CODE.

Th€  old  question  of  how  to  secure  for  Duluth  xner- 1  although  it  has  not  attracted  scarcely  passing 
chants  the  trade  of  the  woodsmen  has  come  to  the  front 
agam,  the  time  being  near  at  hand  when  the  lumbermen 
will  be  returning  from  the  woods  with  time-checks  for 
their  season's  wages,  and  prepared  to  purchase  clothing 
and  other  furnishings.  Last  year  large  inroads  were 
made  into  this  trade  which  should  come  to  Duluth  by 
the  merchants  of  St.  Paul.  Minneapolis,  Stillwater  and 
other  cities  in  the  southern  part  of  the  state.  It  is  de- 
sired to  prevent  this  happening  this  spring,  but  how  to 
accomplish  the  desired  result  is  a  pro"bfem  that  has  not 
yet  been  solved.  One  plan  which  has  been  proposed  is 
to  keep  the  clothing  stores  open  until  9  o'clock  at  night 
from  March  15  to  April  15,  the  period  when  the  rush  of 
the  returning  woodsmen  is  on.  Then  the  woodsman 
who  arrived  here  on  the  evening  train  would  be  able  to 
cash  his  time  check  at  one  of  the  clothing  stores  and 
make  his  purchases,  instead  of  being  forced  to  go  to  a 
Bowery  saloon  to  get  it  cashed  or  go  on  to  the  Twin 
Cities.  This  plan  might  work  well,  and  it  certainly  is 
worthy  of  a  trial. 

It  appear.^  to  The  Herald  that  tliTs  question  might 
well  be  taken  up  for  consideration  by  tne  Commercial 
club  and  th.e  clothing  merchants  together  in  order  that 
some  feasible  plan  may  be  devised  to  secured  this  valu- 
able trade  for  Duluth.  There  is  no  good  reason  why  any 
of  the  woodsmen's  trade  should  be  permitted  to  go  to 
the  Twin  Cities.  The  Commercial  club  was  established 
for  the  promotion  of  Duluth's  business  interests  and  it 
should  take  hold  of  this  matter  and  aid  the  clothing  mer- 
chants to  hold  the  trade  here.

THE  ARMY  GENERAL  STAFF. 

Gen.  Miles  will  have  nothing  to  do  with  organizing 
and  putting  into  operatii»n  the  new  general  staff  of  the 
army,  under  the  law  just  passed  by  congress.  This  is 
because  it  does  not  become  operative  until  .'Vug.  15,  and 
Gen.  Miles  will  go  on  the  retired  list  on  Aug.  7.  This 
provision  of  the  new  law  was  inserted  simply  for  this 
reason.  Gen.  Miles  has  been  a  vigorous  and  consistent 
opponent  of  the  new  scheme  and  it  was  through  defer- 
ence to  him  that  the  time  was  fixed  after  he  would  be 
out  of  active  service  and  would  in  no  way  be  affected  by 
the  measure. 

There  are  certain  big  projects  pending  at  the  war  de- 
partment which  will  be  turned  over  to  officers  who  will 
later  be  appointed  on  the  general  staff,  but  who,  in  the 
meantime,  will  carry  on  work  as  though  the  ^taflf  were 
already  organized.     It  is  a  foregone  conclusion  that  the 
chief  of  staff  will   be   Maj.   Gen.    Samuel    B.   M.   Young, 
who  is  on  the  state  to  succeed  Gen.   Miles  as  the  next 
lieutenant  general.     Gen.   Young  is  now  at  the  head  of 
the  war  college,  which  is  one  of  the. pet  hobbies  of  Sec- 
retary-  Root.     He  is  the  coming  man  of  the  army,  and 
will  remain  at  the  top  until  Ins  retirement,  vvlien  he  will 
be  succeeded  in  command  by  Maj.  Gen.  Adna  R.  Chaf- 
fee.    The   balance   of  the   general   staff   corps   is   to   be 
made   up   of  two  other  general   officers,  not  below  the 
grade  -(f  brigadier  general;  four  colonels,  six  lieutenant 
colonels  and  twelve  majors  and  twenty  captains.    There 
is  no  end  of  speculation  as  to  who  v/i!l  be  picked  for 
these    choice   assignments,    for   although    they    will    last 
but  four  years,  they  will  undoubtedly  be  the  plums  of 
the  service.     The  men  on  the  general  staff'  will  outline 
the  general  policies  of  the  army;  they  will  have  charge 
of  the   annual   drills  and  practice  work,  draw  plans  for 
the  maneuvers  and  war  games,  and  act  as  general  ref- 
eree on  all  subjects  affecting  more  than  one  branch  of 
the  service.    At  the  present  time  the  following  men  are 
on  the  list  of  major  generals,  and  with  one  or  two  ex- 
ceptions will  be  eligible  fur  appointment  on  the  general 
staff':      Chaffee,   Mac.Arthur,    Hughes,   Bates   and   Davi.-'; 
brigadier    generals.    Wade,      Sumner,      Wood,      Randall, 
Kobi>e.  Grant,   Bell.  Funston.  Baldwin,  Wint.  Lee,  Car- 
ter, Bliss  and  Sanger.     Several  of  these,  including  Mai. 
Gen.  Hughes,  are  to  be  retired  before  August,  and  there- 
fore cannot  be  considered  as  candidates  for  the  two  po- 
sitions on  the  general  staff  that  are  to  go  to  general  of- 
ficers.    There  is  considerable  gossip  about  the  war  de- 
partment that  Gen.  Carter  is  to  go  on  the  staff,  notwith- 
standing the  announcement  that  he  is  soon  to  be  sent  to 
the  Philippines.     Gen.  Carter  was  Secretary  Root's  right 
hand  in  the  drafting  of  the  bill  and  in  getting  it  through 
congress.     He  is  now  on  duty  at  the  war  college,  and 
probably    knows    Secretary    Root's    ideas   regarding    the 
execution  of  the  lav/  better  than  anj-  other  officer. 

There  is  now  nothing  in  the  way  of  the  promoter.^  of 
the  new  schemes  for  the  army  to  prevent  giving  tl^em  a 
thorough  trial  and  their  success  or  failure  will  rest  en- 
tirely with  them.  With  a  law  to  their  liking,  Gen,  iNliles 
practicallj'  out  of  the  way,  and  the  solid  support  of  the 
administration,  they  are  free  to  go  ahead  with  their 
plans  as  they  see  fit.

should  receive  the  support  of  the  entire  body.  It  is  a 
bill  for  the  revision  of  the  penal  code  of  the  United 
States  and  to  make  it  sufficiently  up-to-date  that  many 
rascals  who  now  escape  on  technicalities  will  be  pun- 
ished for  their  misdeeds.  At  present  there  exists  much 
confusion  and  incongruity  in  the  federal  criminal  laws, 
much  of  it  due  to  lack  of  deliniteness  in  determining 
jurisdiction,  as  well  as  to  varied  inconsistencies. 

The  new  bill  contains  many  new  and  important  laws 
and  harmonizes  existing  laws  and  brings  into  e.xistence 
a  comprehensive,  symmetrical  and  consistent  code, 
which,  m  the  adjustment  of  penalties  lor  the  prevention 
of  crime,'  will  be  abreast  of  the  times.  Great  care  has 
been  exercised  in  the  consideration  of  the  code,  which 
reveals  many  interesting  features,  and  deals  with  of- 
fenses against  the  existence  of  the  government,  such  as 
treason,  inciting  or  engaging  in  rebe!li()n  or  insurrec- 
tion, criminal  correspondence  with  foreign  govern- 
menst,  seditious  conspiracies  and  the  recruiting  of  sol- 
diers or  sailors  to  serve  against  the  United  States.  Se- 
vere penalties  will  be  imposed  upon  anyone  creating 
dissatisfaction  or  insubordination  in  the  military  or  nav- 
al forces  of  the  United  States,  or  causing  any  soldier 
to  desert.  It  contains  a  provision  for  the  punishment 
and  for  the  protection  of  the  president,  the  vice  presi- 
dent or  any  officer  upon  whom  the  presidencj'  may  de- 
volve; any  person  attempting  to  kill  the  president  or 
any  chief  magistrate  of  any  foreign  country  will  suffer 
death.  Any  person  aiding,  abetting  or  conspiring  to  kill 
the  president  will  be  imprisoned  not  e.vceeding  twenty 
years. 

Another  feature  of  the  bill  is  directed  against  per- 
sons injuring,  or  conspiring  to  injure,  persons  in  the  ex- 
ercise of  civil  rights,  or  of  the  elective  franchise  on  ac- 
count of  color,  or  otherwise,  and  intimidating  voters  in 
any  manner.  A  chapter  is  devoted  to  offense?  against 
the  operations  of  the  government,  such  as  forging  pub- 
lic recortis,  making  false  claims,  embezzling  arms  or 
stores,  bribery  of  federal  official^,  injuring  fortificatiotjs 
or  telegraph  lines,  timber  depredations  on  reserved  land 
and  robbery  or  larceny  of  government  property.  All  of- 
fenses against  public  justice,  such  as  perjury,  stealing, 
altering,  destroying,  forging  processes  or  public  rec- 
ords, fabricating  evidences,  intimidating,  bribing  or  re- 
ceiving witnesses  or  jurors;  rescuing  prisoners  at  execu- 
tion or  from  the  penitentiary,  or  obstructing  any 
process  of  law.  are  strongly  denounced,  subject  to  pen- 
alties similar  to  th.ose  prevailing  for  like  offenses  in 
the  states.  Where  formerly  a  penalty  for  some  of  these 
offenses  was  death,  this  bill  reduces  it  to  imprisonment 
for  life.  A  very  comprehensive  chapter  prescribes  pen- 
alties for  all  offen.->es  against  the  currency  and  coinage 
of  the  United  States.  Depositing  obscene  literature 
with  any  express  company  or  common  carrier  is  pun- 
ishable by  maximum  fine  of  $5000.  Counterfeiting  gov- 
ernment inspecti(m  marks  upon  cattle  or  carcases  or 
products  thereof  is  made  unlawful.  The  importation  of 
adulterated  food  or  liquor  is  punishable  by  a  maximum 
fine  of  $1000  or  imprisonment  for  one  year.  Curiously 
enough,  twenty  sections  are  devoted  to  t'le  slave  trade. 
These  provisions  are  practically  directed  against  bring- 
ing illiterate  girls  or  Chinese  and  Japanese  women  into 
this  country  to  be  sold  for  immoral  purposes. 

All  these  provisions  are  absolutely  needed  and  with

Washington,  Feb.  23.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— The  manner  in  which  Senator 
Morgan,  of  Alabama,  has  carried  on 
his  fight  against  the  Panama  proposi- 
tion and  In  favor  of  the  Nicaragua 
route,  is  a  pathetic  illvistration  of  the 
vigor  r.nd  energy  sometimes  shown  by 
an  old  man  in  the  United  States  senate. 
It  is  now  nearly  thirty  years  since  Mr. 
Morgan  began  to  advocate  the  con- 
struction of  a  canal  across  Nicaragua 
by  the  United  States.  Since  he  began 
his  propaganda  millions  of  dollars  have 
been  expended  by  private  individual? 
and  corporations  in  the  preliminary 
worJ;  of  the  construction  of  a  canal 
from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific  through 
the  Nicaragua  route.  At  various  times 
during  that  period  it  has  seemed  prob- 
able that  this  particular  plan  would  be 
endorsed  by  the  federal  government. 
But  at  last  the  French  company  own- 
ing the  rights  and'  franchises  for  a 
canal  in  the  republtti  of  Columbia  made 
such  a  proposition  that  it  w'as  deemed 
most  expedient  to '  take  up  the  work 
inaugurated  by  De  Lesseps  and  carry  it 
to  completion.  Aftel'  the  United  States 
had  once   been  coirfmitted  to   this  pro-

The     house    of    representatives    has 
again  demonstrated  its  faith  in  Elliott 
Woods,  the  superintendent  of  the  capi- 
tol,  who  Is  the  official  architect  of  con- 
gress.    "Uncle"  Joe  Cannon,  soon  to  be 
elected  speaker,  who  Is  not  given  to  ad- 
vocating extravagant  appropriations,  is 
the    father   of   the   plan    to   adopt    Mr. 
Woods'  idea  for  the  erection  of  a  great 
office  building  for  the  use  of  members 
I  of  the  house  of  representatives,  and  to 
be    connected    with    the    capitol    proper 
by  a  subway.     Upon  Mr.  Cannon's  mo- 
tion the  house  adopted  an  amendment 
to  the   sundry   civil   appropriation   bill, 
authorizii^  the  purrhuse  of  a  site  and 
the  expenditure  of  $3,100,000  in  the  erec- 
tion of  the  building  upon  plans  drawn 
'  up  by  Mr.  Woods.     It  is  proposed     to 
acquire  the      property  facing      Capitol 
park   on   the   south,    and   to   put    up   a 
modern,      convenient      office      building 
which  will  enable  members  to  attend  to 
the  affairs  of  their  districts  in  proper 
manner,  without      being      compelled  to 
pay  office  rent  out  of  their  private  pur- 
ses.   The  extent  to  which  members    are 
Hubjetced   to   this  expense   is   not   real- 
ized   outside    of   Washington,    and    few- 
people  even  here  realize  that  the  offices 
maintained  for  the  benefit  of  theh-  con- 
stituents by  nearly  100  representatives 
must  be  maintained  at  the  private  ex- 
pense of  the   member.     Some   of   these 
offices  cost  from  11000  to  $1200  a   year, 
in   addition   to   the  cost   of  clerks-  and 
stenographers  who  occupy  them.     The 
senate,    on    the    other    hand,    furnishes 
each  of  its  members  with  a  room.    The 
majority  of  the  senators  are  quartered 
in  what  is  known  as  the  senate  annex, 
j  a  six-story  building  to  the  north  of  the 
capitol  grounds,  which  was  erected  for 
I  a   hotel    some    hfteen    years   ago    by    a 
I  man  from  Baltimore.    The  hotel  was  a 
i  dismal   failure   from   the   outset.       The 
1  owner   of   the   property   found    that   he 
I  had  an  elephant  on  his  hands,  and  after  j 
a  great  deal  of  effort  he  succeeded  in 
unloading  it  upon  the  government  at  a 
comfortable  advance      on      its  original 
cost.     Soon  afterwards      it  was      found 
I  r»ecessary  to  practically  rebuild  the  in- 
!  terior  in  the  interests  of  safety.    Today 
I  it  is  a  miserable  substitute  for  a  real 
j  office   building,    inconveniently   located, 
badly  arranged   and   with  nothing   like 
!  modern  facilities  for  the  transaction  of 
j  business.     The  senate  will  undoubtedly 
I  endorse  the  action  of  the  house  in  pro- 
I  viding  the  means  for  the  erection  of  an 
1  otHce  building  for  the  popular  branch

Notable 
among  them  are  the  Washington  and 
Grant  relics.     There  are  collections  of 
nrecious  stones  and  specimens  of  tax- 
idermy unexcelled  In  any  museum  m 


the  world.  From  a  small,  insignificant 
collection  the  national  museum  has 
grown  year  by  year  until  it  bids  fair 
to  rival  the  British  museum  within  .i 
very  short  period.  So  crowded  is  the 
building  at  present,  however,  that  hun- 
dreds of  thousands  of  dollars'  worth  of 
material  is  packed  away  in  boxes  and 
is  ab.solutely  useless.  It  would  be  un- 
wise to  extend  the  present  building, 
because  it  is  constructed  of  material 
inflammable  to  the  highest  degree,  and 
consequently  the  effort  now  being 
made  to  provide  for  a  new  structure  is 
likely  to  be  successful,  if  not  by  the 
4th  of  March,  at  least  during  the  first 

session  of  the  next  congress,

Not  one  visitor  in  a  thousand  that 
comes  to  Washington  and  who  attends 
social  functions  has  any  idea  that  there 
is  employed  in  the  various  executive 
departments  a  vast  army  of  trained 
butlers,  footmen  and  waiters,  available 
at  all  times  to  aid  Washington  society 
in  entertaining  its  guests.  For  twenty 
years  past,  and  perhaps  for  a  longer 
period,  it  has  been  the  custom  for  retir- 
ing officials  such  as  cabinet  officers  to 
provide  their  house  servants  with 
places  in  the  federal  service.  Mr.  Sec- 
retary Blank's  coachman,  for  instance, 
is  made  a  messenger  in  the  depart- 
ment over  which  he  presided.  Mr.  Post- 
master General  Brown's  former  foot- 
man now  occupies  a  post  as  watchman 
in  the  postofTice  department,  while  the 
butler  of  Mr.  Attorney  General  Robin- 
son occupies  a  like  position  in  the  de- 
partment of  justice.  It  is  an  unwrit- 
ten law  that  these  former  house  ser- 
vants shall  not  be  disturbed  in  then- 
places  because  of  a  change  in  admin- 
istration, and  consequently 
between  300  and  400  men  of 
performing  service  in  minor 
in  the  executive  departments, 
men  have  their  names 
on  the  books  of  the 
caterers  of  W^ashington.  Whenever  a 
senator  or  cabinet  officer  or  anyone 
else  in  the  social  swim  desires  to  give  a 
rtinner  party  or  any  other  function  re- 
quiring the  services  of  extra  servant;., 
he  notifies  his  particular  caterer,  who 
sends  up  the  requisite  amount  of  soups 
and  terrapin  and  salads,  entrees,  roasts 
and  ices,  and  in  addition,  a  sufficient 
force  of  trained  men,  well  dressed  and 
dignified  in  appearance,  to  look  after 
the  service.  In  this  way  Washington 
society  is  furnished  with  a  force  of 
men  who  not  only  bear  the  stamp  of 
respectability,  but  who  thoroughly  un- 
derstand their  duties.  There  is  never 
a  dearth  of  such  employes,  and  during 
the  winter  season  no  man  who  has  had 
experience  as  a  house  servant  and  who 
has  the  recommendation  of  his  former 
employer  needs  to  be  without  employ- 
ment for  five  evenings  out  of  seven  of 
each  week.  Some  of  these  men,  the 
best  of  them,  earn  far  more  in  this 
manner  than  they  do  from  the  govern- 
ment. Their  hours  in  office  are  from 
9  to  4,  and  their  average  wages  are 
$60  a  month.  At  night,  between  the 
hours  of  8  and  1,  they  are  frequently 
paid  $10,  and  in  some  instances  as  high 
as  $20,  so  that  the  department  messen- 
ger with  a  good  record  as  a  house  ser- 
vant frequently  earns  at  least  during 
the  winter  as  much  or  more  than  th" 
chief  of  the  bureau  in  which  he  serves.

CONSTRUCTION 
OF  WARSHIPS 


Delay  In  Naval  Work  Is 
Explained  By  Secre- 
tary Moody. 

Washington,  Feb.  :3.— The  prosidf'nt  has 
Ixeii  in  correspondence  with  Secretary 
Moody  respecting  the  matter  of  delay  in 
the  construction  of  the  naval  ves.sels  and 
the  secretary  in  turn  has  called  upon 
the  chief  constructor  for  a  statement  of 
conditions  in  various  sliipbuiUlinji  y.«rdi* 
where  naval  work  is  going  on.  The  secre- 
tary has  submitted  a  letter  in  the  nature 
of  a  report  to  the  presldeiU  inhuding  with 
it  the  rhief  constructor's  repict.  On  the 
substance  these  letler^*  slirtw  that  "wtiile 
through  a  number  of  cause.-  llie  building 
of  warships  has  been  delayed  and  the 
dates  of  their  completion  have  beon  aiid 
will  be  considerably  beyond  the  dates 
originally  f'et.  n;ival  coiistruel:i.ia  in  the 
United  .States  is  not  materially  behind 
the  naval  eonstruetion  of  England  and 
Germany   In    the   matter   of   time." 

Secretary  Moody  argued  that  it  w<>uld 
be  a  mistake  to  offer  a  bonus  for  tho 
complcti.-n  of  ve^^.sels  ahead  of  contract 
time  and  adds  that  two  months  ago  he 
directed  that  no  further  exten-ion  of  tima 
be  permitted  except  by  Ids  own  personal 
order. 

The   chief  constructor's    report       shows 
that  there  are  seven  causes  for  delay  in 
naval    work,    namely:     Inadejpiate   plans; 
changes  in  armor  or  armament,  delays  In 
I  the  delivorv   of  the  armor  and   ordnance; 
delays    in    every    government    Inspection; 
I  delays   in   structural    steel;    delays   due   to 
1  inadequate  fa<ilities  and  In.suflieient  abili- 
;  ty   in    the    contractors'    staff,    .and    delays 
due    to    inadeiiuate    supply    of    skilled    la- 
bor.    All  of  these  subjects  are  treated  In 
detail  in  the  report  and  the  statement  la 
made  that  the  apparent  Rreater  speed  In 
English  shipyards  is  due  to  the  fact  that 
ships  are  delivered   by  the  contractors   in 
a  very  incomplete  condition  to  the  govern- 
ment,  who  spends  years  in   many   Instan- 
ces   in    equipping    the    ship    for    commis- 
sion.

Torrent  of  Water  Causes 

Damage  at  Shelton, 

Conn. 

Derby.  Conn..  Feb.  23.— The  breaking 
of  three  reservoirs  in  the  town  of  Shel- 
ton early  yesterday  caused  damage  es- 
timated at  between  ^75.000  and  <100.000, 
and  there  were  several  narrow  escapes 
from  death.  There  are  three  reservoirs 
in  the  town,  situated  on  a  hill  in  the 
western  part  of  the  town.  In  some  un- 
known manner  a  hole  was  broken  in  the 
largest  reservoir.  The  rush  of  water 
soon  increased  the  hole  to  mmiense 
proportions  and  the  water  tlowed  down 
to  the  reservoirs  below.  These  were 
unabl-  to  withstand  llie  i)reHsurc.  and 
their  walls  Rave  way.  giving  the  water 
a  free  path  to  the  town. 

The  torrent  tore  a  great  gully  110  feet 
long  and  30  feet  wide  through  Howe 
avenue.  Logs,  trees  and  huge  cakes  of 
ice  were  carrietl  along  and  crashed  into 
several   buildings. 

The  house  of  Walter  Nichols  was 
sliuck  by  the  flood.  Nichols  was  aVay, 
and  his  wife  was  awakeiiod  by  the  ice 
crashing  against  the  door.  A  few  mo- 
ments later  water  commenced  to  tlow 
into  the  bedrooms  where  six  ( liildren 
wore  sleeping.  Mrs.  Nichols  hurried  to 
the  dfK)r  and  held  it  while  her  children 
escaped  to  an  upper  floor.  A  few  mo- 
ments later  she  escaped  just  before  the 
.Avaler  and  i<e  forced  in  the  door  imd 
Hoo<led  the  rooms.  The  family  remained 
prisoners  in  the  upper  part  of  the  house 
until  the  water  receded.  Warren  Wil- 
ber  was  awakened  by  a  cake  of  ice 
crashing  through  his  door.  He  ran  into 
the  street  where  the  water  was  waist 
high,  and  hurried  t«)  the  neaitst  po.ii- 
tion  of  safety.  .Several  times  lie  was 
Int  by  ice  and  fallen  trees  and  pain- 
fully injured.  Ten  minutes  later  the 
side  of  the  building  was  swept  away, 
and  the  bed  in  which  he  had  been  sleep- 
ing was  carried  along  in  the  Hood. 

Street  railroad  tracks  and  lelei>hone 
and  telegraph  poles  were  torn  up  and 
strewn  about  in  confusion.  The  reser- 
voirs will  have  to  be  rebuilt,  and  this, 
with  the  projierty  loss,  it  is  l»elieved 
Aviil  make  the  lo.ss  $10i>.OOl».  Several 
mills  will  remain  idle  until  the  gravel 
swept  into  the  race  way  is  removed.

Strong  Force  Under  Gen. 

San  Miguel  Captures 

Constabulary. 

Manila.  Feb.  23.— A  force  of  ladrones 
under  Gen.  San  Miguel  reappeared  In 
Rizal  province  Saturday.  They  avoided 
an  engagement  with  the  main  force  in 
the  South,  but  captured  three  small  de- 
tachments of  constabulary.  The  enemy 
surrounded  the  towns  of  Cainta  and  Tay- 
tay.  eleven  miles  ea.st  of  Manila,  Satur- 
day,* and  captured  thirty  scouts  and  ten 
men  of  the  cousUibulary,  whom  they  dis- 
armed and  Set  iVee. 

Yesterday  Inspector  Mcllwaine.  at  the 
head  of  ten  constables,  was  surprised  and 
captured  near  Montalban.  sixteen  miles 
northeast  of  Manila.  The  ladrones  prom- 
ised to  release  them  if  the  constabulary 
would  surrender  their  arms,  \\lnle  they 
were  conferring  on  this  point,  Mcllwaine 
made  a  dash  for  liberty  and  be  and  all 
the  constaljiilary  effected  tlu-ir  escape. 

W'hi-n  the  news  of  the  reappearance  cf 
Gen.  Sam  Miguel's  force  reached  Manila, 
reinforcements  of  scout.s  and  constaljulary 
were  hurried  into  the  Rizal  province, 
Geti.  Allen  and  Col.  Scott  went  to  Anti- 
polo  and  a.ssumed  command  of  the  force.H 
thei'#.  They  met  with  small  detachments 
of  the  enemy  and  a  few  skirmisiies  look 
They  were,  however,  unable  to 
the  main  body  of  ladrones.  Gen. 
and  Col.  Scott  are  continuing 
their  pur.-?uit  and  hoi)e  to  overtake  the  re- 
leased   prisoticrs. 

It  is  said  that  Gen.  San  Mlguers  force 
consists  oi  W)  men.  armed  and  uniformed. 
The  zone  of  ladrone  activity  extends 
from  Cal«>ocan,  foin*  miles  norlli  of  Man- 
ila, eastward  to  tlie  mountains  of  Rizal 
and  skirling  tin-  northern  limits  of  Man- 
ila. The  Manila  police  co-operated  in 
Si'.turdays  effort  to  corner  the  enemy. 
Secretary  Winthrop.  in  the  ahsence  of 
Gov.  Taft.  refiuested  Gen.  Davis  to  fur- 
nisli  additional  scouts  and  Gen.  Davis  ha.s 
ordered  anollier  battalion  of  scouts  to  re- 
port to  Gen.  .Mien.  It  Is  added  that  ad- 
ditional  troops  will   be  ordered  out. 

Gen.  San  Miguel's  force  is  small  and 
the  .t;overnment  is  determined  to  speedily 
suppre.ss  it.  San  Miguel  claims  the  insur- 
gent leadership  and  fights  under  the  Kati- 
punan   flag. 

According  to  news  from  Albay.  I>uzoi'. 
a  force  of  ladrones  attacked  a  small  de- 
tachment of  eonstabulary  forces.  The 
constabulary  retreated  t.tit  knled  eleven 
of  the  enemy.  Two  of  tiie  i:onstahulary 
were  killed. 


Cleveland,  Feb.  23.— The  current 
issue  of  the  Iron  Trade  Review  con- 
tains the  following  article  on  the  Hill 
ore  holdings  on  the  Mesaba  range: 

Reports  have  been  i)ublished,  parti- 
cularly in  the  past  two  months,  of  the 
acquisition  of  the  Hill  ore  properties 
on  the  Mesaba  range  by  the  United 
States  Steel  corporation.  The  nego- 
tiations to  that  end  have  been  a  mat- 
ter of  general  knowledge,  but  it  is  un- 
derstood that  the  transaction  has  not 
been  consummated.  It  seems  to  bo 
taken  for  granted,  however,  that  these 
properties,  on  sojne  terms,  will  pass 
under  the  control  of  the  steel  corpora- 
tion at  an  early  date.  This  does  not 
necessarily  involve  their  purchase  out- 
right, nor  does  it  involve  the  payment 
of  money  at  the  present  time.  The 
terms  talked  of  have  been  rather 
widely  discussed,  and  some  of  the  cur- 
rent reports  in  this  connection  appear 
to  be  quite  dose  to  the  facts.  It  is 
well  understood,  for  example,  that  Mr. 
Hill  is  to  receive  for  his  ore  wliat 
amounts  to  $1.80  a  ton  at  Superior 
docks,  which  would  mean  $1  a  ton  for 
the  ore  in  the  ground — the  valuation 
the  steel  corporation  puts  on  its  own 
ore,  as  appears  from  President 
Schwab's  affidavit  in  the  recent  bond 
issue  litigation. 

The  prime  feature  of  any  deal  Mr. 
Hill  makes  will  be  tonnage  for  hl3 
Eastern  Minnesota  road,  which  in  1302 
hauled  to  the  Superior  docks  4,180,568 
tons.  It  is  understood  that  in  acquir- 
ing control  of  the  Hill  ore  properties 
the  steel  corporation  will  not  pay  any 
bonuses,  nor  will  it  necessarily  mine 
ore  ever>-  year  the  contract  is  in  oper- 
ation. Mr.  Hill  requires  a  certain  stip- 
ulated ore  tonnage  for  the  Eastern 
Minnesota  road;  if  mines  other  than 
those  in  the  proposed  deal  furnish  that 
amount,  the  steel  corporation  will  not 
be  required  to  furnisn  any;  but  It

Ahother  method 
that  has  had  the  same  Result  has  been 
to  permit  the  exploration  of  lands  of  his 
own  under  the  royalty  basis,  in  re- 
turn for  the  trafllc  that  the  intending 
explorers  might  hold  in  their  own  own- 
ership. This  has  brought  to  him  large 
contracts  for  freight. 

Hill  holdings  west  of  township  57, 
range  21,  include  large  fee  tracts.  State 
and  private  leases  of  more  or  less  value. 
The  value  of  the  range  as  one  passes 
westerly  is  problematic,  and  much  of 
the  formation  there  is  probably  worth- 
less for  ore. 

To  the  east  of  township  57,  range  21. 
there  Is  considerable  tonnage  and  north 
and  east  of  Hlbbing,  in  township  58, 
range  20,  under  his  control.  This  in- 
cludes the  Webb,  Daura  and  Winnlfred 
(the  last  two,  which  are  Louis  Hill's 
properties,  being  recently  leased  to 
Corrigan,  McKinney  &  Co.).  the  Pearce 
and  Morrow,  the  Clark  and  Chlsholm, 
some  Al worth  lands,  the  Jordan  and 
Croxton,  and  a  few  other  small  tracts, 
the  last  of  which  are  still  held  untaken 
by  mining  companies.

In  township  58,  range  IS.  all  the  Mid- 
way lands  in  the  nortijwest  nart  of  the 
township  are  Hill-owned  now,  together 
with  numerous  other  tracts,  some  of 
which  are  known  to  contain  ore.  It  also 
has  lands  on  the  forauUiqn  in  the  south 
part  of  the  township  north  of  this. 

Mr.  Hill  owns  no  flninwjs  and  controls 
no  traffic  east  of  thf  northwest  corner 
of  township  58.  range  17., where  are  the 
Commodore  and  Sawntry  mines,  ship- 
ping over  this  line,  sfiid  .several  tracts 
of  land  on  which  qre  i.s  known  to  be 
but  which  have  not  been  leased  to 
operators. 

In  addition  to  these  holdings.  Mr.  Hill 
is  practically  master  of  the  old  state 
grat  lands  of  the  St.  Paul  &  Duluth 
road,  which  went  into  possession  of  the 
.Northern  Pacific  when  that  road  bought 
the  other  two  year^  ag».  These  lands 
are  controlled  by  the  Northern  Secur- 
ities company,  and  in  that  way  are 
under  Mr.  Hill's  dictation.  These  are 
probably  of  less  value  than  the  prop- 
erties mentioned  before..

the  sale  to  Hill  the  Mahoning  was 
operation  and  the  Stevenson  had  been 
discovered,  though  but  comparatively 
little  other  ore  \va.«!  absolutely  known 
to  exist  on  the  lands.  The  price  paid 
for  these  mines  and  the  railrosid,  as 
well  as  the  enormous  and  very  profit- 
able logging  contract  held  by  the  road, 
was  a  tride  under  $4,000,000.  It  now 
seems  a  mere  bagatelle:  but  at  that 
time  money  was  very  tight  and  the 
present  conditions  were  unexpected. 

Mr.  Hill  did  not  acquire  additional 
lands  for  .«;ome  time.  He  bought  the 
Duluth  &  Winnipeg  road,  paying  par 
for  the  $1.0iKt,000  of  ptock  Issued,  which 
stock  represented  actual  cash  that  had 
gone  Into  the  construction  of  the  road, 
and  taking  up  the  less  than  $1,000,000 
of  the  underlying  bonds  that  had 
been  issued  by  the  road  to  pay  for  lands 
suppoiied  to  contair.  ore,  but  which 
were  north  of  the  ore-bearing  forma- 
tion. Some  ore  lantte  were  gradually 
secured  until  the  formation  of  the 
United  States  Stee!  corporation,  with 
its  control  of  the  two  remaining  roads 
teaching  the  Mesaba  range.  Mr.  Hill 
at  once  saw  thr.t  to  make  his  road 
profitable  he  must  have  ore  of  his  own 
sufficient  to  maintain  his  road  at  a  high 
pitch  of  trafllc,  as  the  corporation's 
road  would  haul  Its  ore  and  as  much 
more  as  it  could  get,  and  he  expected 
the  corporation  to  continue  the  ac- 
quirement of  undeveloped  ore  lands. 
This,  however,  it  did  not  do  immedi- 
ately. The  field  was  for  a  time  left  to 
him  and  he  improved  the  situation. 
With  abundant  funds  obtainable  at  the 
lowest  rates,  the  Eastern  Minnesota 
road,  which  was  the  title  of  the  Hill 
line,  began  buying  leases  and  fee 
tracts  by  the  wholesale,  but  very  quiet- 
ly.

State  leases  were  bought  at  advances 
over  the  royalties  demanded,  and  many 
tracts  were  taken  outright.  In  the 
meantime  a  very  considerable  explor- 
ing business  was  carried  on  and  tracts 
v.-ere  examined  with  the  drill  all  along 
the  range  as  far  east  as  the  Mountain 
Tron  riiine,  in  the  center  of  township 
r>8.  range  18.

INCREASED 
ORDERS 

For   Canadian   Products 
Come  Frim  the  Bri- 
tish Empire. 


New  York,  Feb.  23.— Henry  Clews'  week- 
ly financial  review  say.«:  Conditions  in 
the  stock  market  liave  been  against  any 
further  advance  in  values,  for  the  time 
being  at  least.  Prices  liad  a  fair  rise  in 
January  and  were  high  enough  to  di.scour- 
age  botii  investment  aud  i«pecuJalive  buy- 
ing. Very  con-siderable  realizing  ha.s  tak- 
en piace  during  the  last  few  days,  .stlm- 
ulat<:d  bv  unsettling  rumors,  and  in  the 
abHenci-  of  any  considerable  .short  interest 
or  anv  favorable  oondition.s  not  already 
discounted  there  is  little  material  out  of 
which  to  create  any  bull  enthusiasm.  The 
market  has.  consequently,  been  lett  very 
largelv  to  the  teniter  mercies  of  the  pro- 
fessional tr.ider.  Many  of  the  big  leaders 
are  absent  in  tlie  South,  as  usual  at  this 
sejuson.  and  this  fact  alone  is  apt  to  post- 
pone inipoitant  deals  or  co-operative 
movements.  The  policy  of  these  men  is 
evidently  to  encourage  moderate  fluctua- 
tions aiul  prevent  extreme  movements  in 
either  direction  until  conditions  are  more 
in  favor  of  an  active  bull  market.  Such 
a  policy  will  facilitate  a  wider  distnou- 
tion  of  securities  and  tend  to  re-establi.sh 
confidence  on  a  more  reasonable  basis. 
Towards  the  close  of  the  week  there  was 
a  rather  sharp  recession,  due  to  unfavor- 
able rumors  and  to  a  desire  to  realize  pro- 
fits l>efor»>  the  holidays,  which  meant  a 
three  «lays'  susiK-nsioii  of  business.  Apart 
from  this  consideration  there  are  other 
reasons  for  expecting  a  reaction,  chief  of 
which   is    the   monetiiry   situation. 

There  is  little  cr  no  chance  of  really 
easy  money  for  months  to  come.  Surplus 
reserves  are  much  l)elow  the  average 
of  this  jH-rioil  of  the  year;  loans  are  al- 
readv  near  the  high  record  figure;  the 
withdrawal  of  JL'ii.tHJO.tXiO  for  trust  company 
reserves,  though  done  gradually,  will  in- 
volve a  curtailment  of  credit  to  nearly 
four  times  that  amount,  and  the  Panama 
canal  payments,  which  may  be  called  for 
later  on,  will  compel  either  a  bond  issue 
or  a  withdrawal  of  government  deposits 
from  the  banks— just  which  has  not  yei 
been  determined,  althottgh  every  precau- 
tion will  undoubtedly  be  takeji  to  avoid 
monetary  disturl)ance.  There  is  a  further 
consideration,  and  that  is  our  large  Im- 
ports and  conse(|ucnt  cu.stoms  payments, 
which  teud  to  accumulate  funds  in  the 
treasury.  The  Aldrich  bill,  if  passed, 
will  afford  some  relief  in  this  respect, 
but  it  still  li'aves  the  money  market 
under  control  of  a  single  mini!  in  a  crisis 
where  exiwrt  lo»-al  opinion  is  worthless. 
Fortunately  Secretary  Shaw  is  a  man  of 
good  judgment  and  high  personal  Integ- 
rity, so  there  is  no  need  for  doui^tmg  that 
he  will  counteract  the  bad  working  of 
our  present  system  as  far  as  he  may 
Ite  able;  but.  aside  from   the  rich  bill, 

it  must  be  remembered  that  In-  will  not 
again  possess  the  resources  which  he 
brought  to  the  aid  of  the  money  market 
last  autumn.  Should  a  iiinch  come  next 
fall  at  undesirable  time,  it  would  bring 
home  to  tlie  business  community  in  very 
practical  fashion  the  necessity  of  secur- 
ing an  elastic  l>ank  currency.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  such  experience  will  not  be  neces- 
sary to  convince  congress  of  its  plain 
duty. 

Foreign  exchange  is  hovering  about  the 
gold  shipiiing  iK>int,  although  it  seems  im- 
probable th.it  we  shall  ship  large  amounts 
of  the  precious  metal.  The  Kuropean 
money  markets  are  all  in  easy  condition. 
and  the  Transvaal  loan  is  not  expected 
now  before  April.  The  French  loan  has 
also  l(Cen  po.stponed  for  )K)litical  consldci- 
ntions.  In  view  of  the  financial  situation 
here,  therefore,  important  gold  shipments 
Heem  improbable.  The  most  unsatisfac- 
tory feature  in  the  foreign  exchange  sit- 
nathm  is  our  continued  large  importa- 
tions. Our  exp«>rts  are  recovering  from 
the  shock  of  the  corn  crop  failure  in 
1901,  but  the  excess  of  exports  or  our 
.  favorable  trade  balance  is  much  le-^s 
striking  than  it  was  two  or  turee  years 
ago.  In  spite  of  this  fact  our  obligations 
abroad  have  been  much  reducetl— fully 
one-half  of  those  of  lSWi».  some  authorities 
»iiy— and  to  this  extent  our  situation  has 
been    visibly    strengthened. 

The  money  market  will  re<|uiro  skillful 
liandiing  until  the  next  crop  demands 
ha\e  been  satislied.  particularly  as  tliert> 
are  a  number  of  oig  railroad  corp«tratlon.-! 
with  new  security  issues,  either  con- 
templated or  already  announced.  Needless 
to  say.  higli  money  rati-s  »lo  not  facilitate 
the  placing  of  ".;>'«; 4  per  i-ent  Inuids;  ami. 
as  there  pi'omises  to  ccjum'.  and  the  sup- 
ply of  secuiities  is  ain-ady  much  is  ex- 
(•ess  of  demand,  it  is  difficult  to  ree  how 
the  market  can  do  otherv.'ise  than  follow 
a  downward  drift.  There  is  no  doubt 
that  a  p^■riod  of  gradual  lit|uidation  and 
lowtr  i>rices  v.nuld  infuse  fresh  life  into 
the  market,  bringing  in  a  new  and  strong- 
er class  of  buyers  whose  jiidgment  is  op- 
p«>sed  to  making  eiihei-  lenivM-rary  or 
permau'-nt  invtstments  at  this  level. 
<lemial  business  is  active  and  promises 
to  so  ctmtinue;  yet  higher  I'osts  are  les- 
sening profits  ;iiul  chi'i-king  new  enter- 
prise's. Til;-  whole  c.oiuijiy  would  be  in 
a    stroneer   aud    more   satisfactory    condi-

M.  Blanc,  it  appears,  did  not  forget  the 
debt  he  thus  owed  to  religion.  Wtien  he 
flrst  came  to  Monte  Carlo  there  existed 
only  one  poor  church.  Today  there  are 
dozens  of  churches  and  (crowning  glory) 
a  cathedral  whose  magnlHcance  throws 
into  ttie  shade  every  other  ecclesiastical 
edifice  for  miles  around.  The  principality, 
moreover,  is  famous  for  its  charitable 
organizations.  Some  of  these  were  found- 
ed by  Mme.  Blanc,  who  was  the  Idol  of 
the  poor  and  the  benefactress  of  the  cler- 
gy. Others  owe  existence  directly  to  tne 
Casino  company,  whose  T)urse  is  always 
open   for   the   fostering  of  good   works. 

The  great  Blanc's  check  was  immense. 
Conceive  the  diplomacy  of  a  mtrn  who 
could  organize  an  establishment  for  the 
sole  object  of  gambling,  and  then  calmly 
label  it  "The  8ea  BaJiing  and  Strangers' 
Club  company"'  (Soclete  Anonyme  des 
Bains  de  Mer  et  Cercle  des  Etrangers). 
Is  it  not  colossal?  Picture  the  gorgeous 
nerve  of  a  financier  who  could  set  himself 
up  as  a  target  for  the  ingenuity  of  every 
swindler  in  Europe,  and  serenely  emerge 
with. a  profit  of  Just  a  million  pounds  a 
year.  Were  Blanc  alive  now  the  tinv 
Carnegies  and  Pierponl  Morgans  would 
indeed  have  to  "sing  small."  These  shop- 
keepers gave  something  in  return  for 
their  money.  Francois  Blanc  scorned 
such  old-fashioned  methods.  His  cu.stom- 
ers  got  nothing.  They  Immortalized  this 
fact  by  a  proverb  still  current  In  the 
jirincipality:  "Rouge  perd  et  noir  perd; 
cest   Bianc  qui   gagne  toujours." 

"Every  man  has  his  price,"  was  the 
motto  of  this  mathematical  Napoleon. 
The  one  item  that  he  never  stinted  wa* 
bribery.  Hundreds  of  people  were  made 
rich  by  being  paid  to  hold  their  tongue.*. 
Half  the  newspapers  of  France  received 
subsidies  for  this  odd  form  of  negative 
advertising.  Humor,  of  course,  filtered 
into  the  question,  and  smart  people  pub- 
lished journals  in  Nice  and  elsewhere 
which  existed  solelv  on  the  "press  sub- 
ventions '  falling  like  a  cataract  of  I 
crumbs  from  the  rich  Blanes  table.  One 
unscrupulous  geinus  erected  a  huge  board 
ing  close  to  the  Nice  railway  station  and  I 
covered  it  with  gory  posters  representing  I 
Monte  Carlo  suicide.«.  He  then  invited  j 
the  officials  of  the  Casino  to  his  picture, 
gallery's  unveiling,  with  a  broad  hint  1 
that  the  .said  ceremony  would  be  aban- 1 
doned  on  receipts  of  a  suitable  sum  of: 
money.  One  is  disappointed  to  learn.  I 
however,  that  he  overstepped  himself  1 
and  became  bankrupt  before  his  scheme  | 
was  consummated.  j

New  York,  Feb.  23.— When  District 
Attorney  Jerome  lays  before  the  grand 
jury  the  gigantic  plot,  recently  exposed, 
whereby  life  insurance  companies  have 
been  defrauded  of  hundreds  of  thou- 
sands oi  dollars,  he  will  unravel  the 
threads  of  a  scheme  which,  for  boldness 
of  conception  and  audacity  in  execu- 
tion, has  few  parallels  in  criminal  his- 
tory, says  the  Herald. 

Indictments  against  seven  of  the  al- 
leged conspirators  will  be  asked.  Of 
these  five  are  either  in  i  ustody  or  under 
heavy  bonds,  the  other  two  were  ar- 
rested and  gave  bail,  but  they  are  now 
fugiti\es.  and  the  police  of  Italy  and 
other  countries  of  Europe,  as  well  as 
those  of  the  American  cities,  are  look- 
ing for  them. 

It  was  the  essence  of  the  conspiracy 
to  procure  insurance  policies  upon 
young  and  vigorous  persons,  who  could 
readily  pass  the  medical  examinatior.s, 
and  then  to  collect  claims  by  palming 
off  the  bodies  of  others  as  those  of  the 
insured. 

In  carrying  out  their  plans  the  con- 
spirators seemingly  found  little  diffi- 
culty m  obtaining  the  necessary  con- 
nivance of  physicians  atid  undert;iker.-5. 
Loui.^  i  who  were  willing  to  falsify  the  certifi- 
cates of  death,  and  in  one  case,  at  least, 
an  undertaker,  who  is  among  the  prl- 
.soners.  is  said  to  have  succ*eeded  in 
altering  the  record  at  the  city  ir.orgue. 

So  far  there  Is  no  direct  evidence 
that  the  band  added  murder  to  its 
lesser  crimes,  but  the  assistant  district 
attorney,  who  had  charge  of  the  in- 
vestigation, believes  it  not  unlikely 
that  evidence  to  that  effect  may  be  ad- 
duced. 

In  the  case  of  Sarah  W'eber,  who 
was  in  the  power  of  certain  members 
of  the  band  and  who  was  repeatedly 
used  by  them  as  an  insurgent  'dum- 
my," it  is  not  too  much  to  say  that  the 
girl  was  persecuted  and  hounded  and 
that  her  death  was  hastened  by  their 
burtalities.

INTERNATIONAL  CURRENCY. 

Appropriation  Recommended 
For  President  to  Assist  Matter. 

Washington,  Feb.  24. — The  senato 
committee  on  finance  today  authorized 
Senator  Aldrich  to  report  to  the  sen- 
ate an  amendment  to  the  sundry  civil 
appropriation  bill  providing  for  the  ap- 
propriation of  $100,000  to  carry  into 
effect  the  recommendations  of  the 
president  for  an  international  commis- 
sion to  consider  the  relationship  of  the 
silver-using  countries  to  the  gold  stan- 
dard countrie.s.  The  purpose  of  the  ap- 
propriation, as  set  forth  in  the  amend- 
ment, is  "to  enable  the  president  to 
co-operate  through  diplomatic  chan- 
nels oi^by  the  appointment  of  a  com- 
mission, or  both,  with  the  governments 
of  Mexico,  China  and  other  countries 
for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  the  mess- 
age of  the  president."

Two  personal  injury  actions  were 
started  in  district  court  this  morning, 
the  papers  in  each  case  being  flled  by 
John  Jenswold,  attorney  for  the  plain- 
tiffs. 

Andrew  Sturmlnski  has  brought  an 
action  against  Alger,  Smith  &  Co.  to 
recover  $12,000  damages  for  injuries 
which  he  alleges  that  his  minor  son, 
William,  received  Oct,  3,  1902,  while  in 
the  employ  of  the  mill  company.  In 
the  bill  of  complaint  it  is  stated  that 
William  Sturminski  was  carelessly  and 
negligently  ordered  by  the  defendant 
to  perform  work  at  the  roller  table  J7 
proximity  to  moving  and  complicated 
machineiT;  that  while  he  was  moving 
a  slab  by  means  of  a  picaroon  the  im- 
plement slipped  and  he  was  precipitat- 
ed into  the  gearing,  receiving  injuries 
in  his  right  arm  and  shoulder  that 
caused  him  much  pain  and  which,  it 
is  alleged,  permanently  incapacitated 
him  for  work.  The  plaintiff  holds  that 
the  company  knew  of  the  danger  to 
which  the  boy  was  exposed,  and  that 
his  injury  is  due  to  the  lumber  com- 
pany's negligence  in  providing  proper 
safeguards. 

The  other  personal  injury  action  was 
begun  by  Alex  McDonald,  father  of 
Agnes  McDonald,  a  10-year-old  gn-1, 
against  the  city  of  Duluth,  for  injuries 
which  it  is  alleged  the  daughter  re- 
ceived in  falling  from  the  bridge  over  a 
stream  in  the  alley  between  First  and 
Second  streets,  at  the  intersection  with 
Twenty-sixth  avenue  we.st.  There  are 
really  two  separate  actions  in  this  con- 
nection, the  lirst  being  for  $72,  claimed 
to  be  due  for  medical  attendance  and 
nursing,  and  the  second  for  $1000  dam- 
ages for  the  injuries  said  to  have  been 
inJlicted.  , 

In  the  bill  of  complaint  the  city  is 
alleged  to  be  responsible  for  the  con- 
dition of  the  bridge  in  question:  that 
May  23,  1902,  while  Agnes  McDonald 
was  crossing  the  rail  or  guard  gave 
way  and  she  was  thrown  into  the 
stream  below,  sustaining  a  broken  leg 
and  divers  bruises  and  injurie.?  to  dif- 
ferent i)hrts  of  her  body.  It  is  alleged 
that  the  rail  was  loose  for  several 
weeks  prior  to  the  accident,  that  the 
city  knew  of  its  unsafe  condition,  but 
carelessly  and  negligently  neglected  to 
repair  it.

New  York,  Feb.  24.— Cooper  Hewitt, 
the  electrical  expert,  whose  recently  in- 
vented devices  will  insure  greater  ac- 
curacy and  rapidity  of  transmission  of 
telegraph  messages,  declares 
his  discovery  will  enable  Marconi  to 
send  messages  around  the  world. 

Mr.  Hewitt  modestly  says  he  docs  not 
pose  as  a  second  Marconi,  and  that  he 
pretends  to  no  such  knowledge  ot  wire- 
less telegraphy  as  that  possessed  by  the 
Italian  investigator. 

"All  that  I  have  done,"  said  he,  "is 
to  perfect  a  device  by  means  of  which 
messages  can  be  sent  rapidly  and  with- 
out the  loss  of  current  occasioned  by 
the  spark  gap.  In  wireless  telegraphy 
the  trouble  has  been  that  it  was  diffi- 
cult to  keep  the  sending  and  the  receiv- 
ing instruments  attuned.  By  the  use  of 
my  interrupter  this  is  easily  accom- 
plished. 

"When  the  spark  gap  system  is  em- 
ployed there  is  constant  waste,  for  elec- 
tricity stored  in  condensers  is  made  to 
pass  between  two  balls  of  highly  pol- 
ished metal.  The  overheating  of  these 
metal  balls,  their  corrosion,  the  action 
of  tne  air,  and  other  causes  interfere 
with  the  use  of  the  current,  and,  as  a 
result,  the  instruments  are  often  not  in 
harmony. 

"The  interrupter  which  I  have  in- 
vented has  none  of  these  defects. 
What  practical  application  of  it 
will  be  made  I  do  not  as  yet  know.  I 
hope  that  Mr.  Marconi  will  use  it.  I 
have  been  asked  if  It  is  possible  to  send 
currents  of  such  intensity  through  the 
air,  why  it  would  not  be  practicable  to 
transmit  power  in  the  same  way. 

"Power  must  be  sent  eactly  whore  it 
i'j  wanted.  While  it  is  true  that  by 
changing  the  number  of  oscillations  it 
will  be  possible  to  insure  greater  sec- 
recy m  telegraphy,  I  do  not  regard  sec- 
recy as  of  prime  importance.  Few  per- 
.sons  will  take  the  trouble  to  nnd  out 
what  is  passing  through  the  air,  for  it 
would  not  interest  them,  and  besides, 
there  is  not  In  telegraphy  any  great 
demand  for  secrecy.  Messages  are  in- 
tended for  only  one  person,  but  the  sen- 
der, as  a  general  thing,  does  not  care 
how  many  other  persons  may  hai)pen  to 
read  them.  It  is  essential  that  wire- 
less telegraphy  should  have  an  accurate 
means  of  transmission." 

At  the  office  of  the  Marconi  Wireless 
Telegraph  company  it  was  said  that 
the  matter  seemed  to  be  of  great  im- 
portance, and  that  a  copy  of  the 
Electric  Review  in  which  the  discovery 
was  announced  had  been  sent  to  the 
engineer  of  the  company,  who  is  nov.- 
making  experiments  on  Long  Island. 
Mr.  Marconi,  who  is  in  England,  will  be 
advised  of  the  discovery.

THE  CIVIL  SERVICE   RULES. 

The  civil  service  commission  is  angry  at  the  repeated 
assaults  made  upon  it  and  that  civil  service  rules  have 
not  been  observed  in  making  appointments.  It  is  well 
known  that  these  charges  iiave  been  of  frequent  occur- 
rence and  while  they  have  invariably  been  denied,  it 
would  seem  that  where  there  is  so  much  smoke  there 
must  be  some  fire.  According  to  the  commission,  for 
some  years  past  it  has  been  the  custom  for  a  certain 
class  of  public  men  to  indulge  in  reckless  talk  regard- 
ing the  operations  of  the  civil  service  rules.  The  com- 
mission themselves,  various  government  officials  and 
even  the  president  have  been,  from  time  to  time,  charg- 
ed with  jockeying  with  the  regulations  for  the  benefit 
of  a  seliect  few,  and  at  other  times  with  using  them  to 
freeze  out  of  the  service  employes  who  have  fallen  into 
disfavor  with  tl;e  powers  that  be.  Heretofore  little  at- 
tention has  been  paid  to  these  assertions,  which  in  many 
instances  have  been  unjust  and  wholly  without  founda- 
tion. , 

The  commission  says  it  has  sat  silent  under  allega- 
tions when  an  investigation  would  have  proved  the 
statements  in  question  to  be  largely  false.  But  there 
is  to  be  no  more  of  this  quiet  submission.  Persons  who 
may  hereafter  publicly  call  into  question  the  honesty 
of  the  commission,  or  who  may  make  sweeping  charges 
of  irregularities  in  connection  with  the  enforcement 
of  the  civil  service  rules,  must  be  prepared  to  make 
good  what  they  say,  for  they  will  be  called  upon  to 
substantiate  their  assertions.  Some  time  since  a  news- 
paper in  Neuport,  R.  I.,  published  an  article  on  the  civil 
service  rules  as  cnfored  by  President  Roosevelt,  to 
which  Commissioner  Foulke  took  exception.  He  made 
reply  to  the  article  in  his  now  famous  crab  letter  in 
which  he  "tripped  airily  through  the  maze  of  light  and 
airy  persiflage"  as  one  admiring  official  described  the 
effort.  In  referring  to  the  statements  published  by  the 
newspaper  in  question.  Mr.  Foulke  said:  "The  celebra- 
ted definition  of  the  crab:  'A  small  red  fish  that  walks 
backward*  (a  perfect  definition  except  that  the  crab  was 
not  red  and  did  not  walk  backward)  was  accuracy  itself 
by  the  side  of  your  allegations." 

In  spite  of  all  the  refutations  of  the  commission  num- 
erous complaints  are  constantnly  arising.  Even  if  they 
are  without  merit,  the  stirring  up  of  the  commission 
will    do   no   harm. 


INFLUENCE  OF  HEREDITY. 

In  noticing  (ht-  rapid  increase  of  juvenile  depravity  in 
our  large  cities.  Secretary  Spaulding  of  the  Massachu- 
setts Prison  association  has  been  led  to  investigate  sup- 
erficially the  influence  of  heredity  in  shaping  human 
lives.  A  recent  study  of  140  persons  who  had  found  the 
state  prison  five  times  showed  that  they  had  had  207 
children,  many  of  whom,  experience  shows,  arc  pretty 
sure  to  follow  in  the  footsteps  of  their  parents.  It  has 
been  shown  by  close  students  of  inherited  tendencies 
that  criminality  pursues  the  oflfspring  of  ill-assorted 
couples  where  the  environments  remain  unchanged  for 
several  generations,  and  ultimately  the  environments  be- 
come by  choice  criminal  ones.  Crime  is  a  growth,  and 
all  the  mure  emphasizes  the  importance  of  such  deter- 
rent ialluences  as  human  ingenuity  and  study  can 
suggest. 

Mr.  Spalding  notes  the  startling  fact  that  more  than 
10.000  minors  were  arrested  in  the  state  of  Massachu- 
setts alone  last  year,  and  there  were  more  than  3000 
juvenile  offenders  under  17  in  the  courts  for  offenses  so 
serious  that  they  might  have  been  punished  by  imprison- 
ment. More  industrial  schools  is  the  remedy  suggested 
by  Mr.  Spaulding.  Juvenile  offenders  are  increasing  in 
Minnesota  also,  and  a  bill  is  now  before  the  legislature 
for  placing  children  brought  before  the  courts  in  the 
hands  of  a  special  officer  to  whom  they  are  to  report 
regularly.  , 


ufacturers  in  this  country  on  an  equal  basis  in  the  pur- 
chase of  their  raw  material. 

It  is  also  urged  that  the  treaty  be  further  amended 
so  that  there  be  no  reduction  in  the  duty  on  cigars; 
first,  because  the  whole  benefit  of  such  reduction  'will 
go  to  the  product  of  the  tobacco  trust,  which  controls 
the  output  of  Cuba;  secondly,  the  proposed  20  per  cent, 
reduction  means  a  reduction  of  $1.85  per  thousand  on 
cigars  of  all  Havana  tobacco  made  in  this  coutitry,  and 
of  $12  per  thousand  on  cigars  imported  from  Cuba." 
The  tobacco  men  claim  that  they  have  been  vastly  injur- 
ed by  legislative  agitation  for  the  past  five  years.  First, 
the  trade  was  called  on  to  sacrifice  its  interests  in  the 
cause  of  Porto  Rico,  and  ever  since  the  war  with  Spain 
there  has  been  talk  of  giving  concessions  to  Cuba.  The 
house  the  other  day  passed  a  bill  providing  that  only 
25  per  cent,  of  the  Dingley  rates  shall  be  imposed  on 
cigars  and  tobaccos  from  the  Philippine  islands,  which 
is  another  blow  at  the  home  trade. 

Of  course,  it  is  difficult  for  an  outsider  to  get  at  the 
real  interests  at  stake,  in  the  face  of  so  many  oppos- 
ing claims,  and  it  is  certain  that  the  general  public  will 
'welcome  any  advantage  that  the  independent  operators 
may  secure  over  that  gigantic  octopus,  the  tobacco  trust. 


THE   SITUATION   IN  CHINA. 

An  excellent  idea  of  the  conditions  in  China  in  rela- 
tion to  impending  war  may  be  obtained  from  the  utter- 
ances of  Dr.  Robert  Coltman,  Jr.,  as  shown  in  Harpers' 
Weekly.  Dr.  Coltman  was  long  connected  with  the 
Pekin  court  as  physician  to  Li  Hung  Chang  and  several 
members  of  the  royal  family.  He  takes  a  far  more  ex- 
treme view  of  the  situation  than  most  writers.  He  re- 
calls that  at  the  beginning  of  June,  1900,  he  cabled  that 
a  foreign  war  in  China  was  inevitable,  and  all  know  how 
swiftly  his  predictions  were  fulfilled.  He  tells  now, 
with  the  added  weight  of  that  ominous  and  successful 
prophecy  to  support  him,  that  a  foreign  war  in  China 
is  once  more  inevitable  unless  the  Powers  determine 
to  anticipate  it  by  a  rapid  advance  on  .Pekin,  and  the 
immediate  deposition  of  the  dowager  empress.  This, 
he  believes,  will  not  be  done;  therefore  his  prophecy 
is  one  of  war,  certain,  inevitable,  and  immediate. 

To  feel  the  full  force  of  his  view,  the  steps  by  which 
he  has  reached  it  must  be  followed.  His  closeness  to 
the  center  of  power  and  to  the  Manchu  court  has  given 
him  an  opportunity  to  follow  the  inner  causes  of  things, 
and  he  tells  us  what  he  has  seen.  First,  and  most  iin- 
portant,  he  asserts  that  the  dowager  empress  is  still 
absolute  ruler,  and  that  her  hatred  of  foreigners  is  deep 
and  intense.  All  can  well  believe  that  the  armed  inter- 
vention of  the  Powers  did  little  to  diminish  that  hatred. 
In  her  policy  the  empress  is  ably  and  enthusiastically 
seconded  by  the  chief  minister  Yung  Lu — or  Jung  Lu,  as 
Dr.  Coltman  calls  him.  And  both  are  in  perfect  har- 
mony with  the  great  fightinng  general,  Tung  Fu- 
Hsiang,  and  with  the  exiled  Prince  Tuan,  now  busy 
drilling  Mongolian  troops  on  the  northern  border  of  the 
Middle  Kingdom.  In  other  words  Dr.  Coltman  tells 
that  to  the  triad  of  Tung  Fu-Hsiang,  Tuan  and  Yung  Lu 
the  dowager  empress  must  be  added  as  a  fourth,  and 
that  the  movement  under  the  leadership  of  the  triad  is 
really  being  carried  on  under  the  shelter  of  the  imperial 
throne.

WHY  FEAR  CONSOLIDATION? 


The  Commercial  West:  Minnesota  has 
taken  the  position  that  the  consolidation 
of  competing  lines  of  railroad  is  opposed 
to  public  interest.  The  proposition  in 
Minnesota  ha.?  become  a  political  issue, 
hence  the  danger  is  that  plain  principles 
of  business  will  be  overlooked  and  Minne- 
sota will  support  the  unprogre.ssive  side 
of  the  railroad  question  which  is  surely 
in  opposition  to  public   interest. 

The  Commercial  West  desires  to  dl.scuss 
di.=:passlonately  the  principle  of  railroad 
consolidation  from  the  standpoint  of  pub- 
He  policy.  It  will  base  its  remarks  on  a 
bill  that  was  introduced  this  week  in  th« 
Minnesota  house  of  representatives  by 
Hon.  P.  A.  Ganrud,  of  Kandiyohi  coun- 
ty, the  bill  having  been  drawn  by  At- 
torney General  Douglas.  It  is  as  fol- 
lows: 

"The  consolidation  of  the  capital 
stock,  lines,  property.  franclUse.=«,  control 
or  jjower  oi"  control  of  two  or  more  par- 
allel or  competing  lines  of  railroad  in 
hands  of  any  corporation,  tru.stee,  agent 
or  representative  of  any  corporation, 
wheresoever  situated,  is  hereby  prohibiteii 
and   made  unlawful." 

Tho  good  faith  of  this  proposed  meas- 
ure will  not  be  questioned.  We  believe 
that  the  people  of  Minnesota  feel  that 
railroad  consolidation  in  this  state  threat- 
ens   their    pro:sperity.

sota  Is  In  no  danger,  because  of  her  large 
area,  of  ever  having  her  railroad  rates 
made  by  a  single  company,  even  without 
a  law  to  prevent  consolidations.

The  reason  for  this  is  clear.  The  rail- 
road of  short  mileage  usually  has  one 
terminal  at  a  country  point.

It  receives 
no  benertt  from  "through  business,"  with 
the  result  that  in  order  to  make  earnings, 
the  tendency  is,  so  far  as  its  voluntary 
policy  goes,  to  hold  rates  as  near  a  maxi- 
mum basis  as  possible;  on  the  larger,  or 
tiancontinental  system,  the  voluntary 
tendency  is  to  make  rates  nearer  the 
minimum  level.

The  name  of  Finley  Peter  Dunne  is  as- 
sociated in  the  minds  of  the  public  en- 
tirely with  the  "Mr.  Dooley"  stories.  It 
will  surprise  people  to  learn  that  he  is 
considerable  of  an  editor,  and  is  writing 
"heavy"  editorials  on  Collier's  Weekly,  in 
New  York  city.  Despite  the  seriousness 
of  his  topics,  however,  his  humor  is  bound 
to  make  Itself  known,  as  the  following 
specimen  in  the  issue  of  February  21 
shows : 

A  question  of  great  moment  to  the  na- 
tion has  been  decided  l)y  the  joint  action 
of  the  secretary  of  state,  the  amba.ssador 
of  the  United  States  to  Rus.sia  and  a 
tailor.  While  Mr.  Charlemagne  Tower 
was  at  St.  Petersburg,  he  suffered  incon- 
venience, loss  of  dignity  and  disturbance 
oi  temper  by  reason  of  tho  fact  that  he 
was  obliged  by  democratic  traditions  to 
appear  at  court  in  the  simple  evening 
costume  of  the  American  gentleman  or 
the  French  waiter.  Mr.  Tower  was  sub- 
jected to  many  annoyances.  Although  he 
was  a  representative  of  ono  of  the  great 
world  powers  and  bore  a  name  that  in 
itself  conveyed  the  impression  of  irresist- 
ible dignity,  he  was  frequently  mistaken 
for  a  waiter.  Russian  noblemen  tapped 
him  on  the  shoulder  and  bade  him  order 
th'?ir  carriages.  Sometimes  he  was  forced 
to  stand  outside  the  door  of  the  palace 
waiting  for  some  one  to  identify  him  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  flunky.  The  entire 
court  appeared  to  be  In  a  conspiracy  to 
force  Mr.  Tower  into  gold-braided  panta- 
loons. Eventually  he  succumbed  and  de- 
vised a  uniform  which  is  viiguely  de- 
scribed as  "neat  but  impressive."  When 
Mr.  McCormick  went  up  to  St.  Peters- 
burg he  was  forced  to  decide  whether  he, 
t<X).  should  garb  himself  in  gilt  and  bioad- 
cloth.

It  is  there- 
fore urged  that  the  treaty  be  aracnnded  so  as  to  provide 
for  a  uniform  rate  of  duty  on  leaf  tobacco,  which,  it  is 
claimed,  will  increase  the  demand  for  the  product  of 
the  Cuban  grower,  and  at  the  same  time  put  all  the  man-

High  school  Students  are  very  bad 
spellers.  The  faculty  has  been  unable 
to  solve  the  problem  of  bad  spelling:. 
Maiij'  believe  that  it  is  due  to  a  de- 
fect of  the  system  in  the  graded  schools 
"Which  can  not  be  corrected,  or  only 
corrected  with  difficulty  in  the  high 
schools.  In  an  endeavor  to  correct  this 
fault,  Principal  Smith  has  set  Tuesday 
and    Thursday    mornings      apart      f^^r 

public  spellitiff  lessons,  in  which  the 
whole  school  will  take  part.  These  will 
take  place  during  the  morning  exercises 
in  the  Assembly  hall. 

Many  of  the  high  school  students  are 
bright  along  various  lines  of  educa- 
tion in  v.hich  they  are  interested.  Some 
are  good  Engllst  students,  having  an 
excellent  elementary  knowledge  of 
composition  and  literature,  but  they 
cannot   spell. 

They  misspell  words  in  their  exam- 
Inutions.  Simple  words  are  murdered 
even  more  than  unusual  ones.  This 
is  the  way  some  of  the  most  ordinary 
words  are  written  at  the  high  school: 
"Recieve."  "seperate,"  ''adrcss,"  'in- 
trest,"  "excelent,"  "amature,"  "main- 
tainence,"  "judgement."  'reccomend," 
"acomodate"  and  even  "gass."  These 
are  a  few  specimens  that  offend  the 
eyes  of  the  hard-working  instructors 
in  their  periodical  grind  through  ex- 
aniinatiou  papers. 

The  inability  to  spell  affects  good 
and  poor  students  alike.  A  young  wo- 
man who  was  an  honor  pupil  at  a  re- 
cent graduation  of  a  class  of  high 
school  students— and  who  took  almost 
first  honors  at  that— wrote  a  letter  a 
week  after  the  commencement  exer- 
cises and  spelled  both  'address"  and 
"receive"    wrongly. 

Principal  Smith  told  a  story  to  the 
school  the  other  morning  about  a 
young  man  who  had  finished  high 
school  and,  though  he  was  satisfac- 
tory in  other  lines,  his  lack  of  knowl- 
edge of  orthography  kept  him  from  se- 
curing a  good  position. 

Penmanship  akin  to  the  noted 
scroll  of  Horace  Greely  is  the  affliction 
of  some  of  the  students,  but  spelling 
is  the  most  general  failing.  Every 
effort  is  being,  and  for  that  matter  has 
been  made  by  the  authorities  to  rem- 
edy the  failing.  The  new  scheme  of 
general  spelling  lessons  twice  a  week 
will  be  helpful  if  the  students  take  hold 
of  it  earnestly,  as  they  probably  will.

—The  extension  of  the  work  of  the  de- 
partment of  health  method  of  visiting 
cases  by  its  physicians  and  nurses. 
Fifth— The  liberal  distribution  of  li- 
terature on  the  subject,  including  the 
aid  of  the  press.  Sixth— Prevention  of 
promiscuous  spitting.  Seventh— Keep- 
ing of  streets  and  sidewalks  free  from 
dust    and    dirt. 

"Through  the  energy  of  Homer  Folks, 
the  commissioner  of  public  '  charities, 
the  treatment  of  consumptive  patients 
I  in  local  sanatoria  has  passed  the  ex- 
j  perimental  stage.  The  first  year's  work 
j  of  the  sanatorium  on  Blackwell's 
island,  closed  a  few  weeks  ago,  with 
la  record  of  many  consumptives  dis- 
charged either  as  cured  or  greatly  im- 
I  proved. 

"Xo  institution  began  its  existence 
under  more  discotiraging  circum- 
stances than  did  the  tuberculosis  In- 
firmary on  Blackwell's  island.  Prac- 
tically all  it  had  was  a  plot  of  ground 
and  two  dilapidated  structures,  which 
had  been  left  vacant  by  the  moving  of 
the  insane  to  "Ward's  island.      The  cost 

es- 
timated at  $60,000.  The  commissioner 
could  not  obtain  that  amount,  but,  with 
pauper  labor,  he  succeeded  at  a  com- 
paratively trifling  cost  in  Utting  up 
quarters  for  370  patients.  Of  these, 
2.'j0   Avcre    men    and    the   others    women. 

The  institution  is  a  part  of  the  Met- 
ropolitan hospital,  under  the  supervi- 
sion of  William  B.  O'Rourke,  who  hits 
had  many  years'  experience  in  hospital 
management.  The  infirmary  itself  is 
under  the  control  of  Christopher  Eas- 
ton.  a  graduate  of  Princeton  university 
In  the  class  of  1900,  who  made  studies 
in  sociology  under  Professor  Walter 
Wyckoff  to  fit  him  for  the  task  which 
he  has  undertaken. 

•'Patients  admitted  to  this  institu- 
tion," said  Mr.  Eastoii,  "have  usually 
reached  such  a  state  that  many  per- 
sons would  regard  their  cases  as  hope- 
less. Most  of  them  are  workingmen, 
originally  of  sober  and  industrial  hab- 
its, who,  on  account  of  the  disease, 
were  gradually  forced  from  steady  em- 
ployment and  compelled  to  earn  scanty 
livings  by  doing  odd  jobs.  As  a  result 
they  had  insufficient  food  at  the  very 
time  their  systems  required  that  they 
should  be  well  nourished  In  order  to 
resist  the  ravages  of  consumption. 

"We  tind  upon  questioning  the  pa- 
tients that  most  of  them  came  here  a.s 
a  last  resort.  Many  of  them  had  been 
working  as  helpers  in  saloons,  living 
on  the  fragments  of  free  lunch,  sleep- 
ing in  cellars  or  under  counters,  and 
thereby  subjecting  themselves  to  the 
most  unfavorable  conditions  imagin- 
able.

It  is  as  if  some  unseen  power 
had  swept  a  blight  over  the  entire  in- 
tervening country,  for  the  suffering 
can  be  seen  only  in  the  faces  of  the 
8t:irving  peasants  as  the  Inundated 
tields,  where  the  crops  of  last  sum- 
mer and  this  year  are  lying,  are  coated 
under  tons  of  ice.

PARIS 

Anarchists  From  All  Over 

World  Will  Hold 

Convention. 


To  Devise  Plans  Whicli 

Will  Affect  Crowned 

Heads. 


N*w  York,  Feb.  25.— The  Evening 
Telegram  today  prints  a  story  to  the 
•ffect  that  anarchists  rrom  all  over 
the  world  a;  d  about  to  meet  in  a  se- 
cret convention  at  Paris  to  devise  plans 
that  may  radically  affect  the  crowned 
heads  of  Europe.  All  preparations  for 
the  convention  were  carefully  guarded, 
but  the  plans  became  known,  through 
the  boastful  talk  of  a  youthful  dele- 
gate to  the  convention  from  this  city. 
This  man,  an  Italian,  known  as  "An- 
gelo"  and  -Rudolph,"  gave  up  his  place 
on  Saturday,  declaring  that  he  had 
been  .selected  as  one  of  five  delegates 
from  the  United  States  to  the  con- 
vention.   The  Evening  Telegram  says: 

•'Far-reaching  anarchistic  plans  are

St.  Paul.  Feb.  25.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— The  house  this  morning 
passed  a  bill  appropriating  $5000  for  the 
relief  of  ihe  famine-stricken  people  of 
the  Scandinavian  peninsula.  This  bill 
was  introduced  by  Mr.  Deming,  of 
Hennepin  county,  and  on  his  motion  it 
was  Immediately  passed  under  sus- 
pension of  the  rules.  There  was  but  one 
negative  vote,  that  of  Mr.  Shearer,  of 
Hennepin  county,  who  thought  it  was 
establishing  a  bad  precedent.  The  bill 
was  immediately  taken  into  the  senate, 
and  Senator  Wilson  moved  that  the 
rules    be    suspended    and    the    measure 

passed  at  once.  Senator  McGill,  of 
Ramsey  county,  however,  thought  there 
was  no  occasion  for  rushing  it  through. 
He  thought  it  was  of  doubtful  pro- 
priety to  appropriate  public  money  for 
foreign  charity  and  he  feared  it  was 
establishing  a  dangerous  precedent. 

Senator  Laybourn,  of  Duluth,  moved 
that  the  rules  be  so  far  suspended  as  to 
give  the  bill  its  first  reading  and  have 


.it    referred    to    the    finance    committee, 
which  motion  prevailed.

Negotiations  Are  Proceed- 
ing Rapidly  With  Other 
Claimants. 


Washington,  Feb.  25.-rGreat  Britain, 
German  and  Italy  are  still  considering 
the  rough  draft  of  The  Hague  protocol, 
submitted  to  their  representatives  here 
yesterday  by  Mr.  Bowen,  In  which  it 
is  provided  that  the  czar  of  Russia  shall 
select  the  personnel  of  the  court  to 
pass  on  the  preferential  contention  of 
the  allies.  Meanwhile,  Mr.  Bowen  is 
carrying  on  negotiations  with  the  other 
claimants  and  hopes  to  finish  up  the 
French  protocol  this  week.  There  is  a 
slight  delay  in  the  drawing  of  this  con- 
vention, owing  to  the  activity  of  the 
French  consul  at  Caracas,  who  has 
made  certain  proposals  to  President 
.Castro  and  thereby  interfered  some- 
what with  the  work  of  the  French  em- 
bassador here.  The  latter  has  been 
empowered  to  draw  up  the  protocol 
with  Mr.  Bowen  and  as  soon  as  Presi- 
dent Castro  can  be  made  to  understand 
the  situation,  Mr.  Itewen  and  Mr.  Jus- 
serand  will  proceed   with  their  task. 

Mexico's  vrotocal  Is  being  engrossed 
at  the  state  department  and  will  be 
signed  by  Senor  De  Aspiroz,  the 
Mexican  ambassador,  and  Mr.  Bowen, 
for  Venezuela,  probably  tomorrow.

After  the  posse  had  re- 
pulsed the  miners  they  followed  up  this 
advantage  and  .secured  the»  arrest  of  over 
one  hundred  who  were  brought  to  Beck- 
ley  imder  guard.  Cunningham  and  po.sse 
have  gone  back  to  the  scene  and  will  ar- 
rest every  one  implicated.  An  ugly  strike 
in  progress  there  is  the  cause  of  the  trou- 
ble.

Wa.«»hington,    Feb.    25.— (.Special    to    The- 
Herald.)— The  option  for  the  purcha.^e  of 
the    Panama    canal    property    from       tlie 
Frencii  company  expires  next  Wednesday. 
Wltliin    the    past    twenty-four    hours    the 
administration    has    l>een    advised       that, 
this    option    will    not    be    renewed.      The 
French  company,  it  seems,   has  been  ap- 
proached   by   a   syndicate   of    bankers    of" 
Paris  an<l  Berlin  who  offer  to  take  over 
the  property  upon  terms  much  more   fa- 
vorable than  those  offered  by  the  Unitedi 
States,    and   to  guarantee   the  old   stock- 
j  holders  against  all  loss.    It  is  further  as- 
I  serted  that  these  bankers  liave   been   led; 
I  to  make  this  offer  as  a  result  of  the  re- 
]  port  of  the  United  States  engineers,  who 
i  have    made    a    careful    ex.imination    into 
I  the  physical  conditions  and  the  engineer- 
ing problems  to  be  solved.    Until  that  re- 
port was  made  public,  the  l>ankers  would 
never  liave   tliuught  of  advancing  a  dol- 
lar. 

In   view  of  this  new  development   it   ia^ 
asserted  that  the  president  is  today  urg- 
ing his  friends  in  the  senate  to  u.se  every 
possible   effort   to  secure   the   ratification 
of  the   Panama  treaty  and   that   he  goes 
so  far  as  to  recommend  that  the  omnibus 
statehood  bill  be  piv.s.sed,  with  a  provisloo 
added   which   will  deprive  the  three   new 
states   of   representation    in    the   electoral 
college  until  1908.     It  is  believed  now  that 
an    arrangement    may    be    made    whereby 
the  tre.aty  can  be  ratified  and  three  new 
.states  provided  for  by  the  end  of  the  ses-- 
sion  next  Wednesday. 


New  York,  Feb.  25.— Joseph  Scibar- 
ace, the  St.  Pierre  survivor,  who  has 
arrived  here,  tells  an  interesting  story 
of  his  exjjeriences  at  the  time  of  the 
eruption  of  Mont  Pelee,  he  being  at 
that  time  a  prisoner.  .Scibarace  snys 
he  was  placed  in  jail  for  slashing  a  man 
with  a  knife.  Then  he  was  put  in  the 
dungeon  for  fighting  with  a  prisoner. 
His  story  continues: 

"On  the  next  day  it  got  very  warm. 
I  heard  the  sound  of  explosions,  but 
thought  it  was  only  thunder.  Shrieks 
and  cries  followed  the  great  noise,  then 
all  was  still  and  it  began  to  grow  hot. 
I  thought  the  prison  was  on  fire.  Ashes 


and  burning  stuff  began  to  sift  through 
the  bars. 

"The  pile  of  straw  I  used  for  a  bed 
took  fire,  but  1  stamped  it  out.  Hot 
a.shes  sifted  on  my  head,  arms  and 
back.  I  was  stripped  to  the  waist,  and 
every  spark  left  a  scar.  After  a  long 
time  ashes  stopped  failing.  I  was  sore 
and  hungry.  1  did  not  know  how  long 
1  stayed  in  the  dungeon. 

"Finally  I  went  to  sleep  and  knew 
nothing  more  until  I  found  my.^elf  in 
the  arms  of  the  priest,  who  had  been 
my  friend  in  the  prison.  The  father 
had  remembered  that  I  was  in  jail,  and 
after  the  fire  went  out  he  came  to  save 
me  and  had  me  dug  from  the  ruins.  I 
wao  told  that  1  was  buried  four  days 
without  food  and  little  air."

FUNERAL  OF  CHINESE  BRIDE 
WAS  MOST  GORGEOUS  AFFAIR 

Tinkling:  Bells  Kept  at  Bay  the  Horde  of  Devils, 
While  Chickens  and  Coins  Were  Furnished  For 
Use  of  the  Deceased  In  the  Other  World. 


New  York,  Feb.  25.-— The  funeral  of 
May  Llyn,  bride  of  Sung  Fung,  an 
actor  In  the  Chinese  theater  in  Doyers 
street,  has  been  held  with  pomp  and 
circumstance  unusual  even  for  New 
York's  Chine.se  colony.  The  body  was 
dressed  in  gorgeously  embroidered 
Oriental  garments,  golden  dragoons 
winding  their  protecting  folds  about 
the  slight  form.  No  ray  of  sunshine 
was  admitted  to  the  mourning  room, 
but  the  decorations  of  the  death  robe 
glittered  in  the  light  of  innumerable 
candles,  which,  with  tinkling  bells, 
kept  at  bay  the  horde  of  devils  ever 
ready  to  rush  in  and  bear  away  one  so 
young  and  fair.    The  close  air  was  bur- 


I  dened    with    the    perfume    of    burning 
I  Eastern    incense.      A    wreath    of    wax 
j  flowers  lay  on  the  coffin,  the  tribute  of 
■  an    Occidental    mourner.     As   the    time 
for  the  funeral  services  drew  near,  tlie 
room    became    filled    with    Chinamen, 
friends,  .ictors,  of  the  bereft  husband, 
who  chanted  the  story  of  his  grief  and 
eulogized    the    virtues    of      his    bride. 
Chickens    and    rice    balls    were    placed 
j  conveniently    near    the    coffin.        Coins 
were   placed    in    the   folds   of   the   gar- 
ments for  use  in  the  oiner  world. 

When  the  body  of  May  Llyn  was 
I  borne  to  the  grave,  presents  were 
I  placed  beside  the  coffin  again  to  serve 
her  spirit  until  that  time  when  her 
j  bones  shall  be  disinterred  and  taken 
j  back  to  China,  when  her  ghostly  trlbu- 
i  lations  will  be  at  an  end.

KNITTING  WtRKS  BURNED. 

Heavy  Loss  By  Fire  at  St. 
Joseph,  Mich. 

St.  Joseph,  Mich.,  Feb.  25.— The  Coop- 
er-Wells knitting  works  were  destroyed 
by  fire  early  today,  throwing  360  em- 
ployes out  of  wor^.

AMERICA  TO  STUDY  STARS 

The  D.  0.  Mills  Expedition  Will  Leave  For  Chile 
Saturday  to  Spend  Two  Years  In  Finding  Out 
Things  Concerning  the  Solar  System. 


IS  NO  USE  TO 
SEND  FOOLS 

To  College,  Says  Profes- 
sor Perrin  of  Boston 
University. 

Boston,  Feb.  25.— The  students  ol' 
Boston  university  are  discussing  a  talk 
which  Professor  Marshall  L.  PeiTin  of* 
the  university  gave  to  his  class  ont 
the  subject  of  indiscriminately  sendingT' 
boys  and  girls  to  college.  According  to 
the  noted  educator,  a  great  mistake 
is  made  by  those  parents  who,  knowing 
that  their  children  lack  bruins,  still 
think  that  they  can  have  them  trained 
to  lives  of  usefulness  by  packing  them 
off  to  a  university.  Dr.  Perrin  de- 
clared that  careful  judgment  should  be 
used  in  choosing  between  practical  in- 
struction and  higher  education.  Among' 
other  things  he  said:  "Many  a  bo/ 
would  do  better  to  stick  to  the  black- 
smith shop  and  many  a  girl  to  the- 
millinery  trade.  Too  many  feel  that 
going  to  college  is  going  to  redeem. 
their  lives.  It  sometimes  ruins  them. 
Some    people   are    no   good    in    college, 

but  all  right  in  other  lines.  It  la 
much  better  to  be  a  suceessful  laborer 
than  a  tenth-rate  minister,  a  fiftieth- 
rate  lawyer  or  a  petty  school  maim."

In  a  Fog:  and  Fifteen  People 
Injured. 

Peoria,  Feb.  25.— During  a  dense  fogr 
j  this  morning  three  interurban  carv 
j  crowded  with  workingmen,  collided  at 
Acme,  a  small  station  five  miles  fronv 
here,  and  fifteen  people  were  injured,, 
of  whom  six  are  serious.  The  injured 
were  brought  to  the  city  and  placed  li> 
hospitals  as  soon  as  possible,  and  the- 
work  of  clearing  away  the  debris  be- 
gan.

VOLCANO  SOLD 


Berkeley,  Cal.,  Feb.  25.-The  D.  O.  Mills 
astronomical  expedition  to  the  southern 
hemisphere,  after  two  years  of  prepar- 
atory work,  will  sail  from  San  Francisco 
for  Chile  next  Saturday.  The  obser\a- 
tions  will  l>e  conducted  by  university  of 
California  astronomlsts  headed  by  Wil- 
liam H.  Wright,  of  the  Lick  observatory. 
Owing  to  an  injury  recently  received.  Di- 
rector Campbell  will  Ije  unable  to  go  with 
the  partv.  which  expects  to  remain  about 
two  vears,  at  least.  The  mis.slon  of  the 
expedition  is  to  throw  additional  light 
on  the  motion  of  the  solar  system 
through  space.  Since  181*5  the  line-of- 
sight  velocities  of  some  four  hundred  of 


llie  brightest  stars  have  been  measured 
at  the  Lick  observatory  by  means  of  the 
spectograph  presented  by  D.  O.  Mill^. 
The  results  so  far  oinalned  Indicjite  that 
the  solar  system  is  moving  approximately 
toward  the  southern  part  of  the  con- 
stellation of  the  lyre  with  a  speed  of  IH*^ 
miles  a  second.  This  conclusion,  Imwever, 
cannot  be  considered  conclusive  for  the 
stars  of  the  southern  hemisphere  are  not 
presented  in  the  calculations,  and  for  the 
purpose  of  observing  them  the  Mill.s  ex- 
pedition is  being  sent  to  Santiago.  Chile. 
The  spectro.scoplc  photographs  obtained 
by  the  party  will  be  sent  to  the  Licic  ob- 
servatory for  measurement  and  compar- 
ison. All  the  expense.s  will  be  borne  by 
D.  O.  Mills,  of  New  York.

New  York,  Feb,  25.— The  Evening 
Telegram  today  prints  a  story  to  the 
effect  that  anarchists  from  all  over 
the  world  a.  ?  about  to  meet  in  a  se- 
cret convention  at  Paris  to  devise  plans 
that  may  radically  affect  the  crowned 
heads  of  Europe.

St.  Paul.  Feb.  25.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— The  house  this  morning 
passed  a  bill  appropriating  $5000  for  the 
relief  of  the  famine-stricken  people  of 
the  Scandinavian  peninsula.  This  bill 
was  introduced  by  Mr.  Deming,  of 
Hennepin  county,  and  on  his  motion  it 
was  immediately  passed  under  sus- 
pension of  the  rules.  There  was  but  one 
negative  vote,  that  of  Mr.  Shearer,  of 
j  Hennepin  county,  wlio  thought  it  was 
■  establishing  a  bad  precedent.  The  bill 
j  was  immediately  taken  into  the  senate, 
and  Senator  Wilson  moved  that  the 
rules  be  suspended  and  the  measure 
passed  at  once.  Senator  McOill,  of 
Ramsey  county,  however,  thought  there 
was  no  occasion  for  lushing  it  through. 
He  thought  it  was  of  doubtful  pro- 
priety to  appropriate  imblic  money  for 
foreign  charity  and  he  feared  it  was 
establishing  a  dangerous  precedent. 

Senator  Laybourn,  of  Duluth,  moved 
th.it  the  rules  be  so  far  suspended  as  to 
give  the  bill  its  first  reading  and  have 


lit    referred    to    the    finance    committee, 
which  motion  prevailed.

Joseph  Scibarace,  Who  Was  Buried  Four  Days  In 
Dungeon  During  the  Eruption  of  Mont  Pelee, 
Describes  His  Sufferings  Before  Being  Rescued.

Wa.«hington,    Feb.    25.— (Special    to    The- 
Herald.)— The  option  for  the  purchase  of 
the    Panama    canal    property    from       the 
French  company  expires  next  Wednesday. 
Within    the    past    twenty-four    hours    the 
administration    has    been    advised       that 
this    option    will    not    be    renewed.      The- 
French  company,  it  seems,   has  been  ap- 
proached   by   a   syndicate   of    hankers    of 
Paris  and  Berlin  who  offer  to  take  over 
the  pro^H-rty  upon  terms  much  more   fa- 
vorable than  those  offered  by  the  Unitedi 
States,    and   to   guarantee   the   old    stock- 
holders against  all  loss.    It  is  further  a.s- 
serted   that   these   bankers   have   been   led: 
to  make  this  offer  as  a  result  of  the  re- 
port of  the  United  States  engineers,  who 
have    made    a    careful    examination    into 
the  physical  conditions  and  the  engineer- 
ing problems  to  he  solved.    Ciuil  that  re- 
port was  made  public,  the  bankers  would 
never  have  thought  of  advancing  a  dol- 
lar. 

In  view  of  this  new  development  it  Ig 
asserted  that  the  president  is  to<lay  urg- 
ing his  friends  in  the  senate  to  u.<e  every 
possible  effort  to  secure  the  ratification 
of  the  Panama  treaty  and  that  he  goes 
so  far  as  to  recommend  that  the  omnibus 
stat»'hootl  bill  lie  p;vssed,  witli  a  provisioo 
addi'd  which  will  deprive  tlu-  three  new 
states  of  representation  In  the  electoral 
c<»llege  until  1908.

His  story  continties: 

"On  tlie  next  day  it  got  very  warm. 
I  heard  the  sound  of  explosions,  but 
thought  it  was  only  thunder.  .Shrieks 
and  cries  followed  the  great  noise,  then 
ail  was  still  and  it  began  to  grow  hot. 
I  thought  the  prison  was  on  lire.  Ashes 


and  burning  stuff  began  to  sift  tlirough 
the  bars. 

"The  pile  of  straw  I  used  for  a  bed 
took  lire,  but  1  stamped  it  otit.  Hot 
a-siies  sifted  on  my  head,  arms  and 
back.  I  was  stripped  to  the  waist,  and 
every  spark  left  a  scar.  After  a  long 
time  ashes  stopped  failing.  I  was  sore 
and  hungry.  I  did  not  know  how  long 
I  stayed  in  the  dungeon. 

"Finally  1  went  to  sleep  and  knew 
nothing  more  until  I  found  iny.-^elf  in 
the  arms  of  the  priest,  who  had  been 
my  friend  in  the  prison.  The  father 
h.id  remembered  that  I  was  in  jail,  and 
after  the  fire  went  out  he  came  to  sa\e 
me  and  had  me  dug  from  the  ruins.  1 
was  told  that  1  was  buried  four  days 
without  food  and  little  air."

KNITTING  WORKS  BURNED. 

Heavy  Loss  By  Fire  at  St. 
Joseph,  Mich. 

St.  Joseph,  Mich.,  Feb.  25.— The  Coop- 
er-Wells knitting  works  were  destroyed 
by  fire  early  today,  throwing  360  em- 
ployes out  of  worji.  The  loss  Is  esti- 
mated at  $250,000.

The  results  .so  far  obtained  indic.ite  that 
the  solar  system  is  moving  approximately 
toward  the  southern  part  of  the  con- 
stellation of  the  lyre  with  a  speed  of  12',^ 
miles  a  second.  This  conclusion,  however, 
cannot  be  considered  conclusive  for  the 
stars  of  the  southern  hemisphere  are  not 
presented  in  the  calculations,  and  for  the 
purpo.se  of  ol.serving  them  the  Mill.s  ex- 
pedition is  being  sent  to  Santiago.

Little  Fork   Settlers  In 

68-13  Would  Organize 

a  Township. 

Is  Coming  to  Front  as 

an  Agricultural 

Community. 


A  movement  Is  under  way  to  est:ib- 
llsli  ;i  sthool  district,  u  eivil  township 
and  a  voting  precinct  in  the  unorgan- 
ized township  of  68-13.  John  Joyce, 
deputy  sheriff  for  that  district,  store- 
keeper, land  lo<"ator  and  logger,  was  in 
the  city  today  in  the  interest  of  the  set- 
tlers in  r.x-13  and  was  loo4|iug  for  infor- 
ination  as  to  the  necessary  steps  to  bt» 
takeii,  at  the  coutity  court  house.  He 
has  retained  Adams  &  Miller  as  legul 
advisers  for  the  settlers  and  to  hav'> 
thaig^c  of  the  legal  process  of  securing 
UTi  organi^ied  district. 

Mr.  Joyc-e  says  there  are  about  100 
voters  ni  the  district,  which  is  known 
as  the  Little  Fork  s.ntlenient.  It  1.-. 
located  thirty-tive  miles  north  of  Vir- 
ginia and  I'.iirty-two  miles  northwest 
of  Tower.  The  nearest  school  is  ten 
iniKs  from  the  settlement  and  the 
voters  have  to  go  to  Tower  to  casi 
the! I-  viHes,  a  distance  which  ihey  con- 
sider as  practically  prohibitive. 

I^a.-;t  fall  none  of  the  settlers  had  an 
opportunity  of  voting.  They  wrote  to 
the  t  onntv  attorney  previous  to  the 
fall  election.  He  referred  them  lo  the 
Koverni>r.  and  that  official  referred 
them  back  to  the  board  of  county  com- 
missiontrs.  It  was  then  too  late  to 
get  any  action  in  time  for  the  election. 
The  petition  of  the  legally  qualitied 
voters  in  the  district  will  be  prepared 
innnediately  and  presented  at  the  ne.vt 
meeting  of  the  county  board.  It  is 
likely  that  the  board  will  set  the  dale 
for  :\  hearing  and  will  direct  the  post- 
ing of  the  i>roper  notices,  so  that  by 
April  an  election  of  school  and  tov,  n 
officers  lan  be  held,  and  a  voting  pre- 
cinct  afterward  established. 

Mr.  -Joyce  is  very  enthusiastic  over 
th»'  po.<;sibiliiies  offered  by  that  com- 
paratively new  agricultural  di.-^trict, 
and  is  V»ending  every  energy  toward 
having  it  made  an  organized  township. 
He  says  that  there  are  many  children 
in  the  community  that  snould  be  sent 
to  school,  and  the  settlers  desire  lo 
have  a  good  building  for  the  purpose, 
and  fvery  facility  in  connection  for 
the    education    of    their    children. 

The  valuation  of  the  township.  6S-13, 
is  shown  to  be  $85,000  and  on  the  basis 
of  a  1  per  cent  tax  for  .^chool  pur- 
po.ses  the  district,  when  organized, 
could  raise  about  |2800  for  school  pur- 
poses.

Joyce,  this  morning,  "is  being  settled 
up  rapidly.

T'ne  liealth  department  has  estab- 
lished a  chemical  milk  testing  labora- 
tory in  the  basement  of  the  city  hall. 

It  IS  not  as  complete  an  e<iulpment  as 
desired,  nor  is  it  in  keeping  with  the 
needs  of  a  city  the  size  of  Duluth,  but 
the  innovation  is  a  preliminary  step 
toward  better  things. 

In  the  futiu-e  the  municipal  milk  in- 
spections will  be  much  more  thorough 
than  they  have  been  in  the  past,  so  far 
as  ([uality  ami  condition  of  the  milk  is 
concerned. 

Since  Commissioner  Robinson's  cru- 
sade against  unsanitary  dairies  there 
has  been  a  vast  improvement  in  the 
care  of  cattle  and  cleanliness  of  stables, 
but  ui)  to  the  present  time  the  depart- 
ment has  been  unable  to  detect  diseased 
oi  inferior  milk  without  sending 
samples  out  of  the  city  for  analysis. 

The  milk  testing  laboratory,  which 
has  been  quietly  installed  in  the  city 
hall  basement,  is  not  a  very  pretentious 
affair,  but  it  is  the  nucleus  for  a  la- 
lK>ratory  which  the  department  expects 
to  establish  a  little  later  on. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  pieces  of 
mechanism  in  the  new  departure  of  the 
health  department  is  a  centrifi:gal  sep- 
arator, used  in  measuring  the  fat  ex- 
tracted from  the  milk  samples  by  a 
whirling  in-ocess. 

The  fat  is  forced  from  the  milk  up 
into  a  narrow  graduated  glass  tube, 
and  the  amount  of  fat  thus  extracted 
indicates  the  richness  of  the  milk,  or 
its  lack  of  food  qualities. 

In  searching  for  germs  in  milk  a  mi- 
croscopic test  is  necessary.  It  is  ex- 
pected that  milk  with  traces  of  tuber- 
culosis or  other  disease  germs  in  it  can 
easily  be  discovered  with  the  present 
apparatus. 

JMilk  Inspector  Langslow  is  in  charge 
of  the  new  department,  and  lias  been 
busily  at  work  for  several  days  getting 
it  in  shape.

Says  If.  H.  Phelps  Re- 
garding: Bill  Intro- 
duced In  Senate. 

To    the    Editor    of    The    Herald: 

Recent  dispatches  report  that  Senator 
Laybourn  has  introduceil  a  bill  in  the 
state  senate  to  tax  fraternal  insurance 
companies  upon  their  gross  earnings,  the 
rate  proposed  being  thre»j  per  cent. 

I  think  this  is  a  niea.'sui'e  that  should  be 
closely  scrutinized  by  the  members  of  the 
legislature  and  the  people  of  the  state 
in  general.  It  is  wrong  In  principle. 
That  is.  it  is  wrong  uiidei'  our  system  of 
taxation.  All  property  in  the  state  should 
be  taxwl  in  the  same  way.  It  is  wrong  to 
levy  taxes  against  the  land  owner,  or  the 
banker,  or  the  merchant,  Itased  upon  the 
a<"tual  value  of  his  property,  and  let  his 
neighbor  escape  by  paying  a  percentage 
of  his  income.  Our  ((UiStitution  says: 
"All  taxes  to  be  raised  in  this  state  shall 
be  as  nearly  eqtial  as  may  I>e."  Rut 
these  two  systems,  side  l>y  side,  will  not 
work  out  efiuality  of  tax;ition.  To  illus- 
trate: Take  any  piwe  of  real  estate 
today  in  the  city  of  Dulnth  and  compute 
the  percentage  of  tax  that  it  is  paying 
upon  the  gross  income  oi  the  property. 
Much  of  our  real  estate  i^  producing  no 
income  at  all.  A  compulation  will  show 
that  what  is  income-pr<H)ucing  is  paying 
a  tax  of  from  l.'>  to  M  per  cent  ui>on  the 
gross  amount  received  from  the  prop- 
erty. 1  have  a  piece  of  laopeity  in  mind 
now.  centrally  located,  in  this  city,  and 
fairly  well  improved.  It  produces  from 
rents.  $840  per  year.  The  1902  tax  is  $i:S. 
This,  .as  will  be  seen,  is  over  Iti  per  cent 
of  the  gross  earnings  of  the  property. 

The  fraternal  in.<!uranc  •  official  will  ar- 
gue that  his  company  lia.s  'its  accumu- 
lations invested  in  low  rate  .securities 
and  that  it  cannot  afft>id  to  pay  taxes 
based  up<>n  the  total  vabe  of  such  acTTTm- 
ulations.  But  the  widow  whose  hu.^band 
has  left  her  a  few  thou<;uid  dollars  and 
who  has  it  deposited  in  the  bank  for  safe 
keeping,  where  she  get».  possibly,  two  per 
cent  interest,  or.  may  be.  none  at  all.  is 
not  allowed  to  pay  taxes  ujjon  the  gross 
income  of  her  money.  Neither  is  that 
other  widow,  whose  hushand  left  her  no 
money  but  onlv  a  little  home,  and  who 
has  to  toil  for  her  daily  bread,  allowed 
to  pav  upon  her  income  Xo.  her  home 
is  taxed  at  Its  market  value.  regardles.<* 
of  whether  she  has  any  income  at  all 
or  not. 

The  banker  is  aspe.«ied  upon  the  stock, 
surplus  and  undivided  profits  of  his  bank. 
The  merchant  and  other  tradesmen  are 
assessed  In  the  .«ame  way.  No  exception 
should  be  made  in  the  <  i.se  of  any  cla.-<.s 
or  institutions.  We  very  foolishly,  as  Jt 
seems  to  me.  made  an  ex<:ention.  years 
ago.  in  the  cai<e  of  i"ailroads  and  tele- 
graph companies.  We  have  seen  what 
Injustice  that  exception  has  worked  out 
to  the  other  taxpavers  of  the  state.  Per- 
sonally.

Knapp,  of  Hamilton,  Ohio,  formerly  of 
this  city,  was  routed  from  his  bed  at 
the  home  of  his  bride,  formerly  Anna 
May  Gamble,  at  630  Indiana  avenue, 
this  morning  by  the  jxdice  and  taken  to 
Hamilton  on  the  charge  of  murder. 
The  police  say  that  Anna  May  Gamble 
IS  his  last  and  surviving  wife.  Knapp 
was  taken  away  in  irons.  Knapp,  al- 
though only  41  years  old,  has  had  four 
wives.  Mrs.  Knapp  So.  4  became  the 
wife  of  the  prisoner  about  two  weeks 
ago. 

The  other  wives  of  Knapp  were: 
I3mma  Stubbs,  Jennie  Connors  and 
Hanna  Goddard.  The  Hamilton  police 
do  not  know  what  has  become  of 
Emma  Stubbs,  the  first  wife;  or  Hann* 
fioddard,  Mrs.  Knapp  No.  3.  An  uncle 
of  Hanna  Goddard  reported  to  the 
Hamilton  police  that  his  niec-e  had  dis- 
appeared, Dec.  22,  1902,  and  that  Knapp 
had  married  an  Indianapolis  girl. 

An  investigation  began  and  it  was 
learned  that  Mrs.  Knapp  was  last  seen 
Dec.  21.  The  following  day  the  hus- 
band got  a  horse  and  wagon  at  a 
livery  stable  and  was  seen  to  load  a 
large  box  in  the  wagon  and  carry  it 
away.  Further  inquiry  was  made,  fol- 
lowed by  an  examination  of  the  rec- 
ords, and  it  was  found  that  a  few  years 
ago  the  dead  body  of  Jennie  Connois, 
wljo  was  Mrs.  Knapp  N'o.

The  board  of  fire  commissioners  will 
take  up  a  communication  Friday  night 
from  the  property  owners  in  the  whole- 
sale district,  on  South  Fifth  avenue 
west,  ciskinff  urgent  measures  to  pro- 
vide adequate  fire  protection. 

The  communication  was  received 
from  Mayor  Huso  and  has  been  trans- 
mitted to  the  fire  commission.  It  will 
probably    be   referred   to    the    board   of 

water  and  light  commissioners  and 
8ome  favorable  action  taken,  as  the 
district  is  notoriously  unprotected  from 
Are  through  the  water  system. 

The  fire  at  the  Northwestern  boiler 
works  last  week,  which  it  was  believed 
could  have  been  extinguished  if  a  suf- 
ficiedl  water  supply  had  been  available, 
■was  what  inspired  the  protest  against 

S resent  conditions  in      this      wholesale 
istrict. 

In  case  of  fire  in  the  .'^outh  Fifth  ave- 
nue west  wholesale  district,  the  engines 
and  fire  apparatus  would  have  to  be 
supplied  through  the  six-inch  main, 
which  is  the  sole  water  supply,  and 
comes  to  a  dead  end  at  the  extreme  end 
of  the  avenue.  Jt  Is  iield  that  the 
umount  of  water  that  could  be  sent 
through  this  pipe  would  be  utterly  in- 
sufficient to  put  out  even  a  small  bla/e. 

■'To  make  the  change  from  a  six  to  a 
ten-inch  pipe  on  South  Fifth  avenue," 
raid  Manager  Leverette  N.  Case  of  the 
water  and  light  department  this  morn- 
ing, "would  entail  an  expenditure  of 
about  $2500.  I  am  not  prepared  to  say 
anything  as  to  what  recommendation  I 
would  make,  though  it  seems  that  the 
larger  pipe  down  there  is  e.ssential.  The 
concerns  do  not  use  much  water,  ni 
f.ict  the  six-inch  main  is  far  more  than 
ade(|u;ite  for  carrying  all  the  water 
used  by  the  consumers,  which  are  few 
and  economical. 

"J  understand  the  mayor  has  received 
a  communication  from  some  of  the 
wholesalers  asking  for  better  fire  pro- 
teciH:i  in  this  regard,  and  he  tele- 
phoned me  to  that  effect  some  days 
ago.  I  understand  the  board  of  fire 
commissioners  will  take  it  up  Friday 
night  and  probably  refer  it  to  the  water 
and  light  department  for  consi'     «tion. 

"I  am  inclined  to  believe  fliat  the 
enlargement  of  the  pipe  on  Fifth  ave- 
nue would  be  a  good  thing,  as  the  city 
Is  growing,  and  especially  that  dis- 
trict, and  the  day  will  come  when  it 
is  necessary  for  the  consumers.  The 
puttii^g  in  of  a  10-inch  main  would 
cost  nr)t  much  more  than  $2f)00. 

•In  case  of  a  fire  dov»ii  th»re  th»i 
engines  could  use  the  Michigan  atrc  t 
hydrants  and  the  bay.  The  laying  of 
hose  to  the  Michigan  street  hydrants 
would  necessitate  putting  the  line 
over  the  <")maha  tracks,  which  would 
make   it  bad. 

'"As  to  the  Oarfield  avenue  fire  and 
the  results  of  a  main  too  sin.'ill  to  fur- 
nish sutiicieiit  water.  I  confess  there 
is  a  grave  problem.  That  main  is  threo 
or  four  miles  long,  and  to  enlarge  it 
would  cost  large  sums  of  money.  Now 
there  are  but  few  consumers  along  the 
line  of  the  pipe,  and  as  for  factories 
or  valuable  buildings  which  need  lire 
|)rotectlon  at  present,  they  are  few 
and  far  between.  We  have  nut  cnn- 
Ridere<l  the  enlarging  of  the  p\i>(.'  there, 
officially,  but  casually  observing,  I  do 
not  see  where  the  department  would  be 
Justified  in  ordering  the  i.hange.  It  i.? 
our  endeavor  to  give  the  best  service 
we  can  for  the  smallest  aiiiount  of 
nonfy,  but  we  cannot  expend  lai-go 
amounts  of  money,  which  must  come 
out  of  the  department,  to  favor  any 
particular  locality,  unless  the  returns 
will  justify  it."

rediscovery  of  the  famous  Lost 
mine  a  few  days  ago,  after  a 
search  lasting  over  a  quarter  of  a  cen- 
tury, has  recalled  to  many  old  minei-s 
in  the  West  the  many  other  Instances 
of  lost  mines,  some  of  which  have  never 
been  rediscovered,  so  that  their  golden 
treasure  still  remains  hidden  from  man, 
writes  the  Sioux  Falls  correspondent  of 
the  N.  Y.  Sun.  The  history  of  the  West 
and  Southwest  is  full  of  stories  of  the 
discovery  of  rich  mines,  which  from 
one  reason  or  another  were  lost  after- 
ward. In  a  few  cases  the  mines  have 
been  rediscovered  by  men  who  were 
able  to  work  them,  and  who  became 
mlllionjiires  .is  the  result  of  'heir  for- 
tunate disoovei  ies. 

The  Lost  Cabin  mine  is  on  Otto  creek, 
in  the  Big  Horn  mountains  of  Wyo- 
ming. It  is  said  that  a  great  stampede 
to  the  scene  has  begun,  and  that  the 
wealth  of  the  mine  is  more  fabulous 
than  was  ever  imagined  by  any  of  the 
hundreds  of  fortu  .e  hunters  Avho  for 
nearly  three  decades  had  searched  in 
vain  for  the  golden  crevice  in  the 
perpendicular  cliff,  described  by  old 
braves  who  said  they  had  been  with 
the  Indian  war  party  which  mas.sacred 
the  whites  who  originally  discovered 
the  mine. 

It  is  about  sixty  miles  from  Fort 
Washakie.  In  1874  five  men  set  out 
from  the  fort  to  prospect.  A  few  weeks 
later  one  of  the  miners,  with  a  few 
small  nuggets  in  his  pocket,  wandered 
back  to  the  fort,  his  mind  completely 
gone.  All  he  could  murmur  was  '"plenty 
of  gold  in  Lost  Cabin." 

Expeditions  were  sent  out  at  once, 
but  no  trace  was  found  of  the  mine  or 
the  missing  men.  The  theory  generally 
accepted  was  that  they  had  been  killed 
by  hostile  Indians,  who  constantly  raid- 
ed throughout  the  region  about  that 
period. 

In  1884  a  cowboy  rode  into  Fort 
Washakie  and  announced  that  he  bad 
of  i  found  the  Lost  Cabin  mine  by  acci- 
dent. As  everyone  believed  that  the 
mine  was  fabulously  rich,  a  crowd  of 
eager  miners  were  soon  ready  to  start 
with  the  discoverer.  They  found  a  de- 
caying log  cabin,  with  four  skeletons 
in  or  near  it,  and  a  tunnel  sunk  in  the 
hillside.  The  ore  found  in  the  tunnel 
was  black  and  heavy. 

After  a  while  the  excitement  died  out 
and  the  mine  was  deserted,  the  discov- 
erers fully  believing  that  the  original 
Lost  Cabin  mine,  where  the  nuggets 
were  found  in  1874,  was  in  some  other 
locality.  Since  that  time  the  search  for 
it  has  continued,  till  at  last  it  has  been 
found. 
Somewhere  In  the  wilds  of  Northeast- 
I  ern  Ctab,  protected  from  the  general 
knowledge  of  white  men  by  the  fact 
that  it  is  within  the  confines  of  ih3 
l^intah  Indian  reservation,  is  another 
wonderful  gold  mine.  Perhaps  it  might 
better  be  termed  a  deposit  of  a  series  of 
deposits,  for  it  has  never  been  mined 
to  any  depth,  and  the  entire  surround- 
ing region  is  believed  to  be  a  treasure 
house.

He  gasped  the  name  "Weaver,"  by 
which  he  probably  intended  to  convey 
that  old  -John  Weaver,  the  hermit  of 
the  Superstition  mountains,  knew  the 
secret  of  the  Lost  Dutchman  mine.  But 
if  Weaver  knew  he  died  with  the 
secret  untold,  ew  venteured  to  vlsi 
the  aid  recluse,  who,  in  the  heart  of 
the  Apache  country,  lived  in  a  cave, 
the  opening  of  which  was  festooned 
by  thes  <  alps  of  Hesevelero's  braves. 
Weaver,  disappointed  in  love  in  St. 
Louis,  spent  thiity  years  in  a  lonely 
canyon  in  the  mountains,  caring  little 
for  worldly  matters,  and  less  for  gold. 

He  picked  off  many  an  Apache  who 
endeavored  to  invade  the  sanctity  of 
his  cave,  until  the  terrified  Indians 
avoided  him.  Importunities  of  his 
friends  to  induce  him  to  return  to  the 
world  were  as  unavailing  as  their 
froi-1  i  efforts  to  learn  from  him  the  location 
of  the  gold  ledges  with  which  he  un- 
doulbedly  was  familiar.  Repeated 
efforts  liave  been  made  at  intervals 
since  he  died  to  find  the  I^st  Dutchman 
mine,  and  a  number  of  lives  have  been 
sacriliced. 

One  day  in  the  summer  of  1877  an 
t  ged  b'-rry:)icKei  fomi  I  a  pici-e  of  rich 
gold  float  in  a  canyon  in  the  northern', 
part  of  the  Black  Hilis.  The  piece  of, 
rock  was  assayed  by  Henry  Leppia  and 
Frank  Bryant.  It  did  not  weigh  more 
than  one-fourth  of  a  pound  and  yielded 
fully  six  grains  of  free  gold.  The  two 
assayers  were  much  excited  and  wanted 
to  see  the  old  berrypicker  at  once,  bat 
he  was  not  to  be  found  that  day.

WORK  BEGINS 

On  Pennsylvania's  Great  Tun- 
nel Under  New  York. 

Ncv/  York.  Feb.  25.— The  ttrst  Mow  was 
struck  today  on  the  work  of  coiistructing 
the  Pennsylvania  tunnel  under  the  E;ist 
and  North  rivers  and  through  New  York 
city.  The  destruction  of  buildings,  at 
the  foot  of  West  Thirty-.second  street, 
at  the  North  river,  was  l)egun  to  clear 
ground  for  sinking  a  shaft  and  establish- 
ing a  basis  of  operations  fwr  what  the 
engineers  have  named  "The  North  River 
Section  '  of  the  tunnel.  The  section  ex- 
tends from  a  point  in  the  center  of  the 
North  river  to  the  site  of  the  terminal 
station  at  Seventh  and  Eighth  avenues 
and  Thirty-second  streets  to  Thirty-fourth 
streets.  The  work  on  the  great  under- 
taking, which  will  eventually  cost  the 
Pennsvlvania  Railroad  company  about 
jLSO.OiO.tK^  was  actually  begun  at  10:30 
o'clock.

killed  in  a  drunken 
Kan.,  in  1873.  * 

It  was  perhaps  the  irony  of  fate  "that 
Gay,  only  a  short  time  before,  .^eUinjf 
ino  the  trouble  which  resulted  In  his 
being  hanged,  was  able  to  secure  iii- 
form.ition  which  would  have  enabled 
him  to  have  found  the  lost  mine  with- 
out difficulty.  This  information  was 
contained  in  the  records  of  Ihe  Powder 
river  campaign,  as  kept  by  an  oflicer 
of  high  rank  in  the  command,  who  was 
informed  of  the  disiovery  of  the  cIvH- 
lans,  and  made  a  memorandum  of  the 
exact  location  of  the  <ainp. 

The  oflicer  had  intended  return- 
ing to  the  spot  himself,  but  not 
until  1878  was  it  safe  to  enter 
the  country  owing  to  the  large 
number  of  hostile  Indians  who  were 
constantly  raiding  through  It.  and  he 
died  before  that  time.  By  chance  Gay 
secured  possession  of  the  memorau- 
dum.  He  was  arrested  for  inur«ler  be- 
fore he  could  again  resume  his  search, 
and  during  the  period  pieceding  his 
death  on  the  gallows  he  stoutly  refused 
to  reveal  his  secret.  What  became  of 
the  memorandum  is  not  known,  but  it 
is  probable  that  he  hid  or  destroyed  it 
when  he  realized  that  ail  hope  of  a  now 
trial  or  pardon  was  in  vain.  With  him 
died  the  secret  of  the  location  of  a 
mine  which  may  contain  mlllioiis  of 
gold. 

Since  the  beginning  of  civilized  his- 
tory in  the  Black  Hills  the  prospectors 
of  that  region  have  regaled  each  other 
with  fables  about  untold  riches  hidden 
in  Bear  gulch  and  adjacent  territory, 
and  there  is  liardly  an  ohl  timer  liv- 
ing here  tod.-iy  who  does  not  know  by 
heart  some  cherished  version  of  famous 
lost  mine.s.

In  the  spring 
of  187G  an  old,  grav-haired  man  went 
to  Gay's  home  in  the  Black  Hills  and 
in  the  course  of  his  visit  told  Gay  and 
othey  miners  that  he  was  in  that  re- 
gion for  the  purpose  of  locating  a  rich 
gold  mine.  He  exhibited  a  rough  dia- 
gram or  map,  and  said  that  it  was  thi;

The  Devils  Tower,  a  remarkable 
rock  of  gigantic  size  on  the  Belle 
Fourche  river  in  Eastern  Wyoiuing,  is 
no,t  without  its  legend  of  hidden  treas- 
ure. While  at  Yankton  several  year* 
ago  a  man  who  lived  n^ar  the  rock 
met  several  old  Sioux  Indians  with 
whom  he  was  acquainted.  Having  a 
photograph  of  the  Devil's  Tower  with 
him,  he  thought  they  would  like  to  see 
it.  When  it  was  showji  lo  them  they 
appeared  greatly  excited  and  asked 
him  if  any  underground  jnissage  had 
been  found  underneath  the  rmk.  Of 
cour.se  no  such  pr.ssage  has  be^n  dis- 
covered   bv    the    people    living    near    it,

proceeded  to  explore  it.  .\fter  followliiff 
the  passage  a  great  di:-tance  they  fo  '.nJ 
a  number  of  bones,  apparently  of  nu- 
man  beings.  They  then  proc  ceded  until 
they  came  ,to  a  lake  of  dear  water, 
which  they  said  was  about  50  feet  wlda 
by  75  feet  long. 

Here  they  discovered  m.nrc  bones, 
and  among  them  a  great  quantity  of 
gold.  They  were  afraid  to  take  this 
the  yellow  j  treasure  away  with  them,  and,  on  get- 
once  re- I  ting  outside  the  cave,  they  determined 
on  blocking  the  entrance  so  effectually 
that  it  could  not  be  discovered  by  any- 
one else,  intending  lo  return  at  some 
future  time  and  carry  away  th^  treas- 
ure.

Boston.  Mass.,  Feb.  2.').— For  the  first 
time  the  Boston  public  was  admitlt*d 
to  the  Isabella  Stewart  Gardiier  mu- 
seum in  the  Fenway  Sunday.  The  200 
tickets  available  for  the  occasion  were 
longr  ago  disposed  of  at  $2  each. 

Thp^  building  itself— Fenway  Court  it 
is  now  called — was  originally  an  Italian 
palace.  It  was  brought  over  almost 
stone  by  stone  and  set  up  m  its  firesent 
site  with  great  care.  Tlie  result  is  a 
thing  of  beauty. 

Outwardly  the  buildings  are  not  at  all 

imposing — high  and  long,  plam  walls 
broken  by  the  simplest  ixjssible  win- 
dows and  surmounted  by  a  slant,  red- 
tilt  d  roof,  pitched  barely  enough  to  let 
the  rain  flow  off.  But  within,  the  court- 
yard is  beauty  itself,  and  all  the  rooms 
arc  of  palatial  proportion  and  medi- 
aeval  magnificence. 

Iwunning  around  the  courtyard  is  a 
narrow  path  or  promenade  in  which 
tall  i)alnis  and  ferns  are  Interspersed 
with  old  Italian  statuary,  with  busts 
and  broken  columns  at  inter\als.  On 
either  side  of  the  entrance  are  panels 
lepre.senting  .scriptural  scenes,  and  on 
the  left  is  a  niche  where  a  collection  of 
siU((o  figures  show  the  crucifixion. 

The  structural  decorations  around 
the  courtyard  are  marble  and  brick 
Two  ligures  in  ancient  lioman  armour, 
with  |)Oised  battleaxe  and  shield  stand 
near  the  entrance. 

In  the  main  part  of  the  house  are  a 
Dutch  room,  a  Persian  room,  a  Japan- 
ese room  and  an  Italian  room,  each 
funiislied  in  the  style  »»f  the  country 
whose  art  it  is  supposed  to  represent. 
And  tiie  Dutch  room  is  really  Dutch, 
the  furniture  consisting  of  a  rare  col- 
lation of  such  household  furni.-ihings 
as  were  used  in  mediaeval  domestic 
economy. 

The  walls  and  tables  are  draped  in 
old  dark  green  hangings.  The  ceiling. 
ah  in  hewn  wood,  now  darkened  with 
agt  and  many  years  of  smoke,  was  se- 
cuivd  entire  from  a  banquet  room  in 
whiih  many  a  toast  has  doubtk-ss  been 
drunk.  The  beams  are  at  least  6  by  10 
luches  and  on  the  walls  are  some  of 
Mrs.  O.irdner's  examples  of  Dutch  art. 

liniuediately  over  the  Dutch  room  of 
tht  third  tloor  is  the  Gothic  room,  made 
trt  follow  carefully  reiiuireineiu.^  of 
<H)tlii(  canons  in  art.  The  music  room 
is  til*'  largest  of  all  the  roouLs  in  the 
palivc.  l)eing  two  stories  high,  and  it 
is  said  also  to  be  the  largest  apartment 
in  any  private  house  in  this  country. 
J I  IS  litted  with  a  stage  and  its  acoua- 
t'u:<   >re  practically  perfect. 

Fine  specimens  of  Roman  seats  are 
about  the  walls  and  Cleopatra's  dais 
lifif  h;!s  a  prominent  place.

Washington,  Feb.  25.— Dr.  John  Wes- 
ley Gaines,  member  of  the  house  of 
representatives  for  the  Nashville  dis- 
trict of  Tennessee,  has  managed  to  gel 
his  name  into  the  Congressional  Rec- 
ord in  the  last  four  years  more  times 
by  far  than  any  other  member  of  either 
branch  of  the  national  legislative  body. 

Although  named  for  the  founder  and 
great  expounder  of  Methodist  doctrine. 
Dr.  Gaines  is  not  a  doctor  of  divinity 
He  was  graduated  in  medicine  from 
Vanderbilt  university  in  1882.  and  iin- 
mediately  took  up  the  study  of  law, 
and  has  ever  since  followed  that 
fession. 

Few  members  attend  the  .sessions  of  | 
the  house  so  regularly  as  Dr.  Gaines. 
If  he  is  not  heard  from  anywhere  from 
four  to  twenty-four  times  a  day,  it  is 
because  the  speaker  has  designated 
him  aa  a  member  of  a  funeral  com- 
mittee to  accompany  the  remains  of 
some  statesman  to  his  last  resting 
place,  or  else  the  doctor  has  to  go  to 
Tennessee  to  look  after  his  political 
fences. 

Dr.  Gaines  is  now  serving  his  third 
term  in  the  house  and  has  been  elected 
to  the  next  congres.s.  During  his  first 
term  he  was  not  a  bit  backward  about 
plunging  into  the  debates,  but  he  had 
not  then  conceived  the  idea  of  getting 
his  name  into  the  Record  at  every  ses- 
sk)n  attended  by  him. 

It  is  freely  admitted  by  the  leading 
Republicans  that  Dr.  Gaines  is  no 
slouch  of  a  debater  if  he  has  full 
swing;  and  his  stnooth  face,  cleancut 
countenance  and  luxuriant  gray  hair 
give  him  the  appearance  from  the  gal- 
leries of  being  a  much  older  man  than 
he  looks,  for  he  will  not  be  42  until  next 
August. 

"What  does  Gaines  mean  by  jumping 
up  every  day?"  is  a  question  that  has 
been  asked  by  members  of  all  parties 
during  this  congress. 

"Every  day?"  said  one  member.  "You 
mean  forty  times  a  day." 

Speaker  Hender.son  must  like  Dr. 
Gaine.s  very  much  or  he  would  not  rec- 
ognize hiin  so  often.  .Some  people  inti- 
mate that  the  presiding  officer  sits  in 
his  chair  and  chuckles  over  the  plight 
of  other  Southern  Democrats  who  are 
unable  to  catch  the  eye  or  ear  of  the 
speaker.  Dr.  Gaines  enjoys  the  great 
privileges  given  him  and  appears  to 
gloat  over  the  favor  extended  him  over 
the  average  Southern  congre.ssmen 
burning  to  hop  into  the  discussion. 

As  the  Hon.  ".Slim  Jim"  Richardson, 
of  the  same  state,  is  going  to  quit 
congress  at  the  expiration  of  his  next 
term,  many  frietids  of  Dr.  Gaines 
think  he  ought  to  come  out  for  minor- 
ity leader.  He  blushes  when  the  sub- 
ject is  mentioned,  and.  even  in  the 
face  of  the  fact  that  he  is  having  a 
newspaper  boom  for  the  honor,  declares 
that  his  heart  is  true  to  John  Sharpe 
Williams,  of  Mississippi,   for  leader.

A  bill  introduced  in  the  senate  this 
morning  by  Senator  Fomerville  is  de- 
signed to  shift  a  part  of  the  cost  of 
caring  for  insane  patients  from  the 
state  to  the  counties  in  which  the  cases 
originate,  and  then  to  the  relatives  of 
the  patients.  It  provides  that  the 
counties  must  pay  $78  a  year  toward 
the  support  of  all  inmates  of  the  state 
hospltflls    for    the    insane    and    feeble- 


minded, and  that  the  county  attorney 
may  recover  this  sum  from  the  ne;ir 
relatives  on  bringing  suit.  The  rela- 
tives may  voluntarily  pay  the  amount 
named  if  they  desire,  without  being 
subjected  to  suit. 

A  bill  introduced  by  Senator  W.  A. 
Smith  creates  a  bad  outlook  for  habit- 
ual criminals  in  this  st.ite.  It  providCii 
that  any  criminal  v.ho  has  been  twice 
imprisoned  in  r>enitentiaries  in  this  or 
other  states,  when  the  terms  were  for 
not  less  than  three  years  each,  shall 
be  deemed  a  habitual  criminal,  and 
upon  a  third  convicticm  shall  b?  seii- 
to  twenty-five  years  in  the 
state  prison,  unless  his  offense  is  sub- 
ject to  a  higlier  puni:^hment,  when  the 
greater  punishment  provided  by  the 
statute  shall  govern.

London,  Feb.  25.— The  Irish  leader., 
John  Redmond,  in  the  house  of  com- 
mons today,  moved  an  amendment  to 
the  address  in  reply  to  the  speech  from 
the  throne  on  the  subject  of  the  Irish 
land  question.  Mr.  Redmond's  speech 
was  most  conciliatory.  He  said  the 
amendment  was  not  intended  as  a  hos- 
tile demonstration  against  the  govern- 
j»ent,  but  as  a  "friendly  warning"  to 
the  ministers  that  he  and  his  friends 
believed  the  government  was  engaged 
in  framing  a  great  measure  of  justice 
and  appeasement  for  Ireland,  which,  in 
the  words  of  the  king's  speech,  wouldi 
"complete  the  abolition  of  the  dual 
ownership  of  land."  All  he,  Mr.  Red- 
mond wanted,  was  an  assurance  from:

CUBAN  NAVAL  STATIONS. 

The  action  ot  President  Roosevelt  jesterday  in  sign- 
ing an  agreement  with  Cuba  for  naval  and  coalnig  sta- 
tions on  the  Pearl  of  the  Antilles  practically  assures  two 
good  ports  to  the  United  States,  which  will  prove  inval- 
uable to  this  country',  especially  if  war  should  exist.  At 
one  time  the  iiavy  desired  four  stations  In  Cuba,  Havana 
being  one.  but  there  was  determined  opposition  by  the 
Cubans  and  the  government  has  d-jne  well  in  getting 
Guantanamo  and  Bahia  Honda.  At  one  period  there 
was  pressure  for  a  coaling  station  at  Cienfuegos.  on  the 
south  coast.  Mr.  Estevez,  the  vice  president  of  Cuba, 
who  comes  from  the  province  of  Santa  Clara,  in  which 
Cienfuegos  is  located,  was  strnngly  opposed  to  this 
concession,  and  his  objections  were  convincing  enough 
to  cause  President  Palma  to  ask  the  United  States  to 
waive  that  port,  which  was  done.  It  was  urged  that  the 
naval  station,  Guantanamo,  was  sufficient  not  only  for 
the  control  of  the  Windward  Passage,  but  for  the  whole 
of  the  shores  of  the  Caribbean.  Of  the  advantage  of 
Guantanamo,  situated  as  it  is  on  the  southeast  coast  of 
Cuba  on  a  magnificent  bay,  there  can  l)e  no  doubt.  No 
better  base  of  naval  operations  can  be  found  in  the 
West  Indies.  It  is  likely  that  the  land  which  is  to  be 
leased  to  the  United  States  for  naval  purposes  is  not  of 
great  value  as  a  source  of  agriculture,  but  miles  farther 
back,  beyond  the  hills  and  in  the  Guantanamo  Vallej' 
tiiere  are  fine  forests  and  virgin  soil  which  are  going  to 
be  exploited  and  developed  b}'  railroad  building  and 
other   means.         ,  . 

Apparently  little  is  known  in  this  country  about  Ba- 
hia Honda.  It  lies  forty  to  forty-five  miles  west  of  Ha- 
vana and  is  larger  than  Mariel,  which  once  was  thought 
of  in  connection  with  the  coaling  stations.  Bahia  Hon- 
da probably  is  better  for  naval  uses.  The  name  means 
"deep  water,"  and  the  bay  is  larger  «Ttan  at  Mariel. 
There  is  a  hamlet  on  the  coast,  but  is  hardly  a  town,  and 
it  is  reached  from  the  interior  by  a  road  which  was 
built  during  the  American  military  occupation.  Bahia 
Honda  will  be  useful  from  its  proximity  to  the  Yucatan 
passage  and  as  a  complement  to  Key  West  and  the  gulf 
ports,  such  as  Mobile  and  New  Orleans.  With  these 
two  ports  well  stocked  with  supplies  and  coal  the  United 
States  will  be  far  better  off  from  a  naval  standpoint  than 
ever  before.

It  is  doubtful, 
however,  if  the  cure  will  prove  lasting,  although  it  is 
sincerely  hoped  that  it  will. 

FREE  HIDES  AND  SHOES. 

The  Boston  Commercial  Bulletin  has  wonderfully 
enlightened  the  people  at  large  on  the  question  of  a 
duty  on  hides,  by  gathering  the  opinions  of  New  En- 
gland tanners  and  shoe  manufacturers  respecting  this 
tax,  and  coupled  with  it,  the  proposition  that  in  event 
of  its  repeal,  the  tariff  on  leather  and  shoes  be  taken  off 
also.  The  answers  received  after  a  canvass  has  been 
made  of  every  shoe  factory  and  tannery  in  New  En- 
gland,numbered  415, representing  as  many  firms  and  cor- 
porations, or  within,  say.  a  hundred  of  the  total  number. 
Of  the  shoe  manufacturers,  311  are  willing  to  accept  free 
shoes  if,  hides  are  made  free,  64  being  opposed.  Of  the 
tanners,  29  declare  their  willingness  to  face  free  leather, 
provided  the  duty  is  removed  from  hides,  while  11  were 
opposed.  This  showing  of  82  per  cent  of  the  siioe  man- 
ufacturers and  leather-makers  as  in  favor  of  free  hides, 
even  under  such  conditions  as  would  follow  the  repeal  of 
the  present  tariff  on  their  products,  will  prove  a  revela- 
tion to  those  who  have  claimed  that  New  England's  in- 
terest in  tariff  reform  is  so  entirely  selfish  as  to  com- 
prise only  the  free  entry  or  raw  materials  used  by  her 
workers  or  of  commodities  in  the  making  of  which  ske 
has  no  hand. 

One  Haverhill  firm,  in  replying  to  the  Bulletin's 
query,  says:  "We  are  exporting  $75,000  to  $100,000  this 
year  to  Great  Britain  at  prices  very  much  above  home 
prices.     No  need  of  duty  shown  by  this,  is  there?" 

Another  firm  is  quoted  as  follows:  "We  do  not  care 
for  any  duties  on  shoes  whatever.  We  do  not  believe 
that  the  manufacturers  of  New  England  fear  any  Euro- 
pean competition  on  the  basis  of  free  hides  and  free 
shoes.  We  certainly  should  welcome  such  a  condition, 
for  we  believe  we  can  put  shoes  into  any  part  of  Europe 
or  the  British  empire  in  competition  with  any  country  in 
the  world  of  the  same  grade.  We  have  within  three 
months  placed  our  shoes  in  Paris  and  Germany.  We 
certainly  would  like,  if  the  West  will  give  us  free  hides, 
to  give  them  free  shoes." 

Such  evidence  as  this  is  indisputable.  The  shoe  and 
leather  interests  of  New  England  have  placed  tliem- 
selves  on  record  in  favor  of  free  hides  and  free  shoes 
and  leather.  It  is  now  up  to  the  opponents  of  free 
hides,  on  the  ground  that  they  could  not  have  free  shoes 
and  free  leather,  to  act  in  the  matter.  After  all,  there  is 
but  little  hope  that  they  will  do  it. 

It  has  developed  that  the  terrible  accident  at  Newark, 
N.  J.,  recently,  in  which  so  many  school  children  were 
killed  or  injured,  was  a  direct  result  of  the  custom  of 
permitting  street  cars  to  be  packed  with  passengers — a 
custom  which  makes  travel  in  many  cities  disagreeable 
and  dangerous.  The  sch.ool  authorities  at  Newark  say 
that  they  have  frequently  remonstrated  with  the  street 
railway  managers  against  permitting  the  cars  to  be 
overcrowded,  dreading  just  such  an  accident  as  oc- 
curred. On  this  occasion,  the  car,  which  had  a  seating 
capacity  of  80,  was  so  overweighted  with  the  125  well- 
grown  children  crowding  into  it,  that  with  the  wheels 
clamped  by  the  brakes,  it  could  not  be  stopped  at  the 
crossing,  its  momentum  and  overweight  forcing  it  along 
the  icy  tracks  in  front  of  the  coming  locomotive.  Is 
it  not  time  to  regulate  the  number  of  passengers  that 
should  be  carried  in  a  car?

One  of  the  rarest  of  Americana  is  Bryant's  '"Em- 
bargo" of  1808,  written  when  the  poet  was  13.

The  copy  lately 
Sold  to  Dodd,  Mead  &  Co.,  and  now  held  by  them,  is 
probably  the  best  of  the  four.  It  was  at  one  time  owned 
by  the  Boston  Atheneum.  which  sold  it.  retaining  an 
inferior  "cut-down"  copy. 


LESS  ARMY  POSTS. 

From  present  indications  it  seems  probable  that  in 
the  course  of  time,  and  a  not  very  long  time,  at  that. 
Forts  Snelling  and  Riley,  and  likely  Leavenworth,  be- 
cause it  is  a  military  prison,  will  be  the  only  army  posts 
of  importance  in  the  Middle  West.  The  necessity  of  so 
many  posts  is  constantly  decreasing  and  with  the  elab^ 
orate  sj'stem  of  sea  coast  defenses  requiring  an  enor- 
mous outlay  of  money,  the  appropriations  for  the  inter- 
ior posts  will  be  greatly  cut  down.  What  is  true  as  to 
army  posts  is  true  also  as  to  arsenals.  There  are  entire- 
ly too  many  of  these,  and  the  public  business  would  be 
more  economically  and  expeditiously  transacted  if  it 
were  possible  ti>  redu«?e  their  number.  With  the  end  of 
the  Indian  troubles,  and  with  the  passing  of  the  need  for 
so  many  interior  army  posts,  the  need  for  so  many  small 
arsenals  will  also  disappear,  and  no  more  are  likely  to 
be  created  or  existing  ones  enlarged. 

A  few  recruiting  and  training  stations  for  the  reg- 
ular army  in  time  of  peace,  will  be  retained,  but  the  ex- 
pensive post  seems  to  be  doomed.  This  is  understood  to 
be  the  plan  of  the  army  officials,  but  tliey  will  have  to 
reckon  on  a  little  fight  in  congress  before  their  scheme 
is  evolved,  no  matter  how  meritorious. 


The  attention  called  to  the  deplorable  poverty  of  sup- 
erannuated preachers  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  church, 
whose  meager  pensions  are  rather  charitable 
doles  than  tributes  of  honor  for  faithful  service,  has 
compelled  the  increase  of  the  contribution  from  the 
profits  of  the  book  concern  from  $50,000  to  $75,000  this 
year.  This  is  giving  a  penny  or  so  more  in  charity.  It 
is  the  opinion  of  many  Methodists  that  the  big  Metho- 
dist denomination,  which  raises  $20,000,000  to  glorify  the 
new  century,  ought  to  be  ashamed  of  itself. 


Mr.  Balfour's  statemejit  that  the  Monroe  doctrine  has 
no  enemies  in  England  is  equivalent  to  saying  that  the 
Saturday  Review  does  not  count.  The  Review  fairly  hups 
with  indignation  over  the  doctrine  and  the  way  the 
Yankees  interpret  it.  The  trouble  some  foreigners  have 
with  "Monroeism"  is,  of  course,  easily  understood,  says 
the  Springfield  Republican.  They  are  so  made  that  they 
cannot  appreciate  a  good  thing  when  someone  else  has 
a  monopoly  of  it. 


CURJNG  DIPSOMANIA. 

It  will  undoubtedly  be  a  surpri:>o  to  many  to  know 
that  there  are  about  300  dipsomaniacs,  or  drunkards, 
confined  in  the  insane  asylums  of  Iowa.  This  condition 
is  brought  about  by  a  law  passed  a  year  ago  by  the 
legislature  (jf  that  state.  There  was  much  antagonism 
to  the  measure  from  certain  tiuarters  and  many  efforts 
were  made  to  break  it.  but  the  court's  decision  just  ren- 
dered, that  it  is  no  infringement  of  constitutional  rights 
to  confine  a  drunkard  in  an  insane  asylum,  has  practi- 
cally silenced  ail  opposition  as  far  as  the  constitutional- 
ity of  the  law  is  concerned.  The  number  of  dipsomani- 
acs is  increasing  so  rapidly  that  the  state  board  of  con- 
trol announces  that  more  asylums  must  be  built  or  else 
an  institution  especially  for  dipsomaniacs. 

Patients  arc  being  committed  at  the  rate  of  about 
fifty  a  month.  A  patient  recently  committed  from  Des 
.VJomcs  sued  f<»r  a  writ  of  habeas  corpus  on  the  ground 
tiul  he  could  not  be  deprived  of  liberty  for  what  was 
fiTithrr  a  crime  nor  a  deficiency.  The  court  held  that 
the  law  wa»  not  punitive,  but  philanthropic,  and  that  it

"That  bad  debt  coUeAing-  aKency  which 
I  see  Is  being  started^  New  York  and 
which  i.s  going  to  use  iellow  automobilea 
to  make  calls,"  .said  larry^Wiley.  of  St. 
Paul,  who  was  at  the  Spalding  this  morn- 
ing, "reminds  me  of  an  experience  I  had 
aiong  that  lin*. 

"It  must  have  been  fifte<*n  years  ago 
■when  I  went  to  Jersey  City  with  a  great 
deal  of  ambition  and  very  little  money. 
In  fact  I  wa-s  worth  about  $4  in  cash.  I 
hustled  out  but  couldn't  get  anything  to 
do.  and  had  to  begin  livhig  on  a  credit 
sy.stem. 

"It  wasn't  long  before  the  creditors  be- 
gan to  feel  that  it  was  time  I  was  pay- 
ing something  here  or  there,  and  th^y 
.sent  bills  around.  I  had  no  way  of  pay- 
ing them,  and  then  came  the  collectors. 
I  have  spent  many  a  pleasant  afternoon 
with  the  collectors,  and  sometimes  tliey 
would  so  keenly  appreciate  my  position 
that  they  would  take  me  out  to  dine,  and 
we  would  talk  it  over.

CAPTAIN  OF 
THE  MADIANA 


Returns   to   New   York 

Suffering  From  His 

Experiences. 

New  York,  Feb.  25.— On  the  steamer 
Trinidad,  in  port  just  from  the  Ber- 
mudas, was  Capt.  Frazer  of  the  Ill- 
starred  Madiana.  wrecked  on  the  Ber- 
muda reefs,  and  with  him  arrived  Chief 
Engineer  Nelson  and  three  assistant 
engineers.  Chief  Officer  Williams,  two 
officers  and  five  sailors  or  the  wrecked 
ship,  as  well  as  a  number  of  the  Alia- 
danas  passengers.  The  captain,  it  is 
said,  is  suffering  greatly  from  the 
effects  of  his  experience.  On  the  Trini- 
dad's arrival  he  wa«  confined  to  his 
state  room  and  could  see  no  one.  At 
the  office  of  the  Quebec  Steamship 
company  it  was  denied  that  Capt. 
Frazer's  connection  with  the  line  had 
been  severed,  although  it  was  stated 
that  the  company  had  no  steamer  to 
offer  Capt.  Frazer  at  present.  The  offi- 
cials were  unable  to  say  whether  or 
riot  the  captain  would  lose  his  license 
in  conse(iuence  of  the  wreck,  as  they 
had  not  yet  received  the  official  reports 
of  the  findings  of  the  Bermuda  court.

M.  H.  McMahon  announced  the 
change  of  speakers  for  the  evening  and 
the  cause  and  in  a  few  remarks  intro- 
duced Right  Rev.  J.  J.  Keane. 

Bishop  Keane  is  well  known  in  this 
city,  having  been  heard  here  on  several 
occasions,  but  this  was  his.  first  visit 
since  being  elevated  to  the  dignity  of 
a  bishop.  When  he  stepped  on  the 
platform  he  was  accorded  a  inost  en- 
thusiastic reception  and  thanked  all 
present  for  their  kindly  greeting,  but 
said  that  he  wished  to  rejiudiate  the 
statement  of  the  chairman  that  he 
would  take  Bishop  McGolrick's  piace 
on  the  program.  He  said  such  a  thing 
would  be  impossible  for  him,  but  that 
he  regretted  the  indisposition  of  the 
bishop  to  be  present  as  he  would  rather 
listen  to  such  an  able  and  wise  man. 

Bishop  Keane  chose  for  the  subject 
of  his  address  "Charity,"  and  it  was  a 
most  eloquent  and  learned  discourse. 
He  quoted  the  celebrated  words  of  Car- 
dinal Manning  on  the  subject  at  the 
outset  of  his  remarks  and  then  re- 
viewed the  history  of  the  world  from 
the  Pagan  tijnes  to  the  preiient  day, 
showing  that  the  great  change  for  good 
In  the  world  has  been  accomplished  by 
charity.  Before  Christianity  came  the 
great  Roman  empire  was  deep  in  crime, 
"but  when  the  new  command  of  the 
Savior  was  given  to  them,  "Love  one 
another  as  I  have  loved  you,"  charity 

.changed  all  and  man  was  more  kind 
to  his  fellow  man. 

He  congratulated  the  city  of  Duluth 
on  being  able  to  furnish  an  institution 
for  the  orphan  and  a  home  for  the 
homeless,  as  charity  was  its  foundation 
and  charity  has  changed  the  world  and 
made  it  better.  Bishop  Keane  thanked 
the  audience  very  kindly  for  its  atten- 
tion and  received  great  applause  at 
the  close  of  his  remarks.

It  is  believed  here  that  it  is  purposed  to 
do  nothing  less  than  launch  the  boom  of 
Hearst  for  the  jiresidency. 

Charles  E.  Russell,  of  Chicago,  came 
to  Des  Moines  and  spent  much  time  in 
conference  with  a  few  leading  Demo- 
tiats.  liussell  is  a  son  of  Ed  Russell,  of 
the  old  Davenport  Gazette,  and  an 
Iowa  product  himself.  He  is  publisher 
of  Hearst's  Chicago  American  and  one 
of  Hearst's  lonfidejitiai  friends  and  ad- 
visers. It  is  understood  he  came  for 
the  purpose  of  looking  over  the  ground 
in  lov.a  and  meeting  some  of  the  lead- 
ers to  talk  over  national  politics  and 
help  along  the  movement  for  Hearst 
for  the  presidency. 

Russeils  departure  was  followed 
shortly  by  the  announcement  that 
Hearst  would  attend  the  banquet.  Rus- 
sell while  here  advocated  a  dropping 
of  factionalism,  and  took  the  ground 
Bryan  was  not  available  for  a  renomi- 
nation.

bers,  in  making  up  and  swearing  to 
their  campaign  expenses,  that  did  not 
approach  close  to  the  danger  line." 

"I  take  exception  to  the  statement 
of  the  senator  from  Hennepin,"  said 
Senator  Coller,  of  Shakopee.  "I  think 
it  more  likely  that  every  senator  that 
had  opposition  went  beyond  the  danger 
line." 

Senator  Thompson  made  a  plea  for 
the  law,  which  he  said  was  in  sub- 
stance now  in  force  in  England.  He 
thought  it  was  on  the  right  principle, 
but  he  could  not  vote  to  repeal  it 
altogether.  He  did  not  vote  that  way, 
but  he  was  the  only  one  that  didn't. 

The  bill  providing  that  at  the  state 
conventions  the  delegates  from  the 
different  congressional  districts  shall 
get  together  and  get  up  platforms  on 
which  their  congressional  candidates 
can  run  came  up  in  general  order.s, 
and  its  author.  Senator  Thorpe,  wanted 
it  reconnnended  for  passage.  Senator 
Lord  thought  that  as  there  were  bills 
in  cutting  the  congressional  nomina- 
tions out  of  the  primary  election  sys- 
tem, this  bill  had  better  wait  until  it 
was  seen  how  the.  others  were  coming 
out,  for  if  they  passed  there  would  be 
no  need  of  it.    So  the  bill  went  over. 

Senator  Schaiti's  bill,  which  prohibits 
electors  who  have  voted  at  the  prim- 
aries from  signing  the  petitions  of  in- 
dependent candidates,  was  recommend- 
ed to  pass,  though  an  attempt  was 
made  to  put  that  off  until  the  primary 
election  bills  had  been  considered. 

The  normal  school  bills  that  are 
pending  in  the  senate  were  made  z. 
special  order  for  Tuesday  afternoon  at 
2:30  o'clock.  The  house  has  the  same 
matter  up  for  a  special  order  Friday 
afternoon  of  this  week.  There  will  be 
a  pretty  close  fight  on  the  bills  cutting 
the  educational  institutions  out  from 
the  board  of  control's  province,  and  th" 
outlook  is  that  it  will  be  one  of  the 
most  interesting  of  the  session. 

The  published  financial  statements  of 
counties  will  be  much  abridged  if  a 
bill  by  Senator  Buck,  which  came  up 
on  general  orders  in  the  senate  yester- 
day and  was  recommended  to  pass, 
should  prevail.  It  provides  that  in- 
stead of  publishing  detailed  state- 
ments of  receipts  and  expenditures, 
county  auditors  may  give  only  totals, 
cutting  out  the  details. 

Senator  Stevens'  bill  providing  for 
plowing  up  fields  infected  with  grass- 
iiopper  eggs  met  with  favorable  con- 
sideration by  the  senate  and  was  rec- 
ommended to  i)asp.  So  was  Senator 
Dunn's  bill  allowing  church  societies 
the  same  privileges  and  powers  as 
concerns  that  own  private  cemeteries. 

•  «    * 

In  the  house  the  bill  allowing  cream- 
eries and  hardware  dealers  to  organize 
mutual  fire  Insurance  companies  was 
recommended  to  pass.  So  was  a  bill 
giving  the  Fifteenth  judicial  district  an 
additional  jud.£;e.  The  bill  allowing 
husbands  to  make  conveyances  of  real 
estate  direct  to  their  wives,  instead  of 
through  a  third  party,  was  also  favor- 
ably acted  upon. 

The  bill  cutting  down  the  interest  on 
sales  of  state  lands  made  on  time  from 
5  to  4  per  cent  was  killed  in  committee 
of  the  whole. 

•  •    • 

While  both  bouses  are  passing  bills, 
the  governor  of  the  state  is  away,  and 
under  the  constiuUional  provisions  bills 
are  becoming  laws  without  under- 
going the  examination  of  his  eagle 
eye. 

As  fast  as  bills  pass  both  houses 
they  are  sent  to  the  governor,  and  if 
he  does  not  return  them  with  his  sig- 
nature or  his  veto  within  three  days, 
they  become  laws.  As  the  governor  is 
in  Washington,  all  bills  that  go  up  are 
becoming  laws  in  this  manner. 

There  is  some  criticism  of  the  gover- 
nor's action  in  remaining  away  from 
the  state  during  a  session  of  the  legis- 
lature. If  the  legislature  were  one  he 
had  organized  and  had  implicit  faith  in 
it  might  be  dlffeernt.  But  in  this  case 
the  house  at  least  was  organized  in  a 
manner  directly  opposed  to  his  wishes, 
and  his  friends  early  in  the  session 
were  prophecying  that  the  legislature 
would  do  all  sorts  of  things  that  were 
bad  and  against  the  principles  on  which 
the  governor  fouglJt  and  bleU  and  won 
at  the  late  election.

The  constitution,  however,  says  that 
the  gross  earnings  tax  shall  be  "in  lieu 
of  all  other  taxes  and  assessments." 
and  the  legal  authorities,  who  say  th€ 
Fryberger  bill  is  unconstitutional  think 
there  is  no  way  to  get  around  this 
phrase.

If  the  osteopath  bill  introduced  in  the 
house  yesterday  by  Mr.  Stevenson,  of 
Minneapolis,  becomes  a  law  the  follow- 
ers of  that  school  of  healing  will  have 
the  same  standing  before  the  law,  and 
the  same  protection  ftom  it.  that  the 
recognized  schools  of  medicine  have 
now.  The  board  of  five  examiners  is  to 
be  composed  of  gr.iduates  of  a  legally 
chartered  school  of  osteopathy  and  a 
resident,  practicing  o.steopath.  of  good 
standing.  No  member  of  the  board  is 
to  be  interested  in  any  osteopathic 
school.  This  board  is  to  Issue  licenses 
to  osteopathic  piactitioners,  and  is  to 
hold  examinations  to  pass  upon  the 
eligibility  of  applicants.  The  practice 
of  osteopathy  without  a  license  is  made 
a  misdemeanor,  punishable  by  a  fine  of 
$50  to  1100.  or  imprisonment  for  thirty 
days  to  six  months,  or  both.  The  li- 
cense does  not  authorize  practitioners 
to  prescribe  drugs  for  internal  use.  nor 
to  perform  major  surgical  operations.

The  vital  question  of  whether  or  not 
the  veterans  at  the  state  soldiers"  home 
shall  be  allowed  to  retain  their  i)ension 
money  will  come  up  next  Tuesday  aft- 
ernoon before  the  house  as  a  special 
order.  Both  branches  of  the  legislature 
have  received  many  communications  on 
the  subject,  both  for  and  against,  and 
opinion  is  divided.

Mr.  Nyqulst,  of  Blue  Earth,  the  man 
who  gained  fame  as  the  champion  of 
dogs  at  the  special  session  last  ^\  inter, 
showed  some  of  the  members  of  the 
house  this  morning  that  he  was  not  so 
funny  as  they  thought,  by  settling  a 
controversy  and  killing  off  a  bill  in 
about  thirty  seconds.  The  bill  was  one 
granting  cemetery  associations  the 
right  of  eminent  domain,  and  when  it 
came  up  on  special  orders  it  led  to  a 
long  argument,  mostly  between  mem- 
bers of  the  Hennepin  county  delegation. 
Aftei  the  argument  had  been  on  for 
more  than  half  an  hour,  Mr.  Nyguist 
struggled  to  his-  feet  and  launched  out. 

'•When  this  bill  came  up."  he  said,  "a 
man  came  to  me  and  asked  me  to  do 
what  I  could  to  defeat  it.  I  toid  him 
he  did  not  need  to  be  alarmed:  the  Hen- 
nepin county  delegation  would  kill  it  if 
they  had  time  enough.  This  is  a  wood- 
chuck,  and  it  is  a  bad  bill.  I  move  as  a 
substitute  for  all  previous  motions  that 
when  this  committee  rise  the  bill,  be 
recommended  for  indefinite  postpone- 
ment." 

Amid  laughter  the  motion  carried 
with  a  whoop,  clearing  the  decks  of  all 
the  arguments  and  amendments  from 
Hennepin  county  and  killing  the  bill.

While  the  Gandrud  bill,  providing 
that  harmless  incurables  cannot  Vie  sent 
to  the  in.sane  asylum.s  passed  without 
much  objection  yesterday,  there  is  a 
difference  of  opinion  about  it.  It  is  de- 
signed to  prevent  the  relatives  of  harm- 
less lunatics,  who  have  grown  tired  of 
their  care,  shipping  them  off  to  be  pro- 
vid*-u  for  at  the  expense  of  the  state. 

-While  that  is  all  right,"  said  a  phy- 
sician yesterday  afternoon,  "the  one 
trouble  about  it  is  that  often  lunatics 
that  are  supposed  to  be  harmless  take  a 
turn  to  the  dangerous  class  quite  sud- 
denly and  do  mischief."

Some  of  the  lumbermen 
of  the  state  want  to  be  heard  before  the 
committee  on  this  point.

se^k  some  method  of  improvement. 

The  first  paper  read,  "Recent  History 
iof  Municipal  Ownership  in  the  United 
j  States,"  was  prepared  under  the  direc- 
\  tlon  of  the  late  Charles  Waldo  Raskins, 
dean  of  the  university  school  of  com- 
iinerce  of  New  York,  and  was  read  by 
Joseph  E.  Jolinson,  the  present  dean  ol 
the  school. 

'     Clinton    Kogers   Woodruff,    of    Phila- 
delphia, made  the  next  address. 

Mr.    Woodruff  .said   in   part:     "What   is 
the    cau.se    of    the    undeniable    growth    of 
popular  interest  in  the  municipal  owner- 
ship  of   public   service    franchises?     1    re- 
X>\y   that   the   movement    is   primarly    due  1 
to    the    popular    indignation    felt    at    the  1 
corruptness   and    degradation    incident    to 
the  policy  of  private  ownership.    The  poo- ; 
pie  are  awakening  to  an   appreciation   of  | 
the    dangers    lurking    in    the    shadows    of' 
such   relationships  as   now   exist  between  i 
city    governments   and     private     corpora- 1 
tions.    There  is  an  etliical  reaction  .against '. 
such  practice  as  1  have  briefly  mentioiiid 
and  it  is  manifesting  itself  m  a  demand 
for  municipal  ownership. 

"As  yet.  1  doubt  whether  there  Is  any 
very  general  feeling  on  the  es.sential  im- 
propriet.v  and  immorality  of  a  policy 
which  permits  private  concerns  to  enjoy 
public   privileges   for   their  private  profit. 

"What  inherent  right  has  any  individual 
to  l>ecome  rich  through  the  grant  of  a 
munnicipal  franciiise  or  privilege? 

"1  have  used  the  term  municip.il  own- 
ership throughout  my  remarks  as  distin- 
guished from  private  ownership.  1  have 
not  used  It  to  include  or  imply  municip.il 
opc-ration. 

"In  other  words  the  compensation  of 
private  concerns  must  be  limited  to  a 
fair  return  for  the  services  rendered  and 
no  more." 

Mayor  Urquhart.  of  Toronto,,  in  a 
discussion,  referred  to  the  success  of 
municipal  ownership  of  the  water- 
works in  his  city.

Then    she    re- 
turned to  Massach-Ufflftts,  where  she  eii- 
j  gaged  in  study,  but  when  the  war  broke 
I  out  she  went  back  to  W.'ishington  and 
j  made  the  remarkable  offer  to  the  com- 
i  missioner    of    patents    that    she    would 
I  perforin  the  duties  of  any  two  disloyal 
I  men    in    the   office   below    the   grade   of 
I  examiners,    providing    they    should    be 
j  dismissed    and    their    salaries    covered 
j  into    the    United    States    treasury.     Of 
'  course,   the  offer  was  refu.sed  and   the 
refusal  made  it  possible  for  Miss  Barton 
to  enter  upon  a  bigger  urnlertakiiig. 
i      Not  long  after  this  she  visited  one  of: 
j  the  overcrowded  hospitals  near  Wash-- 
;  ingtoii   and   seeing   the   suffering   tliere 
j  she  determined   to  at  once  enter  upon 
'  the    work    of   caring    for    the    wounded 
i  hfc.-oes  of  the  struggle.     From  that  tiniei 
j  until  the  fateful  day  of  Appomattox  she 
■  was  faithful  to  her  self  imposed   task, 
I  .and  more  than  any  other  of  the  brave 
I  women    who    sacrificed    themselves    to 
the  noble   w  01  k  of  succoring   wounded  1  trading. 
I  and  dying  soldiers,  she  was  trusted  and 
i  respected  by  the  authorities.     Although 
there    w.as    then   no   Red   Cross   society 
she  did  what  she  would  do  now  in  ca»« 
of  war  in  other  lands. 

Her  fame  grew  as  the  years  passed, 
and  she  soon  became  known  throughout 
the  civilized  world  as  "The  American 
Florence  Nightengale."  When  the  war 
was  over  she  undertook  to  furnisli  in- 
formation to  friends  and  relatives  con- 
cernmg  the  prisoners  Avho  died  at 
Andersonville,  acting  under  authority 
of  President  Lincoln.  Then  slie  aided 
the  government  at  the  request  of  .Sec- 
retary Stanton  in  identifying  the 
graves  of  the  dead  soldiers  at  Ander- 
sonville, and  with  the  assistance  of  the 
death  register  that  had  been  kept  by 
Dorrance  Atwater,  name  tablets  were 
placed  over  the  resting  places  of  12,lt20 
men,  and  "unknown"  tablets  over  the 
gra\es  of  400  more. 

When  this  great  work  was  com- 
pleted she  lectured  on  her  experiences 
during  the  struggle  until  1S69,  and  then 
went  to  Switzerland  for  a  much  need- 
ed period  of  rest.  While  at  Geneva  she 
was  visited  by  a  committee  of  tlie  In- 
ternational Red  Cross  and  asked  to 
be  present  at  its  meeting  and  when  in 
.luly,  1S70,  war  broke  out  between  Ger- 
many and  France  she  was  asked  to  join 
in  the  humane  work  of  the  organiza- 
tion. Miss  liarton  did  good  work 
among  the  wounded  and  everywhere 
distingui?hed  herself.  At  the  surrend- 
er of  Me*z  she  rendered  inv.aluable  ser- 
vices and  at  Strasburg  as  well..  When 
Pans  fell  she  took  part  in  the  relief 
work,  and  at  the  close  of  the  Com- 
mune's regime  she  returned  to  the 
French  capital.  Later  she  returned, 
and  after  working  for  several  years, 
secured  government  recognition  of  the 
Red  Cross  Convention  of  Geneva.  This 
was  in  1S81  atid  Miss  Barton  was 
chosen  as  the  first  president  of  the  Red

tings, paving  materials,  cold  air  storage, 
ice-making,  concert  rooms,  milk  supjilv.

being  undertaken  anil  municipal  banks 
and  bank  notes,  pawnbroking,  bakeiies 
and  iniblic  houses  have  been  suggested. 

"In  America  we  find  that  the  time  and 
ability  of  those  willing  to  take  j>art  in 
such  work  full.v  absorbed  in  i)erf(«rmlng 
the  regular  functions  of  muiueipal  gov- 
ernment. They  have  not  yet  entered  into 
trade.  When  one  realizes  how  strong  is 
the  t<niptati<ui  to  jobbery  under  existing 
conditions  it  is  perhap.s  fortunate  fnr  the 
taxpayer  tb.at  the  constitutional  debt 
limit,  together  with  the  American  dislike 
for  paternal  government,  has  kept  out 
municipalities  from  venturing  far  along 
the  dangerous  pathway  of  municipal  so- 
cialism. 

"While  the  local  indebtedness  in  the 
United  Kingdom  shows  an  increase  since 
1875  of  $21)  to  V^i  per  capita,  the  aggregate 
per  capita  debt  of  the  187  largest  cities  of 
the  United  States  shows  a  decrease  from 
$66  in  1880  to  J48  in  VM}'!.

"Having  considered  the  cost  and  m^ag- 
erness  of  profits  of  municipal  trading  it 
may  n%:t  be  worth  while  to  see  how  the 
service  compares  v.ith  that  furnished  by 
private  enterpri.se  in  the  United  States. 
"Tlie  tramways  of  the  United  Kingdom 
are  about  equally  divided  between  the 
local  authorities  and  companies,  the  for- 
mer owning  seven  hundred  miles  of  lines 
and  the  latter  about  fix  hundrc;!  and 
twenty.  With  a  few  exceptions  these 
tramways  ar--  not  comparable  either  in 
equipment  or  service  with  L'O.OOO  or  mi.re 
miles  develoi>ed  in  the  United  States  by 
private  enterprise.  The  I'nited  Kingdom 
should  have  had  by  this  lime  4<^iOO  or  5(KN} 
miles  of  first  class  electric  railways  and 
it  wouhl  have  had  this  mileage  had  it 
not  been  for  the  stifling  effect  of  munici- 
pal trading." 

An  address  was  made  by  Robert 
Donald  011  'Municipal  Ownership  of 
Tramways  in  British  Towns." 
Mr.  Donakl  said  in  part: 
.Almost  all  the  large  cities  fGreat  Brit- 
ain) not  only  own  but  operate  their  own 
tramways.  The  Lon<lon  county  council 
is  o^ierating  7i:%  miles  and  is  building 
IO1I  miles.  Glasgow  owns  and  operates 
103  miles.  Liverp^jol  90.  Edinburgh  ov.-nr, 
lines  and  a  comoany  operates  them.  Com- 
panies are  <onfined  to  the  smaller  towns 
in  England  and  .Scotland.  One  of  the 
elements  which  helped  forward  the  muni- 
ciiialization  movement  was  the  bad  man- 
agement of  companies  which  allowed  their 
undertakings  to  become  dilapidated  to- 
wards the  latter  end  of  their  leases.  They 
paid  their  workmen  so  disgracefully  that 
there  were  serious  strikes.  Cars  were 
dirty;   bonses   bad.    service  irregular. 

The  advantages  of  municipal  ownership 
are  considerable.  It  regulates  fares,  pro- 
vides for  woikinirmen's  cars  and  f^lr 
treatment  to  employer.  .All  this  besides 
a  .vearly  rental  when  the  lines  ar<"  leased. 
lA"ieal  civic  pride  and  jealousy,  however, 
prevent  co-operation  between  munidpnl- 
Itties  ou  a  large  scale.  In  Glasgow  the 
aim  of  the  municipality  has  not  been  to 
make  a  profit  in  relief  of  hx-al  taxation 
but  to  carry  the  greatest  possible  number 
of  pemons  the  longest  possible  distance  at 
the  lowest  possible  f«re.  by  the  end  of 
the  present  year  most  of  the  municipal- 
;  ities  will  liave  complete  systems  of  elec- 
.  trie  traction  and  in  almost  all  large  cen- 
I  ters  of  population  municipal  ownership  of

The  polioe  made  an  important  arrest 
this  afternoon. 

The  i>rin»ipal  state's  witness  in  the 
Nass  manslaughter  case  was  caught 
in  West  Superior  as  he  was  leaving  for 
Europe. 

He  had  the  transportation  and  Euro- 
pean liilvets  in  his  possession  and  told  a 
friend  tliut  he  was  getting  out  of  tha 
way  of  the  authorities  in  order  not  to 
be  present  at  the  approaching  trial  of 
Richard  Hannon. 

Thf  niaii  in  custody  gives  the  name 
of  John  Halm,  and  at  a  late  hour  this 
afternoo!!  the  police  and  county  au- 
thorities were  in  conference  trying  to 
decid<^  what  best  to  do  with  him. 

Last  Xovenitier  Charles  Nass  was 
Shot  by  liichard  Hannon  in  a  Hibbn.g 
saloon.  Tjie  shooting  was  tiie  r^.-sull 
of  a  MUiui-el  over  a  glass  of  whifky. 
whicli  Nass  insisted  that  he  had  or- 
dered. Hannon,  the  saloon  proprietor, 
insisted   that  he  had  ordered  beer. 

Hanoi!  struck  Nass  over  the  heal 
with  a  i>oltle,  p;irtially  knocking  hiu: 
do'vn.  When  he  was  getting  steady 
on  his  feet  again  Hannon  is  said  to 
have  reaili'-il  over  the  bar  and  lired. 
The  bullet  lodged  near  the  knee  cap  and 
w«iuld  not  liav  been  serious  but  for  the 
fa<t    that    blood    poisoning   set    in. 

Mr.  Nass  died  at  SJ.  Marys  hospital 
In  this  <ity  on  Jan.  14,  and  Hannon 
was  jiroinptly  taken  in  custody. 

Friends  of  Hannon  .«ay  that  they  do 
not  believe  he  was  getting  Halm  out 
r.f  the  .ountry  and  are  inclined  to  think 
that  Mr.  Haltn  was  talking  too  much.

John  Bell  Peyton,  of  Gallatin,  son  of  the  I 
late  Colonel  Balie  Peyton,  member  of  con-  '. 
gress.    minister   to    Chile    and    one    of    the  , 
picturesque   national    figures   in   ante-bell-  i 
um  days,     was  in   the  city  recently,     and  ' 
being  in  a  reminiscent  mood,  told  a  nu.n- 
ber  of  interesting  stories  of  his  father  and 
the    latler's    relations    with    General    An-  | 
drew  Jackson.    Ke  brouglit  out  a  .side  of  ; 
their    political    and    turf    careers    not    re-  , 
corded  in  the  histories,   writes  the  Xash- 
ville.    Tenn.,    correspondent    of    the    New 
York  Sun. 

Colonel  Peyton,  though  a  Whig,  had 
borne  a  conspicuous  part  in  the  Mexican 
war.  Jackson  was  a  Democrat,  but  they 
were  good  friends,  drawn  together  prob- 
ably by  their  love  of  a  thoroughbred 
liorse. 

Some  of  Jackson's  historians  would 
have  it  that  he  was  a  stern  moralist,  and 
in  one  sense  of  the  word  he  was;  but  he 
i  bred  hor.ses.  trained,  raced  aiid  bet  on 
them,  and  Tennessee  tradition  has  it  that 
It  was  a  race  mare  called  Haynie's  Maria, 
unquestionably  one  of  the  greatest  horses 
'  that  ever  ran  a  four-mile  heat,  llial  kept 
the  old  hero  of  the  Hermitage  in  financial 
straits,  so  far  as  his  turf  expenditures 
went,  for  many  years. 

For  a  long  period  he  was  busy  trying  to 
beat  Maria,  a  feat  he  never  accomplished. 
'  and  final! V  he  became  such  an  enthusias- 
I  tic  admirer  of  her  that  he  offered  to  be  a 
party  to  a  wager  of  $50,000  that  she  could 
beat    any   animal    in     'God's    whole    crea- 
tion." 
In   his  latter  vears.   in  the  early  .seven- 
I  ties.    Colonel    Peyton    wrote    a   description 
I  of    this    famous    horse    and    a    few    para- 
graphs from  this  letter  may  J>e  interest- 
ing.   He  said: 

"Havnie's  Maria  was  a  most  extraor- 
dii.tfry  race  nag  at  all  distances,  probably 
not  inferior  lo  iny  which  has 
in  America  since  her  day.  She 
by  Bennett  (Joodrum.  of  Virginia,  who 
moved  to  North  Carolina  witli  her.  where 
she  was  foaled  in  the  spring  of  ISOS;  irom 
there  he  removed  to  Tennessee,  and  in 
the  fall  of  If^w  sold  Maria  to  Captain  Jesse 
Havnle.  of  Summer  county. 

"•She  was  bv  imported  Diomed.  one  of 
the  last  of  his  get  wlien  :!ii  years  of  age. 
She  was  a  dark  chestnut,  exactly  15  hands 
high,  possessing  great  strength,  muscular 
power  and  symmetry;  the  perfect 
of  a  race  horse. 

-Maria  commenced  her  turf  career  at  3. 
and  ran  at  all  distances  from  a  quarter  of 
a  mile  to  four  miles,  without  losing  a  race 
or  heat  until  she  was  9  years  old. 

"In  the  fall  of  1811  she  ran  a  sweepstake 
over  the  Nashville  course,  beating  General 
Jack.son's  Decatur  and  others.  This  de- 
feat aroused  the  fire  and  combative  spirit 
of  General  Jackson  as  much  as  did  his 
defat  bv  Mr.  .\dams  for  the  presidency, 
and  he  "swore  "by  the  Eternal'  he  would 
Ileal  her  if  a  horse  could  be  found  in  the 
L'nited  States  able  to  do  .so 
though  the  general  conquered 
dians.   defeated    Packenham.
